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Radical 
re-think on 
A-levels

Radical changes to the present A level 
grading system have been proposed by 
the Government's advisers on exams. 

A Secondary Examinations Council 
working parly has said that nil exam 
hoards snould review the work of 
borderline candidates and look parti- 
cularly carefully at the boundary be- 
tween what arc now grades B and C. 

Under the new system, there would 
be five pass grades from 5 to 1 with 5 as 
the highest grade. A narrow failure 
would be shown by a new grade, N. 
Unclassified performances would still 
be identified by U. 

Examiners would have to fix the 
boundary between grade 4 nnd grade 
3, the old controversial B/C border, 
based on the quality of work presented 
by candidates. 

A second point would be fixed be- 
tween grades I and N and each grade 
between grade 4 and grade I would 
cover the same number of marks. 

Grades 4 and S will remain the same 
as the present A and B grades and any 
candidate awarded grade 1 will hove 
achieved the pnuivali'nr nf the nIH F 
grade or better. 

At present, examiners' guidelines 
assume that 10 per cent will gain grade 
A, the next 15 per cent a grade B and 
soon. Candidates at the top of grade D 
lean be separated from those at the 
bottom oF grade B by as few as five 
marks - marks whhich could make the 
difference between winning or losing a 
university place. 

If it is adopted, the new scheme 
means that pupils would be judged on 
their marks rather than against their 
peers, and the narrow- O band will be 
widened. But -some exam boards arc

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No magic wand 


A nyone following the nniionai news last week 
might be forgiven for thinking that a wind of 
change is suddenly sweeping through the 
leaching of mathematics. HM Inspectorate's 
splendidly enlightened discussion document was 
rapidly followed by Sir Keith Joseph dramatically 
announcing the sending out of 350 maths missionar- 
ies to spread the Cockcrofr/HMI gospel around the 
schools. 

Never mind that the new missionaries turn out to 
be the same old advisers to be appointed with the 
already announced educational support grant money. 
Politicians, like conjurers, must be allowed to repeat 
their illusions and, if truth be told, there arc always 
journalists who, like studio audiences, are happy 
enough to accept the trick as a new one every time. 

The serious question, given that there seems to be 
an astonishing consensus between the Government, 
HM Inspectors, good teachers, and various experts, 
alHjut wlial mathematics teaching should be about, is 
how to move from where we arc now to where they 
all want us to be. 

The first need is for people in schools who arc both 
confident enough as mathcmcticians and skilful 
enough as teachers to translate the inevitably rather 


sketchy precepts of HM! and Cockcroft into everyday 
practice. And there, it hardly needs saying, the 
outlook is exceptionally bleak. 

For some years now mathematicians in secondary 
schools have been moving from teaching maths to 
teaching computing. Every week brings reports of 
teachers of both subjects who are moving into 
industry - not because they want to, but because they 
cannot afford not to. 

Sir Keith's 350 new advisory teachers will mainly 
come from the classroom - in a good cause, no doubt, 
but further stripping the schools of maths talent. 
With graduate employment picking up, numbers of 
mathematics graduates applying for PGCE courses 
are down. And as the prolonged pay dispute spreads 
the word that even experienced teachers are now 
paid less than gas fitters and Merchant Navy 
deck-hands, it's reasonable to predict that they will 
dwindle further. 

There arc also forces for change - most significant- 
ly, the new criteria for the GCSE. Provided that the 
stated intention to assess investigational, practical 
and oral work are translated into practice, the new 
exam could have a real impact on teaching methods. 

But the first versions of the maths GCSE will be 


based on lists of content - content which cun easily be 
taught by old, and (as the APU research hns clearly 
shown) not very successful, methods. The require- 
1 tnent for course work to be taken into account, os at 
least 20 per cent of the final assessment, will only be 
introduced in 1991. 

New technology is another force for change, with 
. calculators and computers dramatically widening the 
scope for applied mathematics and (as HMI pointed 
out with reference to long division) both reducing the 
level of mechanical skill that children need to 
acquire and making basic understanding of what 
mathematical operations are about even more 
crucial. 

The HMf document, and Sir Keith's endorsement 
of it, will give great encouragement to teachers who 
are already trying to meet its objectives and adopt its 
recommended teaching methods. H will provide 
useful backing when they try to explain what they axe 
doing to parents and employers. There are plenty ol 
popular myths to dispel. 

But if the new approach is to reach much beyond 
the converted, political attention will have to move 
on from the mathematical needs of children to those 
of teachers and schools. 





Hampdens 
to the rescue 


One of the features of education in the 
I9fit)s - and hot just in this country - 
has been a new assertiveness about the 
rights nnd powers of parents. One 
form this has taken has been the 
identification of parents as an importnl 
constituent group on school governing 
bodies and plans to increase their 
representation. Parent-teachers orga- 
nizations have begun to gather 
strength. And nnw there arc moves 
(about which Patricia Rowan will write 
in these columns next week) to streng- 
then parent links across Europe: if the 
backing of Brussels is not the kiss of 
- dent h , this m ay wel I c ocou rage parents 
here to press for more consultation at 
the national level and consider ways of 
reshaping their own associations 
accordingly. 

The latest blow for parent power 
was struck, however, not by Govern- 
ment or by the parents' organizations, 
but by Mr Justice Hodgson in the High 
Court, in the case of Regina v Brent 
London Borough. Ex pane Gunning 
and others (page 5). The judge camo 
down firmly on the side of the group of 
parents who had challenged Brent's 
secondary reorganization plans. 

Ore of Che critical issues before the 
court concerned the right of parents to 
be consulted before reorganization 
proposals Bre submitted to the Secret- 
ary of State. Brent, an authority which 
has been in the throes of reorganiza- 
tion fora number of years, punctuated 
by changes of political' control, during 
which one scheme after another col- 
lapsed, had eventually found a plan on 
which (he politicians could agree. But in 
their haste to get the proposals to the 
DES, they had attempted to short- 
circuit the consultation process. 

There had already been so much 
discussion of previous plans that it 
must have been unlikely that any new 
points would have come out of a 
further lengthy period of discussion. 
But Mr Justice Hodgson would have 
none of this. He was quite clear that 
parents are entitled to be consulted at 
length, and with sufficient information 
to reach intelligent conclusions, and he 
ruled (in the words of The Times Law 
Report) that the consultations in this 
case had been “woefully deficient as lo 
Content and timing".

beneficiaries of Mr Justice Hodgson’s 
wisdom. He n|so gave robust support 
to education committees everywhere 
in their sometime uneasy relations 
with the councils to which they report. 
The county. London borough, and 
Metropolitan district councils arc. of 
course, the local education authorities. 
But the law requires them, except in 
matters of extreme urgency, to consid- 
er a report from their education com- 
mittees before they act on education 
matters. Brent, having failed to do this, 
had acted ultra vires. 

The insistence on the Statutory func- 
tions of the education committee is 
important because education committ- 
ees can easily gel at logger-heads with 
their councils if the presence of co- 
opted education members prevents 
the majority party on the council from 
whipping the education committee 
into line. 

The role of co-opted members is 
constantly under threat. They are 
frequently denigrated by elected 
politicians who resent their right to 
vote on issues which arc, willy nilly, 
political as well as educational. 

The words of the Act moke it clear 
that "persons of experience in educa- 
tion" must be included on education 
committees and share their. siatutory 
responsibilities. It would be interest- 
ing. to say the least, if some, village 
Hampden were now to test, at law. 
same of the blatant abuse of co-option 
which now takes place when political 
nominees are brought on the educa- 
tion committees in the guise of educa- 
tional experts. 

Bridge the 
baby break 

The discouraging facts about growing 
inequality for women in the teaching 
profession which arc now emerging 
from pay data (page 8 ) should not be 
dismissed simply as proof of the failure 
of even long-standing equal pay poli- 
cies x>r legislation. 

Rather, they establish that legal 
frameworks and declarations of intent 
can only be the beginning of a very 
long process that will rcqpirq .changes* 



not just in attitudes, but in all sorts of 
processes affecting the structure of 
schools and society. 

It is necessary first of all to look 
behind the bare figures to find out 
mare nbout why women are now 
getting less titan their previous share of 
top jobs, and a higher percentage of 
the jobs on the very bottom rung. 

Some of the reasons are easy to 
deduce. Young men are still more 
interested than young women in 
money and status and are now more 
unlikely than ever to be attracted into 
the bottom scales of a low-paid profes- 
sion. At the top end, the closure of 
many single-sex schools has removed 
headships for which women were the 
obvious choice. But beyond that, is it 
(he employers, or the governors, or the 
women themselves whose attitudes are 
blocking off promotion? 

The answers partly depend upon 
where you live, but some of the most 
useful attitudinal research (and subse- 
quent affirmative action) has been 
carried out in the ILEA, where it was 
found that women were less likely to 
apply for promotion to senior posts or 
to apply for - or be sent on - 
management training courses, and that 
the reason was often family pressures 
and lack of mobility. 

What emerges most clearly from this 
is that equality of opportunity is un- 
likely to become a reality unless new 
ways can be found of bridging the baby 
break jn the career structure. Job- 
sharing schemes could be one way of 
preserving status and responsibilities: 
part-time work and short-term con- 
tracts certainly do nothing for either of 
those ut an age when men can be 
expected tojbe digging in on the puddle 
management |add<*r.

All concerned with race and education 
owe a debt of gratitude to Ms Alyson 
Redgrave, of Sfilly Oak, Birmingham, 
for her letter on page 22 of this week’s 
TES. With devastating frankness, she 
shows how stylishly the ami-racists can 
damngo the cause of good community 
relations. She writes: "Racism equals 
prejudice plus power. Since black 
people have no power in Britain only 
white people can be racist here". A 
little farther on she says; . , ."However 
well-meaning an anti- racist I am. 1 am 
still racist because 1 am white". 

There is no denying that this ex- 
presses the anti-rncist view with chill- 
ing clarity. It also seems to Ire totally 
self-defeating: for if the white majority 
is racist by definition then there’s 
an end on't. 

Or else there’s something wrong 
with the definition. The Concise 
OED is more persuasive. It ascribes to 
racism the "theory that human abilities 
etc arc determined by race”. At least 
this everyday meaning assumes some 
pattern of reasoning and belief which 
can, with luck, be changed by greater 
enlightenment or new experience. The 
only trouble is, however, that "racism" 
used in this less special sense, loses 
some of its power as a length of 
rhetorical rubber hose, its effective- 
ness as an instrument with which to 
mug good-natured liberals.

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All-out attack 
on plan for 
higher grade 
exam awards

The controversial Distinction and 
Merit awards arc under attack again; 
the latest protests come from fe.a. 
advisers, public school heads, the 
Southern Examining Group and from 
some members of tnc Secondary Ex- 
aminations Council, the Govern- 
ment's advisers on exams. 

Inspectors and advisers and the five 
exam boards which make up the 
Southern Examining Group have 
totally rejected the certificates prop- 
osed by the Government for pupils 
who achieve high grades in seven 
specified GCSE subjects. 

And the Headmasters' Conference 
has condemned the proposals as "pre- 
scriptive to a degree not hitherto laid 
down by the Secretary of State”. 

The introduction of the certificates 
would be a "retrograde step ... a 
return to the matriculation exemption 
requirements of the old School Certifi- 
cate which ceased in 1950", according 
to the National Association of Inspec- 
tors Bnd Educational Advisers, lire 
proposals contradict previous curricu- 
lum policy, it says. The subject areas in 
which pupils must gain passes bore no 
relation to the “Areas of Experience" 
suggested by HM Inspectorate in its 
Curriculum II to 16 documents. 

The Southern Examining Group 
condemns the "single subject'* 
approach of the certificates, which 
could cause problems for schools using 
cross-curricular teaching approaches. 
The “ill-conceivcd” awards would nar- 
row the curriculum as the many GCSE 
subjects which are to be excluded from 
the awards would inevitably be drop- 


ped by schools, according to Mr John 
Day, secretary to the Southern Ex- 
amining Group monitoring com- 
mittee. 

One of the requirements of the 
certificates is that pupils should offer 
one subject from COT, home econo- 
mics, art and design and music. As 
. the DES Curriculum 5 to 1 6 paper has 
recommended that CDT snould be 
compulsory for all pupils up to 16, 
there isa danger that the other subjects 
would be ousted from the curriculum, 
says NAIEA. 

NAIEA shares the independent 
schools’ fear that the awards will 
reduce the range of modern languages 
and science subjects taught in schools, 
as pupils taking three modern lan- 
guages or three science subjects will 
not qualify for the Distinction or Merit 
cerfiticates. 

The Headmasters' Conference and 
NAIEA both suggest that the Humani- 
ties area of the certificates should be 
widened to include social studies, 
classical subjects and religious studies. 

Although it applauds the certifi- 
cates’ aim to recognize academic 
achievement, the Headmasters’ Con- 
ference warns that many pupils may 
damage their A level chances by 
retaking GCSE exams in an attempt to 
win an award. 

The Secondary Examinations Coun- 
cil is split over the new certificates. 
Some members believe the proposals 
will encourage able students to take n 
wider range of subjects, while others 
insist that the awards will recreate a 
dual system of examining. 



Fight for 
course

A campaign to save a teacher training 
course which specializes in encourag- I 
ing black students was launched this 
week by the Inner London Education 
Authority.

Unions take council to 


court over docked pay

Liverpool City Council faces a High 
Court hearing over a controversial 
decision to dock the pay of teachers 
and their heads who turned up for 
work on a day that schools were shut 
because of a demonstration against 
rate-capping. 

Both the National Union of 
Teachers, most of whose 5,000 mem- 
bers turned up for work on the day, 
ond the National Association of Head 
Teachers, all of whose members did, 
are planning legal action against the 
Labour-controlled authority. 

The NUT has already applied lo a 
High Court judge for an injunction to 
stop the council makingthc pay deduc- 
tions. Instead the union was granted a 
judicial review, which could take four or 
five montlis to come to court. 

Mr Tim Bennett, Liverpool NUT 
. president, said: “We were not granted 
the injunction on a technicality - on 
the grounds that Injunctions were only 
granted in cases where action to be 
token whs irreversible. The judge 


decided it would be possible to get the 
money back at a later date.” 

Local members of the NAHT told 
Mr Dominic Brady, chairman of the 
education committee, that all its mem- 
bers had reported to school as usual. 

Mr David Hart, its general secret- 
ary, said: "It is almost beyond belief 
(hat the City of Liverpool should 
deduct salary from employees who: (a) 
were not on strike; (b) reported for 
work as usual: (c) did their very best to . 
open and run schools; and (d) worked 
a full day nt home where this was not 
possible." 

After the anc-day protest Mr Tony 
Byrne, the council's policy committee 
chairman, told the education -depart- 
ment Ihul teachers should be paid only 
if they could prove they actually spent 
the day working. The NUT had voted 
not to go on strike. 

Heads and teachers, therefore, had 
to be seen at work and have been told 
they should put l heir cases for payment 
individually to Ihc education office.

The leading official of the pressure 
group that campaigns against corporal 
punishment In schools has been given 
IQ days lo pay £ 6,000 libel damages or 
face bankruptcy proceedings.

A £2 million deal which will remove 
the prospect of compulsory redeploy- 
ment for any of Inner London’s 2 1 ,000 
teachers has been agreed between 
Labour leaders of the.

The new authority will Inherit the many problems created by a JO per cent drop In school rolls. 


T he fate of London will be de- 
cided during the next week or 
two. The Local Government 
Bill - the “abolition Bill" - is 
going through its committee stage in 
the House of Lords, providing a final 
chance to make substantial changes to 
the Government's plans. A. major 
debate has taken place already this 
week on the future of the Greater 
London Council. 

But what does the future of the GLC 
matter to education, the non-London- 
er may ask? The Government has 
already said, has it not, that the Inner 
London Education Authority is not to 
be abolished or dismembered? What's 
more, didn't the Government back 
down last year, in response to over- 
whelming public pressure, and con- 
cede that the new ILEA should, after 
all, be directly elected?

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Brent parents in court 
victory on reorganization 


Brent parents have wun their legal 
battle to slop n reorganization scheme 
which was due to Hike effect in 
September. 

In a decision which sounds a note of 
warning to other councils, a High 
Court judge ruled lust Friday (hut 
Brent hud broken the law in its rush to 
close two schools in the southern part 
of the borough. 

Mr Justice Hodgson upheld the 
parents' case on no Fewer than six out 
of eight counts and declared the deci- 
sions to close Sludehrook mid Willes- 
den high schools null and void.

Judge puts limit on 
parental choice

A Belfast High Court judge has res- 
tricted parents' rights and streng- 
thened tiic hand or local boards in a 
ruling on choice of schools that brings 
the law in Northern Ireland in line with 
that in England and Wales. .

The board's ruling was challengcd 
by a parent, Mr Brian Bogue, from 
Maguires • Bridge, Co. Fermanagh, 
who wanted his daughter Edcl, to go to 
St. Sanchca's secondary school in 
Enniskillen, nine miles away, rather 
than to the school which served her 
area. St Congall's in Lisnaskea. 

The board had insisted that, in a 
mainly rural area, it had to keep a 
balance among secondary school In- 
takes to ensure that cRch continued to 
be viable.

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New Burnham talks brings fresh 

chance of breaking deadlock

Negotiations on teachers' pay arc to 
resume on Wednesday week after 
three months of deadlock - amid 
growing signs that Conservative ns well 
as Labour local education authorities 
.' want a quick settlement of the dispute. 

The formal negotiating session of 
the Burnham committee, which will 
take place following a decision by the 
Association of Metropolitan Author- 
ities to requisition it, offers what 
appears to be the only chance of 
nvoiding longer-term disruption to 
term.' 1 * nprt| aps inU> the autumn 

There seemed this week just a 
chance that the meeting could provide 
the necessary thuw in the dispute - 
despite a bellicose refusal by Sir Keith 
Joseph, the Education Secrctnry, to 
countenance any extra Government 
spending on settling this year's pay 
negotiations. 

The encouraging signs this week 
were that the requisition order was 
supported by representatives of the 
three Conservative AM A l.c.a.s on 
the management panel - Bexley, En- 
field and Stockport. At least two other 
Conservative authorities also agreed a 
statement supporting the teachers. 

The decision to seek n Burnham 
meeting was taken by the Labour- 
controlled AMA on Monday after a 
crass-party delegation had been to the 
headquarters orthe National Union of 
Teachers to persuade the union to 
change its mind about a refusal to 
attend Informal talks with (he em- 
ployers before the full negotiating 
i -meeting. 

The delegation was partially suc- 
cessful in that the NUT agreed to 
attend the talks if the discussions were 
confined to (his year’s claim and 


restructuring was kept otf the agenda. 
In addition, the union wanted a date 
fixed for a full meeting hefore the 
informal talks get under way. 

Faced with this and a refusal by the 
Conservative-controlled Association 
or County Councils to sanction a 
management meeting before yester- 
day's county council elections, the 
AMA decided a requisition order - 
which means a meeting will now be 
held on May 1 5 - was the only way 
ahead. 

The management panel meets next 

- informal talks with the teachers later 
next week. 

The other encouraging sign is that 
nearly a third of the 1D4 i.e.u.s in 
England and Wales have now signed

or arbitration on this year's claim for a 
rise of a least £1 ,200 for every teacher.

Cash offer for parents to 
take on exam duties 


Parents could earn up to £35 a week 
invigilating examinations as part of a 


local authority move to overcome prob- 
lems created by teachers refusing to do 
the task outside of school hours. 


Despite a pledge by teachers* unions 
that examinations will not become a 
target during the current pay dispute, 
teachers are revising to Invigilate 
examinations In some parts of the 
country where they carry on until after 
the school day Is over, and have said 
they will walk out once that time has 
come. 

The action la being taken by Ihe 
National Association of Schoolmasters/ 
Union of Women Teachers In many 
areas of Ihe country and Conservative- 
controlled Solihull Council has already 
offered parents or any other volunteers 
money If the will step in to Invigilate. 

Mr Colin Humphrey, the council's 
director of education, said the author- 
ity had decided that parents could earn 


up to a maximum of £35 from Invlglla- 
Uon - but should be restricted to 
invigilating one examination per ses- 
sion, 

Mr Humphrey, who said that It was 
not yet known huw many volunteers 
would be needed, said that there had 
been a good response to the authority's 
appal for help. A total of 81 people had 
volunteered to help. 

The plea had been made by Mr 
Geoffrey Wright, the chairman of the 
education committee, after 40 parents 
had Initially volunteered to help out 
without a council appeal. 

The plea for volunteers does not 
exclude teachers and Mr Nigel de 
Grachy, deputy general secretary of 
the NAS/UWT, said It was up to 
teachers what they did with their time 
once their school day was over. “We 
can’t instruct (hem to do It," he said, 
“and we can’t Instruct them not to do 
It."

A Future for the Teaching Frofes- 
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Pay cake crumbs for women 


Ii is now .10 years since the principle of 
equal pay was introduced to teaching- 
almost a working lifetime in these days 
of early retirement - but new figures 
show that women are getting an cver- 
(hinner slice of the professional cake. 

The proportion of women in the 
top-paia jobs - the headships and 
deputy headships of secondary schools 
- is declining dramatically; while the 
proportion of Scale 1 ana 2 teachers 
who arc women is escalating. 

Although women make up the 
majority (59 per cent) of the profes- 
sion, they lake home only a minority 
income. 

Figures released last week from the 
Burnham Committee's pay data work- 
ing parly show that women in all 
branches of the profession still earn, 
on avernge. only 87 per cent of their 
male counterparts earnings, and that 
this percentage has not improved over 
the past ycur. (The gnp in other 
professions is actually wider. In 
accountancy, for example, women's 
earnings are only 70 per cent of men's; 
in personnel management they arc 65 
per cent.) 

The latest internal analysis of the 
profession, by the National Union of 
Teachers, compares the position of 
women in 1973 with recently-released 
DES figures for 2983. It shows that In 
1973 women held 20 per cent of 
secondary headships, but 10 years later 
this figure had fallen to 16 percent. At 
deputy head level they had slipped

This kind of survey, which can draw 
bnck the veil on a range of hidden 
discriminations nnd mnsked imba- 
lances, is commended In u new guide to 
promoting equality in leaching, re- 
leased by the Equal Opportunities 
Commission. 

The guide sots out the minimum 
lewd obligations of employers and 
unions, but says more needs to he done 
to prevent a chronic wustage of 
(caching skills and talents. It recom- 
mends local education authorities to 
ndopt and monitor equal upportunilcs 
policies. New ways arc needed to 
bridge the child-rearing career break, 
it says, and attitude surveys, like the 
ILEA review, would give a basis for 
future action. 

“The most important task for an 
l-e.a. os an equal opportunities cm- 

& er, is to provide encouragement 
practical assistance for women to 
prepare for promotion and to seek it 
actively and persistently.” 

In ILEA, as a result of its survey, 
new training courses in management 
skills have been introduced for 
teachers on Scale 2 and 3, with women 
and ethnic minority teachers in mind. 
“There has also been positive action to 
ensure that heads understand their 
responsibilities - in this area,”, says Mr 
David Hicks, senior inspector re- 
sponsible for in-scrvice training. 
“Some of them need, shall we say, 
reminding, about this.” 

The authority has also introduced 
retraining bourses in shortage subjects 
such as maths, science and CDT, which 
women have been encouraged to 
attend. ”ln all these areas, the propor- 
tion of w'omen has increased steadily 
over the past few years,” says Mr 
Hicks. 

The avowedly-feminist stance of the 
1 LEA's Labour leadership shows up in 
the figures, in 1981 ana 82 roughly 
equal numbers of men and women 
Were appointed to headships, but in a 
nine-month period in 1983, 31 women 
heads, as opposed to only 12 men, 
were appointed.

Other authorities are beginning to 
introduce some positive action, such as 
offering training bourses in equal 
opportunities for governors, but In 
some areas the written policy seems lo 
be nn end in itself. 

In Lancashire three women are 
pursuing discrimination cases against 
the authority despite its stated commit- 
ment to equality, while in Leicester- 
shire the unions arc considering pull- 
ingout from the monitoring committee 
because they feel the policy is toothless. 

For Mr Perry, who says blatant 
examples of discrimination still come 
before the NUT's equality committee, 
a "sea change" would be needed 
before progress can be made. 

“The nbsohitcly crucial thing is that 
no hcudtcnchcr should be appointed 
who doesn't show u definite commit- 
ment to equal opportunities. It's just 
(ike multicultural education. Ten yean 
ago the prevailing philosophy was 
cither integrutionist or colour-blind. 

“Now there’s been a turnaround. 
People have to show n positive aware- 
ness of the problems and a commit- 
ment to the principles. It should be the 
same for gender - the better authof- 
itics, at least, ought to show u 
example by only appointing people 
with positive attitudes.”

Teachers still have to search long and hard for software which recognises modern 
methods of teaching English and which also acknowledges the practical problems 
which teachers face In the classroom, writes Brent Robinson. It is often difficult to 
see how even potentially good programs can be related to the specific needs of 
Individual pupils and classes or to Integrate software Into the framework of the 
English syllabus as a whole, especially where there may be only one computer In a 
class of thirty. But for teachers who are prepared to shop around there arc some 
Interesting offers. 


Simulations arc immediately 
appealing to teachers anil pupils nlike. 
They provide opportunities for de- 
veloping many of the skills English 
teachers value highly. When used by 
small groups of pupils any simulation is 
likely to engender really animated 
discussion and collaborative problem 
solving. Simulations frequently re- 
quire competent reading shills (some- 
times of a high order if pupils are to 
cope with the fast changing display of 
print). 

Children soon learn that it is n good 
idea lo keep track of events by making 
notes. Later these cun be used for n 
range of written activities which ex- 
ploit the heightened response which a 
computer con stimulate. 

Group use of a computer im- 
mediately raises practical problems. 
Whole-class teaching becomes an im- 
possibility but once this is accepted it is 
often very easy to develop a whole 
project in which the computer simula- 
tion forms only part of the class's 
activity. It is therefore important to 
look beyond the immediate software 
when contemplating which simulations 
to use in the classroom. 

The subject matter of some simula- 
tions (eg. Treasure Islands) , might 
lend itself immediately to integration 
with other classroom activities oy the 
parallel nature of its themes or the 
skills involved. As a further aid to- 
wards integration some simulations 
provide a package of support resource 


material for groups working away from 
the computer. 

Space Programme Alpha fits neatly 
into the constraints of a typical English 
timetable. It has been designed to 
occupy a whole class of pupils (9-13) 
for a half term of weekly sessions , each 
of around an hour or so. The class is 
divided into groups, each of which 
spends only one week's lesson on the 
computer simulation. The rest or the 
class is involved in a host of other 
English-related activities. 

Adventure games arc also highly 
motivating programs which ettn be 
used in the same way as simulations. 
Many adventures have been based on 
literary plots (eg. The Hobbit) so they 
can be used alongside the book in 
class. Each adventure program sets up 
a microworld which users can explore 
using simple commands (like gn east, 
examine cave, lake ring). 

Individuals or small groups of pupils 
can thus turn from book to computer 
to explore further the imaginary world 
of the book, to follow through particu- 
lar hunches about the storyline or to 
investigate certain characters or 
ftaiftfans 1 . There are now programs 
allowing users lo create tneir own 
adventures (eg. Your Adventure), 
without any programming knowledge. 
Teachers can now create adventures 
on any book they consider appropri- 
ate. Better still, they can allow chil- 
dren to do so as a way of really 
exploring and apprehending the text.

The group took to the task of 
uncovering the text with more collec- 
tive enthusiasm than they had shown 
for any activity before tnen and, for 
once, every single child made some 
suggestion about which letter or word 
to try - even one girl who had not said a 
word in front or the group for three 
months. 

One incident which particularly 
sticks in my mind was when one girl 
said “That hyphenated word, three 
then four letters, has just got to be 
six-guns”, which led to a discussion 
about hyphens; had I introduced this 
topic in any other way I am positive 
that not one child would have shown 
the interest and motivation which they 
demonstrated in this context. 

This motivation was further evi- 
denced when the end-of-lesson bell 
went and we had to return to the 
passage two days later: the program 
allows you to ‘save’ the text in b 
partly-uncovered state. 1 had neg- 
lected to do this and we had to start

And, in any 
case, the teacher for pupil) can type in 
his own text, ensuring that it is not too 
difficult. Having saidthat, I have been 
surprised at the predictive ability of my 
pupils when using the program, cor- 
rectly filling in words which I have felt 
in advance would stretch their vocabu- 
laries to the limits.

lected to do this and we had to start 
from scratch. It was stunning that 
many of the pupils could recite parts of 
the passage which we had uncovered 
two days oefore word for word, and 
that most had been considering some 
of the more difficult gaps during that 
time. It was not surprising, therefore, 
that when we had uncovered the whole 
passage the group discussed it with an 
insight and eagerness which wasabsent 
in similar discussions previously. 

One problem which besets cloze 
tests is the notion tht there is a ‘correct’ 
answer. The program does try to 
mitigate this. There is a facility called a 
scratchpad, which allows the user to 
type in various thoughts about the 
passage as a whole or individual words 
or phrases. These scratchpads can be 

E rinted out at the end to provide a (to 
e honest) partial record of the 
thought-processes which helped to 
complete the text. These can include 
thoughts about particular words or 
phrases which, in the opinion of the 
iiserjiwduldiHdYe bdenmore.apprdjiri- 
ate than the ‘correct* version. 


I have used Tray on a number of 
occasions and in a number of ways. 
The scries of lessons noted above were 
designed partly to familiarize the 
pupns with the program so that the 
whole group were involved with the 
same activity. 

However, what worked even better 
was when the class were split into small 
groups to complete a number of tasks 
related to the overall scheme of work: 
each small group had the opportunity 
to creote one piece of text for another 
group to uncover. Obviously I was not 
a witness to all that occurred at the 
computer. Bui what I did sec and hear 
convinced me not only that the pupils 
were reading with a great deal of 
purpose but also that, because theft 
discussion had a great deal of rele- 
vance to the task In hand - which they 
were enjoying enormously - they were 
discussing grammar, syntax and mean- 
ings without being aware of the fact. 

Tie net result of this is that I have 
been able to deal with abstract and 
potentially demotivating aspects of 
language, such as grammar and syntax, 
in an exdlingand novel manner which 
demonstrates their relevance practi- 
cally. The pupils have benefit ted from 
what is an intense language experi- 
ence, both from the point of view of 
the process of uncovering the text and 
also from the talk this generated. 

I would maintain most strongly that, 
like the well-known lager, computers 
help us to reach parts that other 
teaching aids may not be able to. It is 
neither gimmick hor quick fix: used as 
a considered port of a scheme of work 
in a carefully-planned manner compu- 
ters can take both teachers and pupU* 
to the heart of what we call 'English’.

Wliai wc need is much more con- 
t cm -free software. If teachers can 
match program with other subject 
matter in class it becomes much easier 
to see how even a single computer can 
be used in the classroom. If teachers 
can key in their own texts, word lists or 
other linguistic data, it becomes possi- 
ble to sec how even the simplest of 
drills programs can be geared to meet 
the specific needs of pupils. 

In this respect the word processor 
has its uses. Many English teachers arc 
immediately drawn to a word proces- 
sor because it relates so obviously to 
what they already do in class. Bur since 
a word processor allows for painless 
and efficient manipulation of text it is 
easy to see that muny of the teaching 
strategies wc now use in class can be 
facilitated by a computer. 

Teachers (or pupils) can key in texts 
and then randomly jumhlc them. 
These cun be printed out and photo- 
copied as class worksheets or saved 
electronically on disk fur pupils to 
retrieve nnd sequence nn screen using 
the word processor's fncIHiics. 

Cloze procedure ulso lends itself 
well to this treatment. Once a text is 
keyed in the teacher can prepare a 
number of different gap fifling exer- 
cises, varying the frequency of work 
omissions nr senrchingTor and deleting 
specific words by structural pattern or 
meaning. 

If a word processor has a search and 
replace facility it is also possible to use 
it with poor spellers. Children with 
identified spelling problems can use a 
word processor to search a text for 
specific spelling patterns (eg. the i/e 
letter Teversnl). changing each occurr- 
ence if necessary. Tne text could be 
prepared electronically in advance by 
the teacher or it could also be an 
original (ext created on the word 
processor by the pupil. 

Of course there arc muny more 
sophisticated activities for which a 
computer may be employed. Here 
again it can be important to look for

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Oxfordshire primary heads were last 
week encouraged to live up to their 
reputation for good practice - a repu- 
tation which gained national recogni- 
tion from the Plowdcn Committee in 
the 1960s. 


The heads, from 246 primary 
schools, gathered at Lady Spencer 
Churchill College, now part of Oxford 
Polytechnic, for the third biannual 


conference of the Oxfordshire Primary 
Headteachers' Association. Lndy 
Plowden was a guest and in a bKcf 
closing address site recalled the excel- 
lent schools she had visited during her 
inquiry and said shewassure they were 
stin excellent. 

Mr Len Cowee, former staff inspec- 
tor for Surrey, said a teacher’s main 
task was not to tell children what to do 
but to create the right conditions for 
learning. “You give them hints, clues - 
minimal dues - and you ask ques- 
tions . . . You try to fan the sparks into 
flames and then allow the light to 
shine.” 

Teachers in Oxfordshire - who had 
been working this way for a long time - 
must “spread the word” that children 
learned from direct experience, from 
using their five senses and from study- 
ing things in the real world. He was not 
anti-books but he believed that the 
best way to know what an oak tree was 
like was to go out and find one. 


Reading about oak trees should sup- 
plement the experience. 

Teachers had a responsibility to 
offer chihl ren as wide a range of 
experience as possible so that they 
understood differences - "You’ve got 
to experience ugliness to have any idea 
of beauty" - and “so that each child can 
become what each child has it within 
him to become” - a quote from 
Christian Schiller, a mathematician, 
former HMI and senior lecturer who 
supervised Mr Cowce and other prim- 
ary heads at London University's Insti- 
tute of Education during the 1950s. 

Under the circumstances he de- 
scribed, children achieved much more 
rhnn (heir teachers had ever imagined. 

Mr Cowce advised the heads to 
ignore people who criticized (hem for 
being "progressive”. In his dictionary 
progressive meant “going forward’' 
which bore no relation to children 
swearing at their teachers or climbing 
the curtains -activities which, inciden- 
tally, lie had never witnessed in any 
school. 

Children had to he able to sec the 
intrinsic value of what they were 
learning at school. They also had to be 
brought up to cope with the harsh 
realities of the world but to be deter- 
mined and able to imagine a better 
one. 

As a schoolboy he had laughed at

people who proclaimed "The end of 
the world is nigh". But today this was a 
possibility ana children knew it. They 
were growing up in a sharply divided 
world which was richer in technology 
and scientific knowledge than it ever 
had been but where one-quarter of the 
population was starving to death. 

“Children who know these facts arc 
not the victims of left-wing traitors or 
peace studies loonies. They've listened 
and read and they know what they've 
been told by the World Health Orga- 
nization, by UNICEFand now even oy 
pop stars.'’ 

He wished there was more progres- 


He wished there was more progres- 
sion between the primary ana secon- 
dary phases of education und he urged 
primary feeder schools to establish 
common objectives. They should not 
be subordinate to the demands of 
secondary schools; "I've seen it hap- 
pen in history - 'You take them up to 
1066 and we II take over after that’." 
But they should work cooperatively. 

Teachers and heads should read 


HMI reports, DES documents, and 
other statements about the curricu- 
lum. not to be told what to do but to 
make up their own minds, he said. 
Reports which weren’t read properly 
were usually misunderstood. The re- 
cent HMI report on mathematics, for 
example, had prompted a “phone-in” 
on the Jimmy Young Show on BBC 
Radio that attracted callers protesting 
that children would be unable to add 
up if they used calculators all the time. 
They had completely missed the point. 

Mr Cowee, who recently came out 
of retirement to work temporarily for 
Surrey, listed his expectations of prim- 
ary education. It should teach children 
to give and receive a message correct- 
ly, to ask and answer a question 
honestly, to be creative with words and 
ideas, to apply their knowledge of 
number, to begin to approach scien- 
tific method, to work witn skill using a 
variety of tools, including sharp 
knives, to know all about their neigh- 
bourhood, to play lots of playground 


games, to swim, ride a bike safelv and 
play team games with sportimmS 
and to enjoy themselves. v 

Earlier. Mr Tim Bughouse o, 
fordsliire's chief education officer had 
told the conference that Mr Bill Laar 
former primary head and currently a 
divisional inspector with the Inner 
London Education Authority had 
been appointed senior adviser for 
schools in the county. He also 
announced that n festival of primary 
education would be held in the sunv 
ntcr term of 1986. 

The conference also heard from Mi 
Johnny Morris, the television presen- 
ter and mimic, who put all his success 
down to u "terrific father and marvel- 
lous mother". They had bought him a 
microscope through which he had 
learned to observe living things. 

His father had taught him that 
information imparted in an amusing 
way was memorable. "You can never 
import information to someone who's 
miserable." 

Animals, like children, tested adults 
to see what their limits were.

The House of Commons Select 
Committee on Education, which is 
conducting an inquiry into primary 
education, is expected to visit the county 
in mid-June and, for the first time, wal 
take evidence from n public session. 


Relationship with governors sours 


The rift between teachers and elected 
school governors and politicians Is 
deeper and more damaging than It bus 
been for at least 35 years, Mr John Coe, 
clinirman of the National Association of 
Primary Education, sold on Saturday. 

“A vital relationship has gone 
seriously wrong,” he told the associa- 
tion's annual meeting in York. “And 
we are all being harmed by It,* 1 

Nevertheless, the expertise and loyal- 
ly of teachers was as high us ever, he 
5Btd . There were teachers now on strike 
who were creeping into In-service 
courses because they still wished to do 
the best for children despite their 
commitment to their union. 

He argued that the Government's 
increasing Interest in education was 
perfectly proper, and added that he 
liad uo complaints about government 
interference or control. Mr Coe, 
however, criticized the Increasing con- 
centration on the content of the curri- 
culum which was related more to the 
needs of Industry and commerce Ilian 
to young children. 

The Government talked of "dellv-

ery of the curriculum” os If II were a 
package to hand to children without 
any thought Tor their hope and fears.

Plans by the extreme left-wing Militant 
Tendency to stnrt a new school stu- 
dents' union were a main factor behind 
last week's strikes and mass demon- 
strations by schoolchildren.

The Science and Engineering Re- 
search Council has set up a committee 
to fid out what benefits have resulted 
from the doubling of the council’s 
financial support for engineering. 

As a proportion of the council’s total 
budget, spending on engineering has 
risen from just over 10 per cent m the 
early 1970s to over 25 per cent today. 
The number of studentships in en- 
gineering has increased by 50 per cent 
while the numbej of postgraduate 
research assistants supported in uni- 
versities and polytechnics has trebled.

Pregnant pupils ‘should 
be protected by statement’ 


Pregnant schoolgirls should be treated 
as having “special educational needs” 
under the 1981 Education Act and be 
given (he protection of a "statement", 
argued Mrs Kathleen Cox, a senior 
educational psychologist In Sheffield. 

She said the Act was supposed to help 
pupils with transient problems as well 
as those with permanent disabilities 
and It applied up to the age of 19. 

The pregnant schoolgirl required 
counselling, ante-natal care, different 
kinds or exercise from the rest of the 
class, and recognition that her condi- 
tion might prevent her from following 
the normal timetable. 

Mrs Cox said that the Incidence of 
schoolgirl pregnancy was relatively low 
“ about one girl per school per year. 
But It was a highly emotive Issue and 
people were not as objective about it as 


(hey might be. 

Girls were quite bias6 about con- 
traception. They often knew the 
theory, but thought pregnancy would 
never happen to them. 

Many of the girls had high moral 
standards. Contrary to popular belief. 
It was not always only “the young 
whores" who got pregnant. 

She thought it highly unlikely (hat 
her suggestion would be taken up by 
education authorities, but she hoped 
that more pregnant schoolgirls would 
be allowed to stay on at school Instead 
of disappearing completely or being 
taught at home. 

Educational psychologists could play 
a greater part In advising schools and 
parents, as they were more objective 
and used to helping people sort out 
their own problems, added Mrs Cox.

Corporal 
punishment could be effective for 
some children^ but teachers did not 
know which ones - or they gave too 
much by the wrong person at the 
wrong time. 

Curriculum reorganization could re- 
duce disruption by some pupils and 
better relations with parents were also 
highly cost-effective. 

“Many schools fall into the trap of 
treating parents as though they were 
pupils, and so an antagonistic schism 
develops between home and school.” 
If teachers had the skills and time to 
establish better relations with parents, 
then the number of disruptive pupils 
would decline, he predicted. 

Apart from the 20 systems in Mr 
Topping’s research study, he listed 


other ideas not yet evaluated, to the 
delight of his audience. These included 
providing a tuck shop to prevent low 
blood-sugar levels said to lead to 
aggressive behaviour, the staggeringof 
breaks to reduce corridor traffic 
mid-week discos to lessen boredom, 
the appointment of an ombudsman to 
mediate in disputes, and super-deten- 
tion including Saturday schools. 




Lecturers 
walk out 
over attack

A college set up emergency security 
measures last week after lecturers and 
students walked out in protest at a staff 
member being punched in the face by 
an intruder. 

The crisis at North London College, 
in Holloway, blew up just ns the Inner 
London Education Authority released 
new advice to teachers and lecturercon 
how to deal with intruders.

Thefts and 
intrusions last year had already promp- 
ted staff unions to agree to an immedi- 
ate walkout if a staff member were 
attacked. Incidents at the college had 
included jewellery snatching and in- 
truders lurking in toilets. But the 
college principal, Mr Mike Bees, said 
violent incidents had been rcjxirtedto 
him only at the rate of one about cvety 
six months. 

Most of the capital's colleges now 
have some form of security, although 
the electronic doors promised to North 
London are in operation at only one 
other college, Brixton in south 
London.

The tell-tale signs of a grieving child 


Pupils who become suddenly disrup- 
tive or oppear less motivated may be 
suffering from Intense grief, unknown 
to their teachers, a consultant 
psychiatrist has warned. 

Dr Vcira Bailey, of the West Mid- 
dlesex Hospital, told an International 
conference on bereavement at Royal 
Holloway College, Egham, Surrey, 
that she was surprised how often 
parents failed to inform the school 
when there had been a death In the 
family. - 

In several cases, schools had refer- 
red children to her for seemingly 
inexplicable behavioural problems and 
It had emerged that the school had not 
been told about the death, or, in some 


cases, a long illness preceding death. 

She said: "Parents coping with their 
own grief often deny that children are 






affected. But children react to loss very 
like adults and it is important that 
schools are informed of a death.” 
Children should be told about the 
death of a parent In a nan-euphemistic 
way, and given the chance to ask 
questions and toga to theiuneral. .

usual applications and students just 
not turning up.

is falling, applications for teacher 
training arc down (though there arc 
still far more applicants tnan places). 


and more students arc just not turning 
up at the start of courses. 

Applications this year are down by 
1,800 compared with the same time 
last year. The Central Register and 
Clearing House estimates PGCE 
courses are about 12 per cent down on 
last year, and BEd courses arc down 8 
per cent. 

Most educationists from schools and 
departments of education around the 
country report that students have nor 
been drawn into the current dispute 
though they note increasing student 
concern about pay, conditions and 
professional standards. 

In general, students have followed 
the agreed guidelines on the dispute 
not to strike break. The odd isolated 
incident, for example a headienchcr in 
Durham asking students to cover for 
absent staff, was quickly cleared up 
after a series of brisk telephone calls 
between college, union and school. 

The effect or the dispute will be felt 
in future years, but educationists arc 
expressing concern about later than 


and blame more attractive salaries in 
industry and commerce. 

But despite all the ill winds - falling 
pay, poor publicity, more stressful 
conditions, streams of new instructions 
from Elizabeth House - all arc agreed 
that commitment among students is 
higher than ever. Mr Ian Kane, head of 
one of the largest schools at Manches- 
ter Polytechnic, said it was nothing 
short of “a real tragedy" that such 
commitment today was being re- 
warded so poorly.

list. It was often a case of students just 
not arriving at the start of term. 

The London Institute of Education 
records a drop-out rate of 35 to 40 per 
cent before the course starts. The 
average age of entrants had also crept 
up from 22 to 25 this year. Generally 


want to take lime off, though the 
“aging" is also caused by students 
reapplying after failing to get in first 
time round. They tend to spend the 
spare years doing voluntary, youth, or 
social work, or travelling. 

Mr Peter Mitchell was worried thatl 
more students than ever seemed to be 
using teaching as a "safety net" keeping 
their options open until something 
better turned up.

Shortage subjects 

There was widespread concern that 
shortage subjects - particularly 
mathematics and physics -were suffer - 
ing a drop in quality. One lecturer even 
said: "You can pretty well walk into a 
classroom if you can offer a reasonable 
degree in physics or chemistry."

Wc cannot he ns selective as we would 
like. 

One explanation was clearly the 
he iter pay on offer tn such students in 
industry. “The students who arc 
marketable will look at the rewards of 
teaching and probably think there 
must be nn easier way in earn n living," 
he ventured. 

Most universities still had spare 
places in these subjects as did colleges 
and polytechnics, though only at seam- 
da ry level. Leicester University is 
short of physicists, Newcastle of 
mathematicians. 

The DES points out that overall last 
year there were just 313 unfilled mRths 
posts out of 20,000 in total in schools, 
and 98 vacancies in physics, 43 in 
chemistry, 48 in biology, nnd 102 in 
other sciences, out of some 30,000, not 
too worrying a gap. One reason for the 
increasing shortage of applications was 
that women still shied away from 
sciences and some two out of three 
student teachers are women. 

Quality 

Few educationists wanted to tnlk open- 
ly about quality in general. Most noted 
standards about the same except in the 
shortage subjects. But Durham Uni- 


versity said standards this year were 
down on last year when seven of the 
140 PGCE intake had firsts, 53 laid 
seconds, and just 16 gut in on pusses. 

“Some or lfie best people urc being 
frightened off from teaehinu and that 
just can nut be guild fur lfie profes- 
sion.” Professor Frank Coffield said. 
In general though, stumhuds in the 
1980s have been up with 20 per cent 
coming in with good quality degrees, 
compared to the 1 960s and 19711s when 
some schools hud to “scrape the 
burrcl". 

Mr Kune said it was still possihle at 
Manchester Polytechnic to select highly 
motivated good students, many of 
whom applied after a 'year of doing 
other work. 


Job prospects 

Student teachers arc currently finding 


it easier to land jobs than at any time in 
the 1980s according to the latest figures 
from the University Council for 


Education of Teachers (see tuble 2). 
Out this does not account for the 
restricted numbers now allowed to 
enter courses. 

Most students worry alxiui their job 
prospects nnd many seem to be ready 
to go off and do other jobs. One 
Oxford University graduate nn n train- 
ing course was recently interviewed on 
Granada Television and asked why he 
had come into such u declining profes- 
sion. He replied he had not joined the 
profession yet, just done the training.

Brussels changes creates uncertainty over funding 

EEC shake-up hits training 


The local authorities anil the education 
service have won substantial repre- 
sentation on the working group plan- 
ing the new two-year Youth Training 
Scheme after all. It means that the 
discussions will not now be confined to 
industry interests and Manpower Ser- 
vices Commission officials. 

The Commission hud originally re- 
luctantly agreed to invite one local 
government representative to serve on 
the working party alongside the four 
from the employers and the unions. 
Now the two main local authority 
associations Imve been invited each to 
nominate u representative, nnd the 
further education associations have 
also been allowed to appoint a 
member. 

Much of the credit for persuading 
the MSC's leadership to broaden the 
committee must go to Mr Wilson 
Longden, the Commissioner repre- 
senting the education service, who 
dennunccd the attempt to confine the' 
top level discussions to industry and 
MSC officials as “nearve-up" intended 
to produce a scheme shaped largely to 
the requirements of employers. 

At the same time Mr Alun Gronow, 
the Association of Metropolitan Au- 
thorities’ outspoken executive, backed 
Mr Longden with his own scathing 
comment on the Commision’s short- 
sighted and hani-liandcd treatment of 
the local authorities in such matters. 

The Tory-controlled Association of 
County Councils, as disquieted, chose 
to bring private pressure on the MSC. 


The Commission’s retreat began with a 
suggestion from Mr Geoffrey Holland, 
its director, that Mr Longden should 
attend the working group. 

But Mr Longden called a meeting ot 
the further education associations - a 
rather extraordinary occasion in that 
representativesof the Scottish colleges 
and of the Educational Institute of 
Scotland joined the English and Welsh 
groups in the discussion - which agreed 
that it would be more proper to 
appoint someone who was not a mem- 
ber of the Commission itself. They 
chose Mr Clive Brain, principal of 
Swindon College. 

The ACC has nominated an officer 
from their education department. Mr 
David Whitbread, while the AMA is 
sending Mr Mike Nichols, chairman of 
Hounslow education committee. The 
associations believe it will be useful to 
have hoth an officer and a politician 
taking part in the discussions. 

Mr Gronow said that the new com- 
position of the working group meant 
that there was now some possibility of 


the education service having some say 
in shaping the scheme andnclping to 
get it right. 

Still missing from the working group 
is any reprcKentatian of the voluntary 
agencies who play a key role in the 
existing YTS. It seems that the Nation- 
al Council of Voluntary Organiza- 
tions. which has in the past insisted on 
the agencies being involved in YTS 
central pinnning. has this time been 
content to aquicsce in their exclusion. 


Job creation and training schemes 
which rely on Common Market fund- 
ing arc being hit by changes in Brus- 
sels. 

Pressure from other European 
countries to cut down the amount of 
money that Britain receives from the 
European Social Fund, coupled with a 
re-interpretation of the guidelines 
which determine where the money 
goes could mean cuts of up to £70m in 
the ESF money coming to this country. 

The uncertainty is already affecting 
the 1,400 government, voluntary and 
local authority schemes which hoped 
to get EEC funding this year. It is also 
putting financial pressure on local 
authorities which arc having to subsi-' 
dize projects while they wait to hear 
their late. 

No final decision on ESF funding for 
1985 has yet been made because of 
budgetary problems in Brussels, and it 
looks unlikely that a decision will be 
made until June. But projects have 
■ already been given some idea of their 
priority ranking before the committee 
which hands out the cash. 

Sheffield, which last year had a 
dozen successful applications to the 
ESF. has been told this year that only 
otic project will get the full funding 
nskea for - an information technology 
training scheme for the unemployed. 

Seven of its 19 applications have 
failed, and six will vet only some of the 
funds requested. Among’ the schemes 
hit are a computer training project for 
women, and a young women’s plaster- 
ing training scheme. 

"This is very bad news for the city 
council because of rate capping," said 
Ms Ursula Edmands, policy assistant. 
“Unlike other authorities, we’re com-

mitted to funding all these projects Tor 
this year, even if they get no ESF 
money, but this takes us into the grant 
penalty area in a big way." 

The Youth Training Sclicmc, which 
was designed around the ESF guide- 
lines, and which last year received 
£!38m from the fund, will almost 
certainly be hit by any reduction in 
money channelled to Britain. 

■ In the past Government ministers 
have said European funding is essen- 
; tial to the survival of the scheme, but 
j observers think it unlikely that the 
I level of cuts at present being content- 
1 plated will have any significant effect 
on the scheme. Lower take-ups than 
anticipated seem likely to leave 
enough fat in the budget. 

In 1984 Britain got the lion's share of 
the fund when its training programmes 
were awarded over £350 million - 
one-third of the total fund. 

A year ago the European Parlia- 
ment told the Commission “lobe more 
selective in their choice of projects” 
since “it is hard to justify the fact that 
Germany or France received a smaller 
* share of aid than other countries and 
■ unacceptable that Greece receives 
t such a tiny amount". 

I The Italians are thought to be pnrti- 
f cularly irate that Britain overtook 
them in the league table ol benefi- 
: ciarics from the fund. A number of 

- Italians have recently been brought 
s inly key posts in the Commission, 
r while Brirain has lost Mr Ivor Richard 
as commissioner for social affairs. 
There is no reason to expect his 
/ replacement - an Irishman, Mr Peter 
1 Sutherland - to be a staunch supporter 
of the British cause. 

At the same time, pressure on the 


ESF has increased enormously. 

The ESF committee, which advisw 
the Commission' on the fund, meetim 
at the end of March had the unenviatife 
task of choosing among the 5 Oft 
requests for funding which represents 
an increase of 400 per cent on last year 
Even in 1984 demand came to more 
than double the money available. 

At this meeting a decision appeals to 
have been taken to give priority to 
projects which include an element of 
new technology. This reinterpretation 
of the guidelines lias angered appli- 
cants to the fund who sny it amounts to 
changing the rules after applications 
for funding have been submitted 
Changed guidelines for the ESF in 
I98h arc due to be announced In 
Brussels this week. These will follow 
from major changes made this year, to 
reorientate the fund towards helping 
the under-25s in the Community, 

The British mission in Brussels [can 
that the UK could lose out since the 
Commission seems to be tightening its 
definition of training. Recruitment 
schemes run by local authorities, for 
example, may no longer be acceptable 
for ESF funding. 

Local authorities have heard that, to 
qualify for funding, projects may hare 
to guarantee jobs nt the end of train-' 
ing. This, they suy, is an impossible 
requirement for many schemes. 

At present it is impossible to sny how 
much Britain stands to lose but “£70 
mijlion may not he far off the mark” a 
British Government official said.

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Beware AS levels 
schools warned

A leading careers expert has warned 
schools against entering their-pupils 
for the new AS level examinations, 
due to start in 1989. 

Mr Brian Heap, author of the 
annual guide Degree Course Offers , 
has accused Sir Keith Joseph, the 
Education Secretary, of “utter politic- 
al humbug” in. saying that higher 
education would give full credit for the 
new exam in their admissions proce- 
dures. 

“Admissions tutors haven't got their 
A levels sorted out yet." he said last 
week. Universities seemed to be un- 
certain over how to react to A levels in 
economics, British government 
ancient history nnd particularly gener- 
al studies. 

"What price AS levels? Which 
teacher will risk his or her students on 
this exam when high grades at A level 
are demanded?” 

The latest edition of Mr Heap’s 
guide, published several months early 
this year because of the growing scram- 
ble for places, shows that even the 
brightest applicants may face dis- 
appointment. 

The toughest subjects of all in which 
to find a place are medicine and 
veterinary science, with competition 
for places in electrical and electronic 
engineering and business studies also 
becoming very fierce. 

The subjects where it is easiest to 
find a place are mining, engineering 
and classical studies. 6 & 

The following universities arc the 
hardest to get into, judging by the 
proportion of offers they make of at 
least twoCs and one B: Bnth, Birming- 
ham, Bristol, Cambridge, Durham 
East Anglia, Leeds, Imperial College 
London Manchester, Nottingham! 
Oxford, Southampton, Warwick and 
York. 

Mr Heap criticized the "hidden

The threat uf a right-wing backlash 
appears to hnvu stalled South African 
Government plans to end free educa- 
tion for white pupils. 

The Pretoria administration has 
warned for two years that the state cun 
no longer a fiord to pay for the minority 
racial group’s schooling. But an ordi- 
nance amendment, allowing ilic intro- 
duction of fees, was suddenly with- 
drawn recently with less than a week's 
notice. 

Opposition party MPs suspect the 
Government has got cold feet. 

Mr Roger Burrows, a Progressive 
Federal Party parliamentarian and in 
ufiicia! opposition to the ruling 
National Puny, said: "They have 
found themselves in a situation more 
contentious and political than they 
initially realized." 

He said that ultra-conservative poli- 
tical were using the issue to whip up 
anger among right-wing Government 
supporters - and the administration 
could ill afford toalienute its electorate 
when it was trying to convince people 
of its vision of reform. 

The argument used by the conserva- 
tive opposition was that whites were

Bill Norris on the 
record number of 
teenage pregnancies 

Being first is an American article of 
faith, but the highly moral, born-again 
devotees of Mr Reagan's United States 
could have done without their latest 
achievement: world champions in the 
teenage pregnancy league. 

At 96 pregnancies per 1 ,000 for girls 
■aged between 15 and 19, America 
easily outstrips the United Kingdom at 
45, Canada at 44, and France at 43 per 
1,000. Decadent Sweden and the 
Netherlands are left far behind n( only 
35 and 14 pregnancies per 1 ,000 teena- 
gers. 

What is more, the record American 
achievement has little to do with the 
much talked-of increase in pregnancies 
among black teenagers. If black girls 
arc left out altogether, the rate 
remains at 86 per 1,000. And the 
greatest gap between the United States 
and the rest of the western world Is in 
the youngest sector - girls aged be- 
tween 15 and 17. 

These findings, by the Alan Gutt- 
macher Institute, have much to say 
about the attitudes of American 
society - a society which trumpets the 
attractions of sex frbrii every hoarding 
and television screen, yet maintains 
that the only proper contraceptive is a 
two-letter word. American teenagers, 
say the Guttmachcr researchers, nave 
much the same level of sexual activity 
os their peers in countries which have 
more liberal attitudes towards sex and 
contraception. The difference lies in 
the consequences: the United States 
has the lowest level of contraceptive 
use among teenagers, the highest rates 


of teenage child-bearing and abortion. 

Not that there is any Inck of sex 
education in the schools. The main 


focus of debate, and it is a debate which 
rages constantly, is how early such 
education should begin. In some areas, 
sex education is now being given in 
primary schools. But in the majority of 
cases such instruction stops well short 
of advice on contraception, or the 
importance oF not becoming pregnant. 
Nor does hard experience seem to 
"have much effect: 17 per cent of 


teenage mothers in the United States 
become pregnant again within a year. 

The tragedy inherent in this situa- 
tion is compounded by the money- 
oriented health system. In Mississippi 
recently, a 14-year-old pregnant girl m 
labour was turned away from a local 
hospital because she had no money. 
Her child died two hours later us she 
was cn route to another, hopefully 
more charitable institution. It was not 
a unique occurrence. 

In a few areas, something is being 
done about the problem. Four high 
schools iu St Paul, Minnesota, have 
established clinics to serve pregnant 
students and give family planning 
advice - with the result that not only 
has the drop-out rate declined to-1 3 per 
cent, compared to the national rate for 
such girls of 50 percent, but only 1 per 
cent of patients has become pregnant 
again within 12 months. 

Staffed by a nurse practitioner, 
social worker and medical assistant, 
with a pediatrician, obstetrician-gyne- 
cologist, nutritionist and dental 
hygienist rotating between them, the 
clinics give their services free, "nicy 
have been expanded to cover all 
adolescent health needs, and 70 per 
cent of the students make use of them. 

Fifteen school districts throughout 
the United States are now operating 
similar schemes. 

One of the leading crusaders against 
teenage pregnancy in the United 
States is Dr Jonas Salk, inventor of the 
polio vaccine, who suggests that 
education might immunize girls 
against becoming pregnant - a condi- 
tion In many ways as crippling for them 
as polio. 

There certainly seems to be no grant 
. will on the part of America’s new 
Education Secretary, William Ben- 
nett. Mr Bennett said on television 
recently that he was not against the 
preaching of values in the classroom, 
as long as teachers stayed away from 
such controversial moral issues ns 
abortion. The values approved of by 
Mr Bennett for transmission to chil- 
dren include telling the truth, respect- 
ing the rights of property, being good 
to their brothers ami sisters, and doing 
their homework. 

There are those who doubt that any 
of this will do much to stop them 
becomihg pregnant.

‘Back to basics’ recipe 
includes pinch of patriotism 


FRANCE 


Mary Follaln reports on 
the primary education 
reforms the Mitterrand 
Government announced 
last week. 

As part of his much-publicized "back 
to basics" reform of primary education 
published lost week. Education Minis- 
ter, M Jean Pierre Chev£ncment has 
decreed that French schoolchildren 
must know their Marseillnise. An ar- 
dent Republican, he wants teachers to 
instil in the infants of France's Fifth 
Republic “a lave of France together 
with a liking for Liberty, Equality and 
Fraternity". 

More prosaically, he has jettisoned 
the nebulous, often ill-defined, activi- 
ties designed to stimulate intelligence 
which have been the subject of much 
controversy over the past decade. - 
Instructions to be issued shortly to 
teachers detail the ground they will be 
expected to cover m each subject. 

The emphasis is squarely on rending 
and writing. Teachers are asked to do 
everything possible to encourage their 


evcryuimg possmie to encourage their 

E ls to read for their own pleasure. 

iracy is a growing problem in 
France and it is estimated that some 20 
per cent of children cannot read and 
understand a simple text when they go 
into secondary school. 

If teachers follow ministerial in- 
structions to the letter (always an 
unlikely event), primary children are 
going to have to work harder during 
their 27 hours of lessons each week. 
And they will be asked to learn texts by 
heart as their parents did, although 
written homework -outlawed 30 years 
ago - is still unofficial since the Prime 


Minister, M Laurent Fabius, has 
quashed M Chcvfene merit's efforts to 
bring it back. 

NT Chevfrnement had divided the 
curriculum into seven subject areas, 
each with an allotted number of hours. 
French will have between eight and 
ten: mathematics six; physical educa- 
tion five; history and geography (al- 
ways taught in conjunction) between 
one and two and music and art one 
hour each. The newly-resurrected civic 
education is to take up one hour and 
the one real innovation, science and 
technology, accounts for two to three 
hours. 

There are no startling changes in 
mathematics although the approach is 
to be more concrete and the import- 
ance of mental arithmetic is stressed. 

The programmes for French, histoiy 
and civic education are heavy. It is 
during classes in this last subject that 
pupils are to be taught “the basic rules 
of life in a community" and introduced 
to “the symbols of the Republic: 
Marianne, the French flag, the 
Marseillaise and the 1 4th of July". 

Teachers are asked to set a good 
example by their own behaviour. His- 
tory and geography programmes are a 
slightly pruned version of those laid 
down last June - more time is given to 
the study of France and less to Europe. 

Teachers will be free to choose their 
own speciality in the science and 
technology slot between several sub- 
divisions such as chemistry, geology 
and astronomy, but none must be 
totally neglected. At least SO hours 
must be devoted to information tech- 
nology during the final two years in 
primary. 

The changes have been welcomed 
by most pnrents, who have been highly 
critical of what they saw as tune- 


wasting daubing of school walls or trips 
to local factories or museums unsup- 
ported by c|Hssroom back-up. 'J have 
nothing against these excursions," said 
M Chevfinement when presenting his 
reform, “as long as they are truly 
educational”. 

However, several of the teachers' 
unions havegiven the reform a cooler 
reception. The primaiy teachers* uni- 
on says that history, French and civic 
education are too encyclopaedic in 
content. Others pick up the contradic- 
tion between the statement that the 
“maitre (schoolmaster) can choose the 
teaching methods best adapted to his 
class" - the document makes ho refer- 
ence to “school mistresses" although 
most primary school teachers are 
female - while, further on, it states that 
particular skills and notions must be 
acquired in certain classes. 

M Ren6 Haby, who introduced 
more progressive primary education as 
Minister in Giscard d'Estaing's right- 
wing Government, has been scathing: 
“The Clievgnement image is a niei to 
all pedagogical experiment." He, too, 
criticized the document for assuming 
that all children are ready to Icam the 
same things at the same time: "If it is 
indispensable for every future French 
citizen to know what 'decolonization' 
is, can you really assume that every 
pupil will have mastered the concept 
by the time they are 11?" 

He accused M Chevfcnement of 
ignoring the problems of the less able, 
while seeking to maintain a facade of 
equality. 

It is unlikely that new textbooks will 
be available by next September but the 
ministry's instructions will soon be 
available in paperback - an education' 
first - so that parents can be better 
informed.

IRISH REPUBLIC 


Irish primary school teachers have 
decided to take Industrial action unless 
(he Republic’s Education Minister, 
Mrs Gemma Hussey, Introduces an 
agreed code of discipline for schools 
within a few months. 

They claim that discipline problems 
In schools have escalated since corporal 
punishment was banned three years 
ago. 

At the recent annual congress or the 
Irish National Teachers Organization, 
president, Mr John Connolly, spoke of 
increased bullying, frequent refusal to 
cooperate, abuse of teachers by both 
pupils and parents and consequent 
Increases- In stress levels borne by 
teachers. 

There was strong criticism over the 
way corporal punishment was officially 
banned with little advance notice or 
agreed alternatives. 

In 1982, the then Education Minister 
.Mr John Boland hoped that Individual 
schools would work out their own 
disciplinary approaches in consultation 
with parents, but this did not happen. 

There are ad hoc arrangements be- 
tween managers and teachers but the 
unions - in bolh primary and secon- 
dary schools - want official guidelines 
from the present Minister. 

In particular they want early pub- 
lication and Implementation of a report 
prepared by a committee appointed 
three years ago by one of Mr Boland's 
successors. Dr Martin O’Donoghuc, 

The report - leaked to one of the 
national newspapers - slates bluntly 
that the “summary abolition” of cor- 
poral punishment has intensified disci- 
pline related problems in some schools. 

It says that most schools experience 
various discipline problems with a 
minority of their pupils and offers some 
possible reasons for the worsening 
situation, such as family problems, 
societal changes, Increased crime by 
young people, or drugs. 

It recommends that in all new schools 
and In all extensions to existing schools 
at least one extra room should be 
provided in which special activities can 
be arranged for disruptive pupils. 

In addition, there should be day-care 
units In urban areas to cater for 
difficult pupils and a number of special 
residential units for the most disturbed. 

The report recommends a host of 
other measures to Improve back-up 


llties for schools, especially in dis- 
advantaged areas. 

. Some teachers are In urgent need of 
help with discipline, it says, and recom- 
mends that in-service courses should be 
organized.

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Euro-training call 

from Anne Good in Brussels 


The European Community needs a 
strong cohesive education and training 
programme emphasizing new tech- 
nologies and lorging a European 
identity, according to Mr Peter Suther- 
land. the EEC social affairs commis- 
sioner, who took up office last 
January. 

In his first major speech on EEC 
education policy, in Paris recently Mr 
Sutherland told a gathering of more 
than 400 European university students 
that Europe was falling behind the 
United States and Japan in the new 
industrial revolution because it is fail- 
ing to produce the necessary trained 
personnel. 

"The Community has 15 engineers 
and researchers for every lO.QUO in- 
habitants. whereas the US and Japan 
have 30." v 

This weakness extended across the 
scientific and technological base of 
the Community", he said. 

Mr Sutherland believes that 
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Europe’s economic ills are also due to 
a failure to replace nationalist mentali- 
ties with a European identity. The 
European Commission is prepared to 
back efforts to promote “the European 
dimension in education" he said. 

But leaching is most effective when 
it iscomnletedoy practical experience, 
Mr Sutherland added. It was asto- 
nishing to find that in this era of 
sophisticated transport, under 1 per 
rent of European students spent a 
study period abroad. 

Mr Sutherland hopes to expand 
existing EEC programmes which aid 
cooperation between European uni- 
versities. This year these programmes 
are funding about 2,000 students to 
stay abroad. 

Mr Sutherland was speaking at a 
conference of EEC member countries' 
student organizations aimed at in- 
fluencing education policymaking in 
Eutodo. The next conference is plan- 
ned for fylupjch, n<;x} spring .

With a similar abrupt change in 
image the school board association in 
British Columbia, on the west coast of 
Canada has thrust aside routine educa- 
tion administration for the glamorous, 
jet-setting life nr global congress orga- 
nizing. Today, as it were, the legal 
minutiae of running schools. Tomor- 
row, the world. 

it began when the British Columbia 
Schools Trustees Association (some- 
thing like the Association of Metropo- 
litan Authorities' and Association o ( 
Councy Councils’ education depart- 
ments rolled into one) saw that the 
forthcoming world trade fair. Expo ft, 
in Vancouver, offered a unique chance 
to put the province on the internation- 
al education map. “Technology and 
-education" was quickly identified as 
the area of overriding urgency. 

Now, well into detailed planning fm 
the grandly-titled World Congress on 
Education and Technology, they fore- 
see 10,000 delegates from every comer 
of the globe converging on Vancouver 
next May for a four-day bonanza of 
speeches, seminars, demonstrations 
and exhibitions. The entire University 
of British Columbia is to be given over 
to the event, which will offer simul- 
taneous transition in five languages. 

The international planning council 
includes Mr George Pnpaaopoiilos. 
deputy education director tor the 
Organization for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development, and Dr Wij- 
Ham Taylor, president of the Universi- 
ty of London, who lias welcomed the 
event as a "unique conference" at 
which there will be opportunities to 
look at "the implications of technology

The majority of young children have 
their first introduction to the world of 
maths at the hands of teachers who, 
albeit dedicated and well-intentioned, 
arc not able to teach the subject in any 
way apart from the “rote method*' 
whereby they were taught 20-odd 
years previously and so the weakness 
through lack of conceptual under- 
standing is perpetuated generation 
after generation. 

One solution to the problem would 
be for l.e.a.s to recruit more maths 
specialists to the staffs of primary 
schools, preferably in addition to the 
normal complement of tcnchers.

Sir - 1 think teachers would do well to 
stop and ask themselves just why it is 
that Sir Keith Joseph is being so 
beastly to them. Are the successive low 
puy offers just the inevitable result of 
the Government's belief in lower pub- 
lic spending (and education accounts 
for plenty of that) or is he forcing us 


. into a situation where we have only the 
conditions of service to sell (once) for 
more pay? 

I think part of the reason is more 
fundamental and stems from Sir 
Keith's basic beliefs in the efficiency of 
mnrket forces and the importance of 
expectations. 

The trouble with inflation is that it 
distorts the workings of the market by 
giving out misleading signals from time 
to time - two notable ones being the 
Houghton and Clegg pay awards. 
These perhaps retained ana attracted 
teachers by feeding them false ex- 
pectations about their long-term real 
pay levels. 

Our claims to "professional” status 
and salary have always been, at best, 
qspirational - and rather forlorn ones 
at that. Given the notoriously difficult 
task of defining just what a profession 
is I would suggest that the most 
common factors are high pay and 
restrictive practices. We have neither. 

I have frequently been dismayed to 
hear the Secretary of State say that 
current levels of pay are sufficient to 
recruit the required intake -and that Is 
the end of the story. Why should they 
pay more? 

Exactly the same is true of the 
nurses, who command vastly more

The Technical and Vocational Education Initiative 


What is the TVEI? 

I'hc Technical and Vocational Education Initia- 
tive is a scheme to provide local authorities with 
money in order to encourayc experiments in 
joh-relmed education. It is not meant to be 
permanent hut lias been described us a "catalyst” 
for curriculum change. 

There is no single TVEI curriculum or 
approach to tcuching: according to the Manpower 
Services Com mission, “The TVEI is a pilot 
scheme which aims to explore and test a variety of 
methods of organizing, delivering and managing 
programmes of technical and vocational educa- 
tion." 

Vocational education is defined as "education 
in which the students are concerned to acquire 
generic nr specific skills with a view to employ- 
ment”. 

Thc TVEI is intended for the whole nhility 
range and should lend to nationally recognized 
qualifications. MSC guidelines say ail TVEI 
projects must: 

[~] Provide equal opportunities and uvnid sex 
stereotyping; 

□ Provide four- year curricula; 

Q Encourage initiative, problem-solving ability 
and personal development; 

0 Include » general nnd a tcchnical/vouiiional 
education; 

Q Provide planned work experience from age IS 
onwards; 

0 Regularly assess each student; 

0 Provide good educational and careers coun- 
selling. 

Local authorities are also expected to relate thc 
technical and vocational elements of the courses 
to potential employment opportunities and link 
courses with subject training or educational 
opportunities. 

Each project has a co-ordinator and is expected 
to bring together the different interests involved 
in TVEI - thc l.c.a., local industry and com- 
merce, teachers and lecturers and, where possi- 
ble, parents and interested voluntary bodies. 


How widespread is it? 

The scheme currently involves 62 local education 
authorities out of the 1 16 in England, Wales and 
Scotland. Thc first 14 TVEI authorities who 
started in September 1983 are now nearing the 
end of their second year.

Barnsley, Bedfordshire, Birmingham, Bradford,

in this first phase, 2,326 (54 percent) of the TVEI 
pupils were boys and 1 ,989 were girls. 

The remaining 48 got off thc ground last 
September (1984). According to the MSC, thc 
numbers now involved include a majority of both 
Conservative and Labour authorities and 75 per 
cent of all authorities submitted proposals.

The round of projects to start in September of 
next year has been thrown open to the remaining 
54 authorities. So far, 19 have applied apd the 
MSC expects at least another 10 to put in 
submissions before the June 13 deadline. 

That would mean 80 per cent involved and 
about 10 per cent of all secondary schools taking 
part 1986. 

So far, thc scheme includes only three per cent 
of all 14 year olds spread over eight per cent of 
secondary schools. 

Most projects bring together a number of 
schools - between two and eight in each authority 
and one or more colleges of further education. 

But there are only about 250 young people in 
each year on each scheme - with the exception of 
the first 14, some of which attracted considerably 
more at a stage when there were Fewer authorities 


The TVEI has been called the most monitored scheme 
in educational history and yet there are still few 
hard facts to be had about how it is operating. 
Over the page, Huw Richards reports on three of the 
longest running projects. Here, Jane Pickard collates 
what is known about this controversial attempt to 
encourage schools to provide more practical education 
and comes up with some surprising evidence about how 
TVEI is enhancing the teaching of non-technical subjects.

HOW TVEI FUNDS ARE SPENT 

For the first 14 authorities, £46 million was 
promised for five years, covering up to 13,830 
students and 144 schools and colleges. 

A further £100 million was provided for the five 
years of the extension programme. That means 
that each local authority project can ask for iip to 
£400,000 a year for five years - £2 million. 

It is still undecided what further funding, if any, 
will be provided for TVEI after five years. By 
then, ench authority should have four year groups 
moving through the scheme, from age 14 to- 18. 

For the 14-year-olds who start on the project In 
1986 (or this year in the first 14 projects) the 
promised money will run out before they reach 
the final year, and may have to be supplemented 
by the local authority. 

TVEI money is intended to defray the “pddi- . 
tlonal expenditure the l.c.a. requires to educate 
young people under the scheme". 

Many of the things provided under the TVEI, 
the authority would be providing in some mea- 
sure already. Equally, in many cases more pupils 
are admitted onto TVEI courses than the MSC 
allows for in order to meet demand or to make 
optimum use of the staff and facilities provided. 

The MSC says it arrives at a balance between 
what it costs to provide the resources directly 
related to the pilot scheme and what lhe authority 
would be spending anyway. 

The largest proportion of funds goes on extra 
teachers and support staff - 60 per cent of the 
costs of the scheme. Less than 25 per cent goes on 
premises and equipment. 

Other costs include administration of Ihe 
scheme and items like trips and organization of 
work experience. A minimum of one per cent 
must be spent by the l.e.a. on evaluation of its 
own scheme, although this can be contracted out. 

Who controls TVEI? 

Key decisions about thc scheme - and the 
approval of projects submitted by i.e.a.s - arc 
taken by a Steering Group. It acts like a 
committee of the MSC which has to approve all its 
decisions. 

Members Include a headteacher, a college 
principal, seven local authority representatives, 
two - soon to be three- trade unionists, three CBI 
members, a polyteclinlc director, and the chair- 
men of the MSC aqd the Scottish MSC.

Equal opportunities? 

No national figures are available but it is already 
clear that some TVEI schools have been more 
successful than others in persuading girls ami boys 
to lake non -traditional subjects for their sex. 

Figures for one authority for a subject called

The MSC says that one way of persuading 
pupils to take unusual subjects is to simply call it 
something different, or insert an ingredient which 
is more attractive to cither sex. For instance, boys 
nre attracted tb subjects with thc word "technolo- 
gy" in them. 

The MSC has run workshops to help projects 
achieve equal opportunities and each authority 
has been asked to draw up a strategy to achieve 
this aim. A consultant has been brought into thc 
MSC team to advise on equal opportunities. 

Range of 'ability? 

The MSC says children from a broad range of 
abilities are taking part in TVEI pilot courses but 
there are no firm • statistics yet available to 
establish this. 

Many of those involved in TVEI make thc 
following points about ability: 

0 It is extremely difficult to judge pupils' 

S tential; • 

The TVEI aims to draw out new abilities 
through a new approach to education. 

Some of the facts and figures being collected by 
Professor Geoffrey Harrison at Trent Polytechnic 
as part of thc national evaluation of TVEI suggest 
that thc mathematical achievements of pupils 
involved in TVEI is slightly higher than non- 
TVEI pupils. 

Mr John Woulliouse, director of the TVEI 
support unit at thc MSC.-says some projects arc 
skewed towards pupils with higher academic 
abilities - as judged by their teachers - while 
others have more of the less academic. 

For statistical purposes, teachers have been 
asked by the MSC to rank TVEI pupils according 
to one of five levels, judged by what is.expected of 
them in terms of exam performance, ranging from 
children who may obtain A levels to those who 
are not expected to get any quail fientions. .

In other schemes, pupils may have :t go at alt 
the available technical nnd vocational subjects 
before deciding which lo follow in depth. 

New Ifi-plus und A level exams arc now being 
devised to match the modular approach and to 
reflect tliu more active , practical styles of learning 
aimed at in some projects. 

Thc MSC reports ail expansion of design und 
technology; computer familiarization; business 
studies and leaching about the food industry and 
different teaching methods being used, not only 
in technical nnd vocational education but also in 
general subjects required in TVEI schemes. 

“TVEI is seen by most schools as affecting the 
whole curriculum including such areas as 
mathematics and English.” the MSC says. "Many 
people hnvc seen lhe introduction of new courses 
as nn opportunity to affect change in emphasis 
towards more active learning and towards helping 
students in learn to learn." 

TVEI schools differ in their organization of the 
curriculum. Some impose strict technical and 
' vocational options accounting for as much as SO 
per cent of (he timetable while in others the TVEI 
is so spread out among other subjects as to be 
almost invisible: in some the technical and 
vocational skills elemeni accounts for no more 
than 20 per cent of the school week. 

One study of class sizes in TVEI schools found 
thirl all clnss sizes in the schools looked at had 
shrunk. Bui thcTVEl classes were slightly larger 
than those for nnn-TVEI classes for 14-year-olds, 
some of which had only eight or nine pupils In 
them. 

AH projects must record and review student 
progress, leading in some cases to new systems of 
pupil profiles. So even if they get no traditional 
qualifications, students should have a record of 
achievement (o show future employers. 

What will not happen . according to the MSC, is 
the development of a "TVEI O level” since TVEI 
is a collection of different subjects and not meant 
to be tested as a block. 

The changes in curriculum have Implications 
for teacher training. The recent Government 
White Paper on education and training talks of an 
expansion of TVEI in-service training. 

Recording the results 

The MSC distinguishes between monitoring - by 
which it means checking that everything is 
hnppening as it js meant to on the ground - and 
evaluation, which is Hie broader task of deciding 
how the experiment is proceeding. 

To monitor local authorities, the MSC has a 
team of advisers on secondment from the educa- 
tion service to; 

□ Check that the i.e.n. is carrying out its 
contract; 

0 Support project development; 

0 Spread ideas in and between projects. 

The advisers are divided into seven regional 
teams and include people like local authority 
inspectors and headteachers, . 

Evaluation is going on at three levels: 

Q Evaluation of individual projects by the local 
authority; 

0 Special studies on pupil profiling, equal oppor- 
tunities and other issued; and 
0 A nationwide evaluation by the National 
Foundation for Educational Research and Leeds 
University. . 

Little, hard information is available from these 
yet.

Not a cuckoo in the nest 

Sandwell matches the MSC's investment to make it the largest TVEI scheme

Jacqueline Bartleet is a music teacher. Her 
explanation of the origins of her school's 
keyboard skills course says a lot about the 
Sandwell approach lo TVEI. 

A product of local government reorganization, 
Sandwell is a metropolitan borough in the West 
Midlands covering the old boroughs of West 
Bromwich and Warley - the latter itself a 1960s 
disguise for Smethwick. It covers a substantial 
slice of the Black Country, an area which in (he 
last IS years has gone from being one of the 
richost In the UK to one of the poorest with mass 
unemployment in place of full employment. 

When TVEI was sprung on authorities in early 
1983. and while some Labour-controlled author- 
ities were treating it with deep distrust as yet 
another piece of MSC empire-building, Sandwell 
seized on it. 

Instead of pulling interested parties in for 
planning - the natural response of most author- 
ities in view of the limited time allowed to make 
submissions - they decentralized it: “From the 
start it was school-based and derived. Schools 
were asked to submit their ideas and intentions," 
says borough TVEI coordinator Mitchell Robert- 
son, who was then a Sandwell deputy head. 

The aim was to get schools to define their own 
wants and needs, and respond to them. Alexan- 
dra High School, where Jacqueline Bartleet is 
head of music, was one of the schools given eight 
weeks to come up with plans. Headmaster Colin 
Farmer recalls: “I got a staff team together of 
about six who were keen to pul their idens on 
paper. We’d meet at 7.30 am before school and 
thrash ideas out.” 

Now. in the second yenr of TVEI. there are 245 
Alexandra pupils involved in the scheme. All rake 
the core activities of work experience', residential 
experience, computer awareness, information 
technology, business ventures and profiling. 
Options include RSA keyboard skills and craft 
skills, City and Guilds foundation level clerical 
skills and engineering and a creative skills course 
linked with West Bromwich College of Com- 
merce and Technology. Alexandra also has the 
only TVEI course in the country without an exam 
target - a programme for socially maladjusted 
pupils, 

“Technically we have two cohorts of 45. but we 
have spread resources in order to involve every- 
body who wants to take part and ovoid dif- 
ferentiating pupils - something we were deter- 
mined should not happen,” says Colin Farmer. 

. That approach mirrors the authority’s priori- 
ties. Sandwell aimed to include as many schools as 
possible, and with 1,147 students in all the project 
covers more pupils than any other TVEI scheme. 

Ten high schools, two sixth-form colleges and 
West Bromwich and Warley colleges are in- 
volved. "The ultimate aim is to disseminate and 
replicate TVEI ideas across the authority. Bui it 
hns to be done realistically. You can’t put' 
technical schemes Into every school and assume 
the authority will continue to Tund it in 1988 when 
the MSC money runs out, 1 ’ says Mitchell 
Robertson.' 

The. school-based approach avoids the risk of 
bright ideas being imposed from above on schools 
and teachers unable or unwilling to implement 
them: "The aim has been to facilitate the 
curriculum developments that people wanted and 
needed anyway. TVEI isn’t a cuckoo in the nest, 
it’s a curriculum model for the authority," he 
says.' 

That model, it is made clear, is an addition, not 
an alternative, to general education. Fourth-year 
TVEI pupils still spend 70 per cent of their school 
time on non-TVEI work. No general options are 
ruled out, but a wider range of possibilities is 
provided. 

Key workers in Sandwell's TVEI team are four 
support teachers- attached to the unit since 
September In areas where there were particular 
locnl needs - craft, design and technology, 
micro-technology, creative and performing arts 
and p re- vocational, personal development and 
CPVE. They are jointly funded by the MSC and 
the borough, with the first three working in 
non-TVEI schools as wel|. , 
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end up with high-tech equipment and nobody 
whoenn use it. Wc have to keep teachers ahead of 
developments. I don’t how the authorities who 
haven't got TVEI to oil the wheels cope,” says 
Mitchell Robertson. 


They work outside the TVEI schools as well. 
Craft, design and technology support teacher 
Barry Lewis has introduced (he Schools Technol- 
ogy courses into 14 schools: “Seven of them arc 
non-TVEI. They’re all treated equally and have 
equal access to facilities. Anything I produce is 
done for all 14 schools, not just the TVEI seven 
he says. 

Sandwell provided £21,000 to retrain two 
teachers in each of the seven schools outside the 


scheme - matching MSC funding in the TVEI 


schools. 


CPVE support teacher Kathy Village describes 
her jobs as “Showing teachers they arc valued, 
bringing out good practice and passing it on." 

"Good practice" is a problem-solving approach 
to subjects: “We don’t wont people to say ‘This is 
how you do it', but to encourage pupils to use 
their own creativity to find the solution. Teachers 
should be guiders, not the fount of all knowledge. 
We should educate people to be inquirers,” says 
Barry Lewis. 

They say they work not as advisers, giving 
people ideas, then going away - but as members 
of a teaching team - going into the classroom 


They act as the focus for a number of networks 
- of different schools, subject teachers, different 
subjects and their own group of support teachers. 
A continuous process of cross-fertilization goes 
on: "Teachers arc no longer so isolated - they 
have somewhere to voice opinions and concerns, 
says creative arts support teacher Ian Sinclair. 
The aim is to break artificial barriers down. 


Jacqueline Bartleet’s Keyboard Skills course at 
Alexandra HS has taken music out of its academic 


ghetto: “It’s opened up a whole range of new 
possibilities - linking in typing, computing and 
word-processing with music. I’ve 65 pupils rather 
than three or four O level students. Mutual 


support and discussions with the support teacher 
make me much less isolated, while the pupils' 
image of music as 'Listening to records and being 
bored to death*, has been changed. They’re 
picking up skills which will last them well after 
they leave full-time education," she says 
“There was a tendency in the early days for 
TVEI to be seen as business studies for girls and 
technology for boys,” says Mitchell Robertson. 
Attitudes in the area tend to be traditional, and 


a great deal of work has gone into combating 
this. Alexandra HS runs a guidance week for third 
year students which includes a day on sexual 
stereotyping. They have found considerable de 
mand among boys for the secretarial and food 


industries courses - both traditionally not “men-, 
work”. Heathfield HS in Cradlcy Heath is 
designing a modular curriculum to ensure that an 
TVEI subjects arc equally open to both sexes. 

Schools and colleges hnvc been drawn closer bv 
TVEI, says Ian Sinclair: “We’ve created contact 
networks to try and create n continuity for pupils. 
It's not just a matter of getting to 16 and pusL 
them out. We’re nil much better informed about 
what’s available.” 

At this level there is pressure in a high 
unemployment district lo leave full-time educa- 
tion and take YTS payments. One suggestion to 
combat this is a packngc linking two days a week 
at college with two dnys at school and a day oi 
paid work experience, but this has yet to get much 
beyond the discussion stage. 

This year’s stuy-on rate is not expected to be 
high. Careers work got off to a slow start in the 
scheme and there wasn’t a great deal on offer in 
early interviews. Mitchell Robertson suggests ibe 
second cohort of 16-year-olds next year will bea 
fairer indicator. 

FE colleges have been involved from the stait: 
"They see TVEI as an enhancement of what 
they're doing and provide the widest possible 
range of opportunities to students.” Couise 
literature shows students the range of counts 
which TVEI options will suit them for - for 
instance the range of nine qualifications, mainly 
City and Guilds or BTEC, which the engineering 
option might help towards. 

TVEI has set Labour authorities some uncoiw 
Portable questions - with its unequal provision 
and the fear that it was intended to produce the 
factory fodder of the new industrial revolution. 
At the same time it offered the prospect of 
resources for in-servicc training and staff de- 
velopment, and much- needed stimuli for staff and 
students. TVEI can do little to cure a difficult 
local employment situation, but the Sandwell 
approach with its stress on human rather than 
material resources and creation of school -collcgt 
relationships which point in the direction of 
tertiary-style provision, hns shown that a Labour 
l.e.a. can use the Government initiative to 
develop its own policies. □

Staffordshire's seedbed for new ideas 


not plant 


A ttyone stumbling into part of East Midlands 
yA airport earlier this year after a long flight 
f A could have beer forgiven for assuming that 
J- Ajetlag had alarming hallucinatory side- 
effects as they came upon a terminal staffed 
largely by Spanish-speaking teenagers, and with 
all announcements in that language. 

Staffordshire TVEI students took over part of 
the airport for a day, and turned it Into an 
imitation of Barcelona, as part of their courses in 
Shared Business Experience and Commercial and 
Industrial Languages. 

Ability to undertake special projects like this 
comes from the untimetabled day - the device 
adopted in the five Stoke on Trent schools 
involved when they had to redraw timetables at 
the start of the scheme in order to accommodate 
I enoirqo or arm sivstl rtnsbute IHYT-noH ‘ 


options. Gearing a day of exam subjects allowed 
TVEI to come in without harming general 
education, and created the flexibility to incorpo 
rate college link courses and special events. 

Five core components occupy the day - Shared 
Business Experience (SBE), Social and Life 
Skills, Commercial and Industrial Languages, 
Place Studies and Communications. SBE is the 
central focus of the core, including special 
projects and work experience, and drawing 
elements from other components. 

The aim is to give students a wide knowledge 
and understanding of work and business, and to 
give them technological and entrepreneurial 
skills. So far as possible this is done by problem- 
solving in practical projects related to the other 


components. i 
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Brownhills High School attempted to incorpo - 
rate communication and social and life skills plus 
careers into its SBE project for a mixed-ability 
fourth year group of 53: “We feel that to set aside 
special lessons for these skills Is to isolate them 
from meaningful activities," says the project 


report. 

The group decided to set up a school tuck shop 
working their Way through the stages of market 
research, planning stock supply and control ana 
publicity. They ran into problems such as com- 
petition from the school canteen, improving toe 
speed of service, cash flow crises and where to 
keep money.. __ 

The supervising teachers’ report shows how 
this problem 1 - solving approach worked:“Duriog 


like crisps and Mars Bars and needed n> re-unlcr. 
however, although we were doing a roaring trade, 
we didn't have enough money to pay the first bill. 
We explained this was a cash- flow problem and 
the cause of many small business bankruptcies 
Our finance and stock control group brought 
information to the lesson on sales and the goods 
that were not selling too well. The pupils saw that 
the goods not selling well were those nut 
advertised and the advertising group came in fora 
lot of criticism. They pointed out that they hadn't 
been told these goods were in stock. This led to nn 
examination of our group communication. 

“To try lo overcome our cash-flow situation, it 
was suggested that wc ask if we could borrow 
from school funds to tide us over. Two of the 
finance group went to sec Ibe Head and he 
offered them a loan of £100 at lOperccnt interest. 
After much punching of calculators the group 
decided we were being robbed, so wc sent the rest 
of the finance group to visit local banks to find out 
how much interest they charged. The news was 
not good, especially when they discovered that 
banks wouldn't lend us money anyway because 
wc were a bad risk. While they seemed to have 
grasped the idea of interest they didn't like the 
thought of paying to borrow. 

“Some groups felt we should all contribute 
some of our own money and surprisingly there 
wus very little opposition to this idea, except from 
the stnffl Then the people who do the ordering 
came up with the idea that wc should contact the 
wholesaler and tell him the problem. They : 
wanted me to ring him (I had already done so and 
knew he would help), but I said this was their 
problem and they must deal with it. It took them a 
while to make the phone call and there was a lot of 
arguing about what should be said and more 
About who should say it. The joy when the pair 
returned with the news was amazing.” 

The tuck shop is now an established feature of 
school life and the group has turned its attention 
to larger businesses, looking at the school as a 
service industry. 

The airport group looked at East Midlands as a 
business operation, as well as part of their 
Commercial and Industrial languages project. 
This is offered in Spanish, or German and can be 
taken alongside an O level. At 16 plus options 
become more “vocation specific", with the 
chance either to take a second course in their 
chosen language, or begin another. 

The group at Berry Hill school have created 
their own commercial radio station: “Staff who 
want announcements made on the air have to pay 
for advertising space,” explains Staffordshire 
TVEI’s coordinator Ken Wild. 

Work experience follows the same, "General 
to 16 - more career oriented after that” pattern, 
as the language courses: “The aim is to provide a 
full range of apparatus and work experience is a 
valuable part of a general education,” says Ken 
Wild. 

“You name the field - we’ve got a pupil doing 
work experience in it. We’ve even had an offer of 
a place at an undertakers - though there have 
been no takers for that one yet,” adds Eric Davies 
coordinator at Thistley Hough High School. 

Place Studies is a component founded on the 
belief that equipping pupils for employment 
means more than mere technical and vocational 
training - the aim being to look at local issues, 
why things are as they are, the reasons for change 
and the decision making processes that affect It. ' 

“If youngsters emerge from the work with a 
greater ability to think and speak for themselves, 
with more awareness of their social and economic 
environment, and as more confident and ba- 
lanced peresonalities, the Place Studies course 
will have achieved its purpose,” says the project 
booklet. 

It was initially iptended that individual schools 
should specialize in particular components - the 
so-called “magnet schools” approach which Borne- 
observers saw as a threat to comprehensive 
provision but which was shelved by the logistical 
problems of joint timetabling and transferring 
pupils. All five schools now provide all core 
subjects. 

At Twistley Hough 87 pupils are spread across 
two cohorts. Head A J Astle admits some staff 
were initially sceptical about TVEI. But they’ve 
managed to produce cohorts dose to the MSC 
ideal, of 25 per cent upper quartile, 50 per cent 
middle quartiles, 25 per cent lower quartile, and 
have found themselves in the happy situation of 
supply equalling demand. They hope to see three- 
quarters of this year’s leavers stay qn In full-time 
education. 

The coordinating group will soon move into a 
new TVEI centre in a refurbished prewar primary 
school. This will provide central facilities and a 
focus for the core options but Ken Wild sees staff 
rather than plant as the essential element and 
points to the contribution made by the colleges: 
“There have been some excellent examples of 
cooperative working such as a college lecturer 
going into a school as replacement when an 
electronics specialist left.” 

Links have been strengthened between institu-

linns and staff with “contacts all the way down the 
hierarchy through the different subjects to 
teacher lever'. 

Cnuldon College of Further Education has 
provided three TVEI 14 lo 16 link options in 
catering, caring and office studies which will link 
into 16-plus options. Every TVEI student Is 
guaranteed a place on the college course related 
to their TVEI route, provided they can meet 
entry requirements. Cauldon and Stoke Technic- 
al College arc redesigning courses to include the 
TVEI core, nnd amending others which include 
some elements to complete the range. For 
instance, Cauldon ’s Hairdressing and Beauty 
course already includes Social and Life Skills, 
Communications and SBE, and will now be 
amended to incorporate the other two compo- 
nents. 

The sixth-form college is offering the option of 
taking three A levels plus TVEI: "Some pupils 
felt this sounded like a great deal more work, but 
time is saved by using General Studies time so 
they're not disadvantaged academically,” says 
Eric Davies. Negotiations are under way with the 
Cambridge Examinations Board for an A level in 
TVEI General Studies. 

About 60 per cent of this year's cohort are 
expected to stay on after 16 - compared to a 
recent Stoke average of 24 per cent of all pupils, 
with the division expected to be roughly 60 to the 
Sixth Form College, 80 to Cnuldon and 40 to 
Stoke Tech. 

While Stoke was chosen as Staffordshire TVEI 
centre , the aim has always been to use the scheme 
ns a seedbed for ideas which can be extended 
across the county. • 


it has ulready proved a fruitful source of new 
subject proposals: “Curriculum development can 
be carried out remarkably quickly. Subject 
inspectors can use TVEI to' look at and pilot 
programmes they want to introduce elsewhere," 
says Wild. 

The exam boards are being kept busy and arc 
proving receptive; “The secretary of the West 
Midlnnds Examination Board said to us ‘if you 
can teach it, we can assess it\" he recalls. 

A GCSE assessment is being negotiated for 
core componcn t s while SBE has been accepted by 
BTEC for accreditation. Subject groups set up by 
the project have devised a pilot 16-plus exam in 
computer studies and n joint 16-plus in office 
practice and information technology. 

Ken Wild’s job includes travelling round the 
county discussing the possible implications and 
applications of the scheme with interested 
groups. As the former 16 to 19 HMI for the 
authority he’s in a familiar territory, and has been 
getting positive reactions: "People understand it's 
a pilot scheme from which they'll all benefit - 1 
think we're trying to do what a lot of them would 
like to be doing anyway." 

“What we are doing is developing a framework 
for curriculum change which is readily adaptable 
area by area.” He expects developments in 
several parts of the county in the near future. 

Replication will depend in the end on in-service 
training and staff development, says Wild. "The 
Chief Inspector has given a commitment to staff 
development and a strong In-service programme. 
The issue for the authority is whether it can find 
the money to maintain the supply cover. That's 
the key to successful dissemination he says. □ 


Leap in the (lurk 

Bradford thought it knew where 16 to 19 
was going until ... 


B radford was in the throes of 16 to 19 
reorganization - grouping the city's 
schools into sixth form consortia with its 
colleges - when TVEI arrived. With only 
10 days in which to draw up their submission the 
authority's planning team naturally seized on the 
consortium as a pattern on which to base- 
proposals. 

The South-East consortium, where Bradford's 
TVEI project is based, groups Bradford and 
Ilkley Community College, a group 11 giant 
formed from a series of amalgamations, with two 
coeducational comprehensives sharing a single 
site: Tong with 1,400 pupils and the catholic 
grant-aided Yorkshire Martyrs which has about 
1 , 000 . 

Concentration of resources on one site - the ' 
TVEI coordinating group is on the Tong campus- 
makes them the most compact TVEI project. 
With the benefit of nearly two years' hindsight 
Peter Brindle, TVEI coordinator, thinks two 
schools is a narrower than ideal base: “We’re 
always taking staff out for curriculum develop- 
ment or in-service training. In a programme like 
Cumbria's with seven schools you may only be 
asking for two at a time to be released from each - 
here you’re asking for six or seven which is a 
major inroad into any staff establishment. And in 
craft, design and technology or other specialized 
areBS such as electronics it's virtually impossible 
to get supply teachers." 

The schools have had to accommodate 22 new 
members of staff - some of them shared. This 
influx was intended to provide specialists to start 
work on TVEI options such as electronics, 
information technology and agriculture and horti- 
culture. 

Profiling has also been demanding in staff time, 
though profitable: “It requires much mare atten- 


tion to individual pupils and I’ve several times 
heard staff say ‘Well I’d never have thought that 
of so and so - it puts him in a new light’,” says 
Peter Brindle, . 

. . There was a risk that so many newcomers might 
seem an alien presence in tne staff room, but 
TVEI staff have made It clear to other teachers 
that they' see themselves as part of the same 
operation, says Charles Stansfield, head of voca- 
tional studies, pointing out that they have joined 
with the non-TVEI staff in Industrial action. 

There was some concern at Yorkshire Martyrs 
that TVEI might detract from the spiritual 
dement of their curriculum: "The submission 
said there should be a strohg spiritual element In 
social studies and there was no reaction from the 
MSC. They are anxious to avoid conflict with the 
school’s ethos,” says Peter Brindle. As a Church 
of England priest he has more than a passing 
concern with spiritual values himself. . 

Schools were also concerned to maintain a 
balanced curriculum, with no pupils spending 
more than 50 per cent of their time on TVEI. 
Timetabling Ingenuity means that it can still be 
combined with seven examination subjects at 
Tong and eight at Yorkshire Martyrs, which 
continue to offer OCE, CSE, RSA Information 
Technology and City and Guilds Community 
Care: “Parents and ratepayers stilt tend to judge 
schools by the pieces of pnper you get at 16 and 18 
so traditional exams hod to be seen lo be 
protected.” says Peter Brindle. 

WUh TVEI cohorts of 160 at Tong and 90 of 
Yorkshire Martyrs forming about 40 per cent of 
the ye rt group care has been taken to avoid what 
he terms: “Pupils with Tm a TVE! Student’ 
stamped across their foreheads.'' 

Non-TVEI students have access to options 


including clue (ionics, agriculture and horticul- 
ture, control technology, community care, mull- 
ein office and building studies- provided they are 
never mure than 50 per cent of an option group. 

TVEI students arc differentiated by taking a 
core programme which includes information 
technology, work practice and residential work. 
The work practice unit, part of the purpose-built 
TVEI buildings on the Tong campus, plays an 
important part. It isn't, however, the first of its 
type in the area - the l.e.a. already had one in 
operation. Fourth-year pupils spend a fortnight 
working in the unit - which divides into a canteen 
or store, office and reception, information and 
reprographics sections. 

Pupils work at each in turn in the first week 
then on the second week set up ‘‘mini-companies 1 ' 
to work through processes of design, prototype 
production, packaging and marketing: “They 
develop relationships in a working environment, 
experience the demands and frustrations of that 
environment, carry out n variety of simulated 
working tasks and learn how the different sections 
of a small business are related,” says Charles 
Stansfield. This is followed in the fifth form by 
three weeks' work experience. 

Demand for places has exceeded supply. 
Criteria for selection are not formally defined and 
lirindic admits it isn't an easy job: “It's a matter of 
consultation nnd discussion with pupils and 
parents then assessing motivation and the options 
available,” he says. 

TVEI was intended from the start as a 
four-year programme, with courses designed to 
cover the whole period. The first cohort reaches 
16 this summer -and Peter Brindle admits that 
moving into 16-plus is something of a leap into the 
dark: “Wc had plenty of expertise in the area 
when we drew up submissions but since then 
we’ve had change on a scale nobody could have 
envisaged. We've hod the advent and increasing 
impact of YTS and moves towards CPVE and 
GCSE.” 

Clearly the consortium arrangement will come 
into its own here, with the college playing a major 
role. It already provides mainstream joint courses 
including City and Guilds foundation, technicians' 
courses and BTEC general diploma through the 
consortium . Its direct TVEI imput so far has been 
a building studies option, working towards a 
Construction Industry Training Board qualifica- 
tion, which attracted 46 takers in the second 
cohort, with College TVEI coordinator Ken 
Waller predicting an intake of 60 this year and 
hoping the first girl will he among them. 

Brindle hopes to see 130 of this year's cohort of 
250 stay on next year, and believes the combina- 
tion of consortium and TVEI provides "A tertiary 
system without the institution of a tertiary 
college." 

Sixteen-plus students will use both college and 
school sites, with their place of registration 
depending on their choice of course. BTEC 
national diploma candidates will register at the 
college, but use the TVEI technical facilities 
where necessary while A level students will stay 
on the school roll, but use the college. 

Ken Waller says: “TVEI is basically a four year 
course - lo get the best of It you've got to go 
through the whole way,” and all continuing TVEI 
students will maintain the core component In 
information technology. The college plans a 
BTEC diploma In this subject. 

He foresees the development of further 13-plus 
courses to fallow building studies, with most 
likely areas being motor vehicle, catering and hair, 
and beauty therapy. He thinks working together 
on TVEI has brought schools and college closer 
together, and hopes this will lend to an extension 
of this sort of joint provision. 

All 16-plus development is, however, depen- 
dent upon the impact of YTS. The mass of Tong's 
Intake and a large section of Yorkshire Martyrs' 
edmes from a large council estate with an 
extremely high unemployment rate. The pressure 
on youngsters from here tq move out of full-time 
education to claim the -training allowance Is 
extremely strong. 

The TVEI team suggested a solution to this: a 
linked course to include 26 weeks’ work experi- 
ence and 26 weeks' associated education - allow- 
ing students to work towards a suitable qualifica- 
tion while receiving an allowance. But the MSC, 
concerned about "double funding”, turned it 
down. 1 : 

Peter Brindle fears for the future of 16-plus 
TVEI: "At a recent conference all the coordina- 
tors agreed that unless It can be linked with YTS, 
TVEI will lose its comprehensive nature at 
16-plus and become a high-ability operation." 
This was before the two-yenr YTS announcement 
threw up further imponderables. 

“1 don't want to see a repetition of ' the 
secondary technical schools’ experience - hav- 
ing attended one myself. We nim to broaden 
people's options, not funnel them towards tech- 
nology. TVEI is not about producing teclinolog-. 
ists. but providing youngsters with the skills to 
cope with change and possibly with unemploy- 
ment," he insists. □

Mike Durham {TES, April 5) asks 
whether anti-racism or fascism aware- 
ness is working and then disputes over 
the means. He wishes to achieve "a 
society free from racism" but under- 
mines the objective by employing 
means of his own choosing. 

The drawback of employing a white 
person to eradicate racism lies in his 
own confessing phrase "social con- 
ditioning". 

Blacks feel very bitterly indeed that 
they are ignored even for those posts 
for which a few months' rc-oricntation 
course or hurried trips to the Asian 
subcontinent or to Caribbenn islands 
cannot make a white soul expert for 
the simple reason he lacks roots and 
inside cravings. 

Ttoo years ago, when I joined the 
Birmingham multicultural service. I 
was in a re-orientation class in which 
an avowed racist was conducting the 
lesson on ''racism awareness" and he 
divided the black and while tenchcrs. 
It was after black teachers' protests 
that we were again united. 

Such pratlccs arc varied and many. 
My colleagues tell me they arc obliged 
to help white teachers put in for posts 
which rightfully belong to them. One 
of the cases they cite involves a white 
sent on a year's secondment who 
prepares questionnaires which are 
answered by blacks and then presents a 
thesis full of materials supplied by 
blacks for which he earns his degree — 
an open passport to preside over black 


Even in the field of Asian languages, 
whites are intruding despite their 
meagre knowledge. Bengali is taught 
by two whites in Birmingham; Gujara- 
ti is taught by a white visitor to Gujarnf 
in .Brent, fn theory it is a welcome- 
move; in practice, the linguistic harm 
in enormous. 

Posts like school liaison officers, 
advisory teachers of multicultural 
education, and several others in ethnic 
minority support services, all involving 
direct contacts with inarticulate black 
communities, go to the white whose 
very approach, a typical imperialistic 
compassion and sympathy, the blacks 
abhor Bnd contradicts the very basis of 
equality.

points to the school policy which forces 
Asinn children to learn Spanish. The 
white sympathy for anti-racism is one 
thing, but feeling and suffering racism 
is not at all a part of his social 
condition. Mike Durham's charge of 
"intellectual dishonesty" looks, there- 
fore. absurd and ridiculous. 

It is not only anti-racism that is 
political propaganda.

In his plea for more multicultural 
education in our schools, Professor 
Parekh (TES, March 291 makes 
sweeping generalizations. He speaks 
of children being forbidden to speak 
their own language on school premises . 
but declines to be specific. As it I 
happens, Welsh and Gaelic-speaking ' 
children were often forbidden to speak 
these languages in state schools before 
the war. Can he be referring to them? 

He condemns monoculture! educa- 
tion as though such a state of affairs 
were wickedly unique to Britain. It is 
true of all human societies, is it not? 
Are children in Andhra Pradesh re- 
galed with stories of Robin Hood? 

He says the British “cannot under- 
stand why anyone should be different” 
but that again is a universal human 
failing. Orwell wrote: "By patriotism, 

I mean devotion to n particular place 
and a particular way of life, which one 
believes to be the best in the world but 
has no wish to force upon other 
people". Who would disagree with 
that, whether he be a Geordie, a 
Cherokee or a Gujarati? 

I, as a Scot, am appalled at the

clumsy way the English break open a 
boiicu egg! They batter the lop with a 
spoon and then fussily nick off the 
resulting fragments of shell to gain 
access. By contrast, the Scot removes 
the top of his egg with one dean cut of 
a knife and has eaten half his egg while 
the Englishman is still fiddling with his. 
Differences of social practice spring 
from locality, not race. It would 
appear the Professor Parekh may 
know a tot about the humanities but 
not much about humanity. 

His stereotype of an allegedly blink- 
ered British education is as false as 
most stereotypes. At my primary 
school back in the 1920s it was 
impressed upon us how the Chinese 
and the Muslims were so much in 
advance of Europeans for hundreds of 
years. Saladin was presented as brave, 
gentle and honest, a better man than 
the allegedly Christian Crusaders. We 
even learned off by heart the Leigh 
Hunt poem that begins: "Abou Ben 
Adhem, (may his tribe increase!)", a 
tribute to a virtuous man, and through 
the stories of The Arabian Nights we 
were introduced to the glories of 
Islamic architecture and learning. 

At secondary school, our Marten St 
Carter history book told us that “for 
some 500 years the centres of art and 
learning were to be found, not in 
Christian countries, but in cities under 
Mohammedan rule". Lack of space 
prevents me from quoting from more 
pre-war history textbooks on iny study 
shelves. 

Indeed, the British have a long 
•tradition of Oriental studies, our ear- 
liest recorded Orientalist being Ade- 
(ard of Bath in the 12th century and a 
notable one was Michael Scotus (1 175— 
1230) who translated many learned 
Arabic works into Latin. One of the 
very first books printed in England 
Diets and Sayings of the Philosophers, 
was actually a translation of a popular 
Arab compilation. Can Islam claim 
any such contemporary interest in the 
culture of Christian unbelievers? - 

When Professor Parekh says “blacks 
were systematically exploited and de- 
graded” he doesn't say by whom, but 
he obviously means whites - and is 
thereby guilty of inflammatory racial 
prejudice. White children, he says, 
must appreciate the tragic historical 
treatment of blacks by whites. If we are 
talking about the African slave trade 
then wc must tell all the children that it 
was a money-making enterprise made 
possible by the active participation of 
whites, Africans and Arabs. 

When the British in India tried to 
ban the local trade in child slaves in tiic 
1790s there was such fierce opposition 
from Indian merchants that the plan

What he claims as the benefits of 
multicultural education arc what wc in.

nothing human as being alien to me. 

Professor Parekh says that there is 
no transcultural standard for judging 
cultures, but there is. We call it Human 
Rights. Any culture which institu- 
tionalizes the subjugation of women or. 
the system of apartheid which prevails 
in a caste society, cannot expect to be 
welcomed uncritically by those of us 
more firmly rooted in the democratic 
tradition.

Swann's 

naivete

Having just finished rending the sec- 
tion of tne Swann Report which deals 
with "Mother tongue teaching” , I am 
struck by the extraordinary naivetd of 
the document with regard to language 
development, language education, 
bilingualism and research. It seems 
that fiic evidence and views quoted are 
selected and presented from the pre- 
determined position that “we do not 
want bilingual education in main- 
stream schools". 

. While a detailed criticism of the 
document is inappropriate in corres- 
pondence, section J.13 adequately 
illustrates my anxiety, ft opens with the 
statement: Another major justifica- 
tion put forward in support of mother 
longue teaching and mother tongue 
maintenance within mainstream 
schools is pressure from ethnic minor- 
ity parents for such provision." 

Against this is set a quotation from 
the National Foundation for Educa- 


tionn! Research review which sa V i- 

Those research studies which £ 
exist are all quite recent, showinetS 
up until the emergence of the EFr 
directive few had thought to S 
parents what their views would be" 

The cogency of this quotation in the. 
context of the discussion is difficult to 
grasp. It appears to bc a slap on the 
wnst for researchers implying that if 
they hnd not asked the questions the 
parents would not have had the atti- 
tudes. 

The paragraph goes on to sugeeu 
that alongside the evidence for paren- 
tal support must bc set the research 
evidence presented in the NFER re- 
views and also the wishes of parents 
that their children bc given "a goed 
command of English as rapidly as 
possible and that any provision for 
mother tongue should in no way 
detract from this aim". } 

The report is able to represent the 
resenrch evidence in education and 
language. The report neglects to say 
that the research evidence is positively 
supportive of bilingual education 
where it is responsive to community 
characteristics, and is unable to say 
that the bulk of research is negative in 
respect of bilingualism or bilingual 
education. Nor can the report present 
us with evidence that bilingual educa- 
tion has any adverse effect on the 
learning of a second language visa visa 
first. There is not even the normal 
moderate plea for more research. 

In spite of the composition of the 
Swann committee, the tone of this 
section of the report is traditional, 
monolingual English and blinkered. It 
states: “It is clear thnt both bilingual 
eduention and mother tongue mainte- 
nance can only be of relevance to 
mother tongue speakers of languages 
other than English, that is to pupils 
from certain ethnic minority groups." 

This reminds me of the view, still 
widely held, that multicultural educa- 
tion is for black minorities. The im- 
. plications of bilingual education for 
intercultural and international under- 
standing are not considered. The diffi- 
culty that language teachers in secon- 
dary schools have in attracting and 
keeping students from a linguistically 
frigid population where bilingual chil- 
dren have learned that only English is , 
of importance and monolinguau can- , 
not seo the point of other languages, is 
not considered. 

The significance of bilingual educ- 
tion in Education for All is not consi- 
dered.

scheme with that firm and the two 
years of earnings that go with it?

Surely the answer must be a review 
of the treatment of 16 to 18 -year-olds. 
TVEI is too important a development 
to disappear, tne higher-level skills it 
can develop too close to the country s 
needs to be sacrificed on the altar of 
unemployment. 

TVEI must incorporate YTS and the 
schools must service it if its impetus is 
not to be wasted. And in areas where 
"traditional industry has collapsed. 
more investment, particularly in the 
form of maintenance grants, needs to 
, be made if today’s 16 to 18 -year-qlds 
qre to become tomorrow’s wealth- 
makers.

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T he depressing familiarity nf the problems 
currently facing the Puhlic Library ser- 
vice does nothing to diminish their 
seriousness, both in the relatively 
prosperous south and the eamumic.il ly straitened 
North. The squeeze on the service is nuthingif not 
egalitarian; indeed, it is often the hard-pressed 
inner city authorities who, for political reasons, 
have tried hardest to stem the losses. Responsibil- 
ity for library provision has rested with local 
authorities since the inception of the service in the 
lK5Cl’s; in times of stringent public spending 
restrictions, it becomes a prime target for cuts, a 
more acceptable sacrifice than a school or 
hospital. The effeci of such trimming can be 
drastic. The library budget is ill the unhappy 
position of being too large to ignore, hut not large 
enough to effect huge reductions; and cuts, 
therefore, have the effect of seriously damaging 
i he libraries, without any concomitant substantial 
savings. 

Local attitudes will affect the level of cuts 
imposed. In Glasgow, the service has been 
sheltered to some ex ten I by ihc District Council's 
“no redundancies" policy, but the book fund hus 
fallen from 15.5 per cent of tolul expenditure in 
1979 to Ifi.l per cunt in the current year. 
Glasgow's expenditure per head of population, 
like Edinburgh's, is £1.49 (although it required an 
extra cash injection of £9(1,000 from the new 
Labour administration to allow Edinburgh to 
achieve this figure, raising it from a lowly £ 1.2ft). 
lower than the Scottish average of £1.61, while 
high inflation rates in the pnst decade have 
severely curtailed the actual buying power of all 
library hook funds. 

Glasgow's funding, as director Andrew Miller 
points out, is complicated by the presence of the 
Mitchell Library, a unique resource within the 
public library system, more akin to the National 
Libraries, which absorbs considerable expendi- 
ture. In terms of the Branch service, efforts have 
been directed at maintaining, as far as possible, 
the standard of existing services, at the expense of 
items like non-essential maintenance of their 
many buildings, but he readily acknowledges that 
the overall coverage has worsened, a gup not 
properly filled by cheaper alternatives like pnper- 
backs. where the range and life is not really 
adequate. His counterpart in Edinburgh. 
Anthony Shearman, reports an even more severe 
deterioration in their book stock. 

Edinburgh has never recovered from a £50,000 
reduction in the book fund in 1976, the first major 
round or cuts, and b rehabilitation and updating 
of those stocks is now seen as an immediate 
priority. Staff levels were reduced by 20 per cent 
in 1977 - by its nature, the library service is staff 
intensive, and salaries remnin the largest single 
budget expense - and have remained at what is 
seen as a minimum since; both services ore now 
fighting the cumulative effects of a steady ero- 
■ sian, rather thnn further dramatic reductions. 
While it is the expressed intention of Edinburgh's 
new council to restore both funds and staffing 
levels, already begun with that additional alloca- 
tion, the ability of any local authority to do so will 
ultimately bc subject tg. central sanction. The • 
present Government remain firmly committed re- 
public spending reductions, and it is reasonable to 
suppose that the public library service is not one 
of their highest priorities. 

The inability to maintain book stocks at 
adequate levels has inevitably led to a certain 
• amount of user discontent, particularly worrying 
when the disappearing clients nre children. It is an 
index of their concern that both services have 
abandoned the practice of charging fines on 
overdue books issued on children’s tickets (to 
encourage irate parents not to prevent further 
borrowing); but without sufficient funds to re- 
medy the root problem of inadequate resources, 
such actions can only (re minimal gestures. 
Glasgow currently allocates some 20 per cent of 
its fund to children’s material , and has a consider- 
able programme of activities with schools in the 
region, including a thriving programme of library 
visits, largely among primary schools where 
provision is least adequate, and a scheme where- 
by library holdings on particular subjects can be 
temporarily accumulated in a local branch, for 
use in pre-planned school projects in that area. 

Glasgow has also experimented with the con- 
version of school libraries into community librar- 
ies, often in cooperation with the local public 
library branch, although many librarians have 
reservations on the genuine viability of such 
schemes. While these activities help to ease the 
burden on the equally underfunded school librar- 
ies. experiments of this kind are again severely 
limited in scope; the facilities and requirements oF 
each are too dissimilar to permit any widespread 
application of such mergers. Librarians remain 
i deeply concerned that children be etfoow'agftMo • 
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A limited shelf life?

The position in London is complicated by the 
existence of over 30 borough outboritjes, ivith 
inevitable variation from one to another. Hie 
general . picture, however, matches thnt of the 
Scottish services. A National Book Commit ice 
report in 1981 revealed an average 20 per cent.cut 
in the London borough’s book fund since 1978-79; 
this was to prove the peak in a gradual erosion 
over the last decade. There is good reason, 
however, to fear thnt another peak lies im- 
medintely ahead. The various trimming opera- 
tions open to the boroughs arc now largely 
exhausted, while such measures as restricting 
opening hours, damaging in itself, are fast 
becoming inadequate. Further large scale cuts 
would mean that entire buildings may have to go, 
with a corresponding loss of staff (recent closures 
in Westminister nnd Tower Hamlets did not lead 
to any involuntary redundancies) and public 
amenity. 

The likelihood of such draconian measures has 
arisen as a result of the twin spectres of the 
abolition of the Greater London Council and the 
effects of rate-capping and other rate limitation 
measures, a threat which also hangs over author- 
ities elsewhere. Many of the Inner London 
authorities have actually achieved a degree of 
growth in their service since 1982, in opposition to 
the general trend. The commensurate increased 
spending has meant that it is they who will face the 
most damaging penalties; for many, the estimates 
are very serious indeed, with closures a genuine 
threat. In an effort to rally public as well as 
political support, the borough of Hillingdon 
commissioned two polls testing public attitudes to 
their vsetvfaes; bbllY oEaubicb rgvvdf&AityBbi 


degree of public approval and support for the 
local libraries. 

Such demonstrations of support are unlikely to 
make- much impression in Westminster. The 
Government remains adamant that public ex- 
penditure targets must be maintained, and equal- 
ly so that local authorities will not bc permitted to 
overspend Without incurring retribution. Govern- 
ment contribution to expenditure Is determined 
by a somewhat mysterious (to the library author- 
ities, at any rate) process known as GREA, the 
Grant Related Expenditure Assessment, which 
calculates how much central funding is available 
to local boroughs, who must then make up the 
5horlf»ll against actual expenditure. Librarians 
argue that the figures produced bear no realistic 
relation to what is actually being spent, and many 
question the claimed objectivity or the exercise. 
The resulting financial quandary is one. faced by 
almost nil the boroughs who make up the Loudon 
library neiwork. 

It remains to bc seen how serious will be -the 
consequences -of whatever action is eventually 
taken on these issues. There is clearly a deeply felt 
concern within the profession that any further 
major reductions cannot he absorbed as success- 
fully (in relative terms) as the previous rounds of 
cut-backs. The service is already operating too 
close to a minimum level; London, like the 
Scottish authorities, has generally concentrated 
on bolstering as far as possible the level of existing 
services, both in terms of maintaining adequate 
staffing levels and a viable book fund. At the 
recent LlBTRAD conference on "Books in' 
Crisis", Birmingham's City Librarian, Brian 
Baum field, reported a very similar situation 
within his own area, and believes that the Library 
’Association are justified in feeling that there is

While site provision of hunks will remain the 
primary function and expenditure priority of the 
library service fur ihc fum'cable future, there 
does seem to be ,i feeling that a watershed will 
shortly be reached in the nature and scope nf that 
service . As the idea of the library as a community 
information centre has spread, and the diversity 
of its materials widened, so the strains on funding 
have increased. Libraries have already expanded 
into the audit* and visual fields, and have- n 
separate provision for them in their budgets, l*ut 
the development of cum pit ter technology, and 
new methods of storing and transmitting informa- 
tion, seems likely to precipitate some kind of 
crisis in an already underfunded service. As these 
additional activities expand, the National In- 
formutinn Policy which the Library Association 
has been unsuccessfully pressing upon the Gov- 
ernment for sunic years will inevitably become a 
necessity rather than an option, if the library 
service is not to bc left behind by commercial 
concerns prepared t«i mukc the necessary invest- 
ment. 

In rite Government's response MIMSO. 1984, 
£1.75, 0 II 513757 2) to the Information Tech- 
nology Advisory Panel's report Making a Busi- 
ness of Infarnwlitni (HMSO. I9K3. £4.2(1. 
i) 1 1 63IW24 9). due recognition was given to the 
fact that “the public sector will inevitably retain a 
significant role in information provision und use." 
and (hat “much Government nnd focal authority 
information will continue to bc provided on a free 
or subsidised basis". The report goes on to stress 
that it will be important to bear in mind the needs 
of (he public sccotr while “seeking to establish a 
framework within which commercial intcre&tscan 
seize opportunities and to add value by processing 
und delivering information in forms which satisfy 
the needs of the market”. 

in an underfunded and, by its nature, financial- 
ly unrcmuncrative public service, with only very 
limited scope for fund-raising, the provision of 
the technology and materials required to kefcp up 
with these advances would necessitate a massive 
injection of resources, hardly likely in the current 
climate, however genuine the intentions of indi- 
vidmtl authorities toward their service. Even if 
I the Library Association modify their commit- 
ment to a service which is free to the user 
(enshrined, in the case of books, in the legisla- 
tion) to lake account of the expense of database 
systems, it would be highly unlikely that nny 
acceptable level of charges would generate suffi- 
cient income to compete with commercial in- 
terests. While it would bc unduly alarmist to 
suggest that libraries are about to become dusty 
anachronisms before our eyes, there is clearly a 
very real concern witlilh (ho profession over their 
' inability to properly structure their operations in 
tlte light of future requirements. Statements of 
' commitment in Government papers arc of little 
use without tlte funds id act upon them. 

It may seem pointless to discuss such future 
requirements when all .admit that funds are 
inadequate even to maintain existing sendees. 
Somerset’s Conservative Authority have recently 
voted to provide no new ficrion next year (a 
situation, if widely repented, which has serious 
repercussions for publishers ns well as librarians), 
since fiction Is n “luxury’" which is readily 
available in paperback at “very reasonable ratft". 
The political and philosophical arguments impli- 
cit in decisions like thlsextend beyond (he specific 
issue of library funding and service, but arc 
denrly reflected both in the public debate on the 
subject and within the profession itself. The 
majority of librarians would still argue for the 
provision of such services as filling a social need, 
especially for the poorer section of the commun- 
ity (exacerbated by Ihd current levels of unem- 
ployment), but it is important to recognize thnt 
many people would find nothing untoward in such 
cost-effective thinking. Tlte principle of free, 
public-funded libraries is one that must be 
vigorously argued for in the current political 
climate, simply to maintain the status quo. 

The difficulty is that events nre moving so 
rapidly that long-term planning is essential, if 

. opportunities a re not to be irretrievably missed. It 

is development of the service, across the bourd, 
which has. suffered most from the financial 
squeeze of the last decode; the next will face 
librarians, or their political masters, with crucial 
decisions. Getting them, wrong may prove to be u 
tragic waste of resources in a society which will 
have an increasing need for both information and 
leisure provision. To fail to support ah existing 
national network uniquely, suited to both, and 
able to guarantee that commercial self-interest 
will not interfere with freedom of access, is surely 
■ absurd. Such support; however, yyill have to 
cunsist of something considerably 'mor£*cdncre(e 
I than declarationspf goodwill and unsubstantiated

has attended scholarly conferences, or 
investigated the biographies of in- 
fluential critics, recognizes that the 
arctic academic prose conceals a critical 
personality as unstable as any other 
reader's: emotional, competitive, 

committed to particular values (some- 
times conscious, sometimes inarticu- 
late). 

But Baudelaire presumably wanted 
something more: criticism which dis- 
penses with the "charade” of balance 
and the niceties of an allegedly objec- 
tive discourse. criticism which docs not 
attempt to conceal but instead defines 
jts own perspective and takes pride in 
its own bias. And Buudclaire would 
have liked these three books, which 
are as consciously scandalous, for their 
intended readership ("hypocrite lec- 
ture urs” 7). ns Les Fleurs dtt Mai. 

Jonathan DolEintore's Radical 
Tragedy, published last year and now 
already issued in paperback, is an 
original, ambitious, systematic and 
stimulating book which deserves the 
ladder of critical accolades which de- 
scends ils bnck cover. It attempts n 
reinterpretation of 12 tragedies, from 
Dr Fausttu to The While Devil, con- 
tending that they were deeply subver- 
sive of the dominant ideology of their 
period (“The Elizabethan World Pic- 
ture*'. etc), in particular, he argues 
that t{ic plays - which include Troilus 
and tressida. King Lear, Antony and 
Cleopatra, and Coriolanus - under- 
mjne two fundamental Christian pre- 
mises: that there is "a special provi- 
dence in the fait of a sparrow” (pro- 
videntialism) and that man, the centre 
of the universe, has himself a centre 
(essentiaiism). 

But DolLimore's interpretation of 
the plays themselves occupies only half 
his pages; the remainder document 
and interrogate the ideologies of Re- 
naissance and modem England. He 
establishes an intellectual context for 
the writing of the plays, and for 
subsequent writing about them. In the

much of Doliimnrc's painstaking ter- 
minology will be unfamiliar and irritat- 
ing to the “lazy gentleman" school of 
critics. More seriously. Dollimore’s 
thesis depends, to a discomforting 
degree, upon the work of historians 
and theorists unfamiliar to the bulk of 
his readers, who must therefore simply 
trust his representation of them, and 
(heir representation of Renaissance' 
reality. 

The issue of trust arises because the 
other half of the book - is interpreta- 
tions of those 12 tragedies - seems to 
me less satisfactory and less exciting 
than Doilimore's critique of ideolo- 
gies. Despite his insistence upon the 
stresses and contradictions built into 
all systems of belief. Doilimore's own 
interpretations usually reduce, the 
plays to sustained expositions ' of a 
simple theme. Thus, he sees Middle- 
ton s Revenger's Tragedy as an exer- 
cise in "parody” and “black camp”; os 
a consequence. Castiza’s constancy is 
ignored, arid Antonio's grief over the 
corpse of his raped wife is held up as a 
demonstration of “male relations of 


power and possession” (page 142). 

More generally, though he approves 
Brecht's “de familiarizing" of the com- 
monplace. and rightly insists upon the 
“otherness” of different historical 
periods and cultures, the book ns a 
whole makesthe drama of the Renaiss- 
ance not less but more familiar. Thus, 
though he never mentions Trevor 
Nunn's 1968 production of The Reven- 
ger's Tragedy, Doilimore's academic 
interpretation mirrors Nunn's theatric- 
al one; Shakespeare emerges not as a 
visitor from an alien time, but as a 
cosy, recognizable pre-incarnation of 
Brecht; Webster's While Devil could

Political Shakespeare is a more ac- 
cessible, more mature, better balanced 
hook. Part I, Recovering Shakespeare, 
interprets a handful of plays by re- 


placing them in old {but to us new) 
historical contexts; Part II, "Repro- 
ductions, Interventions", considers 
modern social appropriations of 
Shakespeare in education, the theatre, 
film and television - and even news- 
paper interviews of Nigel Lawson. 

Part II should be read first. Alan 
Sinficld's witty, devastating critique of 
the assumptions behind O level, A 
level, and university exams on 
Shakespeare would, by itself, make 
the book worth buying. His history of 
the changing ideology of the Royal 
Shakespeare Company is equally illu- 
minating - though wrong, I think, 
about some recent productions. For 
instance, Henry V opened the 1975 
season (as it opened the 1984 season, 
and others) less because of its rele- 
vance to an economy besieged by 
OPEC and inflation than because it 
can always be relied on to fill the 
house; the production opened in rc- 
hcnrsol clothes not to obscure the 
initial ecclesiastical skulduggery, but 
for a simpler “political” reason: to 
show how drab even Henry V would 
become if the Arts Council did not give 
the RSC more money. 

Margot Hcinemann contributes an 
essay on “How Brecht read 
Shakespeare”, which illuminates both 
principals; in a lucid Afterword, 
Raymond Williams retrospectively 
surveys the evolution of Shakespeare 
criticism during his lifetime, within the 
institutions which have produced 
Shakcspeareans "who lived, at least 
while at work, in an internal exile from 
their own time". 

In Part 1, Paul Brown relates The 
Tempest to “the discourse of colonial- 
ism ; Dollimore, in addition to a 
useful introductory survey of 
"Shakespeare, cultural materialism, 
and the new historicism”, writes about 
the politics of sexual transgression in 
Measure for Measure; Leonard Ten- 
nen house (less successfully) argues 


that Henry VIII reflects Jacobean 
political discourse just as the early 
histories and comedies correspond to 
Elizabethan preoccupations of state. 
But these essays are outshone by 
Stephen Grecnblatt’s "Invisible Bul- 
lets’, which moves, with n truly Re- 
naissance sprezzatura, from Thomas 
Harriot's 1588 account of the first 
English colony in America, to 
Machiavclli, to rogue pamphlets, to 
the theatricality of Henry IV and 
Henry V. And Kathleen McLuskic’s 
essay on “The patriarchal bard" bril- 
liantly challenges recent feminist inter- 
pretations of Measure and Lear, con- 
cluding that feminist criticism of these 
plays (and, implicitly, the others) “is 
restricted to exposing its own exclusion 
from the text”. The very performance 
structure of the plays depends upon 
and produces points of view which are 
anathema to modem feminists. 

Both these essays, nnd to a lesser 
degree the others, recognize that the 
plays cannot be made to fit comfort- 
ably into progressiva schemes of value; 
rather than appropriating him 
(“Shakespeare thought lust like me"), 
they distance to define (“Shakespeare 
is another country”). This approach is 
intrinsically more plausible, and more 

S reductive, than the attempts to show 
tat Shakespeare was a double agent, 
or a kind of prescient apologist for the 
Socialist Workers Party (or the SDP). 

For all their emphasis on historical 
context and "materialism" . both books 
pay surprisingly little attention to the 
material conditions in which the plays 
were produced or the material form in 
which they survive. They quote uncri- 
tically from modernized, conflated 
texts of Shakespeare, constructed by 
editors acting upon the very critical 
principles which the authors attack.

The title of this book may arouse 
expectations that its contents will not 
fulfil. As its author admits, “it offers a 
scries of explorations, not a sustained 
argument". Its first six essays are the 
most closely related lo the theme. All 
but (he first treat a single play by 
Shakespeare, selected on no obvious 
principle. There follows, as if tn signal 
a break, a study of masque elements in 
Webster; the last two essays (printed in 
the reverse order from that suggested 
in the blurb and Introduction) return 
to Shakespeare. They link with the 
dssav on Webster rather than with the 
earlier part of the volume: one is 
concerned with Shakespeare's attitude 
to chivalry, particularly in Troilus and 
Cressidcr, the other considers, Henry 
VIII as a masque of state. Most of the 
essays have already ' appeared else- 
where, some of them in volumes not 
easily accessible to English readers. 

Professor Berry draws on the history 
of the plays' presentation on the stage, 
mainly to audiences of our own time. 
Quite properly, he- is not prepared to

63-4); he .supports Slinkespcarc's au- 
thorship of the Stanley epitaphs attri- 
buted to him in the I7lh century (pp 
77-83); he raises nanin the question of 
Shnkespcare 's religion (pp 114-25).

E crsunsivc if Honigmann were not 
ampered by his own unorthodox 
beliefs about the dntc and source of 
King John. Moreover, it seems ex- 
traordinary that he neglects even to 
mention the fact that Falsiaff was 
originally called “Oldcusilc", nnd that 
the name was censored because of 
objections to Shakespeare's irreverent 
portrayal of that “Protestant martyr". 

Is it entirely accidental that, in the 
most serious intrusion of censorship in 
the canon, Shakespeare got into trou- 
ble for apparently being - in Eli- 
zabethan terms - a religious reaction • 
ary? And why do all modern editors 
and critics prefer the censored version 
of 1 Henry IV? As always, issues ol 
interpretation are also issues of textual 
criticism. 


island of The Tempest as a metaphor 
for the stage, with the audience as the 
surrounding sea.

The essay on Twelfth Night re- 
examines the vexed question of the 
audience’s attitude to Malvoiio in the 
later part of the play with, once again, 
a worried concern for moral issues’ 
There are strikingly perceptive re- 
marks.- "It is fairly easy to play the 
Malvoiio of the first few scenes; it is 
fairly easy to play the Malvoiio of the 
latbf SCtttesf-lt'lS difficult to knit the 


two halves into a whole, which is one 
reason why Malvoiio is a star part.” As 
m his essay on The Merchant of Venice, 
Bercy sees Shakespeare aiming to 
disturb rather than soothe his audi- 
ence. Emphasizing the word “pack" 
In Malvolio's parting shot - “I'll be 
revenged on the whole pack of you" - 
he suggests that ft would have re- 
minded^ spectators at the Globe of 
bear-baiting, and that they would have 
seen Malvoiio momentarily as the 
tormented bear and themselves as its 
tormentors. The play's “ultimate 
effect", he deduces, “is to make the 
audience ashamed of itself. It is a 
remark such as may disturb a lecture 
audience; it makes a fine, if slightly 

K ortentous, end to the essay; but 
lalvolio's words are not the last words 
of the play, and Professor Berry may 
be projecting modern attitudes to 
animal suffering on to Elizabethan 
audiences. 

The remaining essays consider The 
Comedy of Errors and Julius Caesar 
with a similar mixture of sound scho- 
larship, intelligent, if subjective, close 
examination of the texts, and proper 
concern for the relationship of text and 
audience.

The Oxford Companion to English

First published in 1932, the Oxford 
Companion has been revised several 
limes - most recently in 1967 - yet 
always hitherto retained the unmistak- 
able stamp and character of its original 
compiler. Sir Paul Harvey. That char- 


compiler, Sir Paul Harvey. That char- 
acter was described by Anthony 
Burgess as a “cosy, dated, lobacco- 
smelling, wom-lcather bookishness". 
Harvey s Companion exuded an Aufo- 
lycun charm and was animated by a 
felicitous spirit uf donnish serendipity. 
Reading any page of that work was like 
browsing through the dusty corners of 
some attic library, as one was trans- 
ported by the picaresque accidents of 
alphabet from Hackney to Hacmus 
(the mountainous borders of Thrace), 
or from Habeas Corpus to Hades. 
Alas, none of these by-ways is re- 
corded in Margaret D rubble's new 
Companion, whicii is the first com- 
plete revision and reorganization of 
the whole work. This Companion is 
significantly different in character 
from its predecessor. As Ms Drabble 
confesses in her Preface , “its scope is in 
some respects narrower than Har- 
vey's". Gone are the references to 
pieces of eight or the Cinque ports, 
replaced by discussions of critical 
theory and practice. These changes, 
Ms Drabble argues, reflect “the in- 
creasing specialization and profes- 
sionalisation of English studies". In 
place of Harvey's cosy, dated, bookish 
amateur, with his nead filled with 
classical myths and proverbial lore, 
this new Companion is a smart young 


professional academic, well -versed in 
all the latest movements, theories and 
"-isms". Indeed “-isms", from Marx- 
ism to Modernism, and from .Structural- 
ism to Surrealism, figure prominently in 
this work, and critics arc accorded a 
correspondingly greater significance 
than in Harvey's work. 

Yet the style nf this work is not 
entirely changed. For one thing, this 
new Companion is slill a first-rate 
story-teller, and its excellent plot- 
summaries continue to offer more tales 
than Schcherczade. Many of these 
summaries in fact derive from Harvey 
whose particular devotion to Walter 
Scott, though it caused Ms Drabble 
some heart-searching, at last defeated 
her efforts at rc-consiruction. “It 
would have seemed a kind of vandal- 
ism to oust entries of such quality, and 
here they remain, a monument to 
Scott, to Harvey’s admiration or Scot I. 
nnd to the history of the novel”, she 
writes. 

As u nnc-vo]ume thesaurus, defin- 
ing and describing the English literary 
canon, this Companion is an invalu- 
able work of reference, fur excelling 
the ill-fated Cambridge Guide to En- 

f lish Literature launched two years ago 
ut subsequently withdrawn for a 
complete overhaul following a barrage 
of hostile criticism.

The Profession of Player In 
Shakespeare's Time, 1590-1642. By

“Actor" or “player"? "Player”, says G 
E Bentley: that was the standard 
professional usage in Shakespeare's 
day, and the one found in law-suits and 
parish registers. “Actor” came via the 
printer, and evidently coded profes- 
sional aspirations. The tension be- 
tween “player” (Old English, familiar, 
perhaps with a trace of condescension) 
and A actor" (Latin, dignified, up- 
market) is the underlying theme of 
Bentley's magisterial survey of acting 
in Shakespeare's day. 

The status of the profession rose 
notably in the decades before the 
.closing of the theatres in 1642. Ben 
Jonson's Folio (1616) registered the 
new standing: he listed principal cast- 
ings for all nine of his plays, as 
“Comoedians” or “Tragcedians . That 
was a handsome acknowledgement of 
partnership in a great collaboration. 
And It identified some of the most 
respected actors of the day. Who were 
these people? 

“Sharers” was the category to which 
all successful players belonged. There 
was no London guild of actors to 
organize admissions, discriminations, 
rewards. A “sharer” was a leading 
player in a company, a “fellow”; he 
received not a weekly wage, but a 
share In the receipts of each perform- 
ance. There might be a dozen or more 
sharers in a company; to become one 
signalled standing, income, relative 
security.

The entry for 
John Clnrc is three limes ils former 
length, and concludes “Clare is now 
recognized as a poet of grcnt t ruth and

tiHve been considerably enlarged to fill 
the space vacated by Hackney and 
Hades. By contrast, the entry on Swift 
is almost unaltered, save for the con- 
clusion, where Harvey's judgement 
that Swift's ferocity was “the result of 
noble qualities soured by hard experi- 
ence" is replaced by a statement of 
Swift's “sanity, vigour and satirical 
inventiveness .

In seven short paragraphs. Woods 
makes pertinent comments on water 
and its depiction, a few gems to get any 
willing student thinking along the right 
lines. Painting and Drawing Water by 
Norman Battershill throws little more 
light on this subject in 143 pages. To be 
fair, the text is interspersed with good 
monochrome and colour reproduc- 
tions of the author's eclectic paintings, 
some of which have their virtures.

rive in Art - Batsford - this book is also 
based on sound principles. It in- 
cludes historical references and a 
very useful list of further reading. 
However, the overall appeal is com- 
promised by a somewhat pedestrian 
presentation and insipid monochrome 
reproductions. In lhe final analysis 
this hardback is left to appeal to art 
teachers looking to structure exercises 
and curricula for secondary schools 
and preparatory level college courses.

Problems in comprehension often 
occur when questions seem merely to 
require a cursory glanee at words wilh 
a calculated guess at information 
needed; consequently answers tend to 
demonstrate an ability to find the 
appropriate “chunk" rather than re- 
veal a real understanding of reading 
matter. The first two books in John 
Foster's Comprehension course for 11 
to 13-year : olds (the third is to be 
published in September) attempt to 
encourage thought by asking pupils lo 
reflect before writing as opposed to 
regurgitating meaningless words. 

The books are similar in presenta- 
tion: shbrt passages followed cither by 
an exercise testing basic reading and 
comprehension skills where “under- 
standing” is Mr Foster’s key word, or 
by the sometimes awkward "cloze" 
procedure whereby a number of words 
arc omitted in extracts so that the most 
apt choice of vocabulary can be in- 
serted. Extracts range across fictional 
adventure stories, poems, articles and 
encyclopedia-drawn information. 
Pupils arc thus guided through diffe- 
rent styles of writing and new terminol- 
ogy wit h helpful pointers for dictionary 
use whether the topic be snakes or 
smugglers. Similarly, summary work is 
introduced; whether considering the 
most useful facts from data about 
women aviators or writing a holiday 
brochure for Jamaica, they sharpen 
skills through enjoyment. 

The best ideas occur in the “Further 
Activities” sections geared for mixed 
ability work- appreciating the import- 
ance of planning ns pupils re-organize 
paragraphs from n book into a logical 
sequence, devising “fun” tests on pas- 
sages from owls to UFOs, using 
themes from the original comprehen- 
sion exercise for personal writing or 
discussion. 

These hooks lend themselves to 
individualized work or mixed groups 
and are handy to have around to make 
the comprehension side of English that 
little bit less dry.

N ormally I would noi feel 
competent lo enter the de- 
bate about “good" and "bad" 
teachers but it just so hap- 
pened that shortly after Sir Keith 
Joseph's recent remarks thereon I 
began to judge a children's writing 
competition. This was my first experi- 
ence of children's writing, and reading 
my wuy through some thousand-odd 
stories has given me some insights - I 
hope pertinent - into lhe stnndurd of 
English heing taught in our schools. 

Of course a competition run by one 
of the leading high street hanks cannot 
provide a representative sample of 
British school work and I know nothing 
at all about the enirants' educational 
and social background, though it is 
possible to make a pretty persuasive 
guess in nine eases out of ten. Geog- 
raphically. though, the “sample" was 



wide enough to he considered compre- 
hensive and the age range - 8 to 17 - 
provided “evidence” of both primary 


and secondary English teaching. 

I had set the competition ns well as 
heing its sole judge. I did so in my 
capacity as a writer of “thrillers" nnd in 
response to requests from children, via 
their club magazine, for such a com- 
petition. I provided a scant brief nnd 
offered some general pointers nbout 
characterization, setting and length. 
Tile majority adhered to or incorpo- 
rated the brief ingeniously, though a 
significant number of the undcr-lis 
wrote ubout the prize rather than the 
puzzle implied. 

On reflection, I think the choice of 
genre subject was too ambitious: the 
"thriller" requires powers of logic and 
of psychological insight which arc 
inevitably beyond the grasp of most 
young people but it did provide an 
opportunty for them to exercise their 
relish of blood and bravery and re- 
vealed a strong sense of morality, not 
always as black and white as one might 
expect. 

What struck me first, faced with this 
paper mountain, was the high level of 
inventiveness in presentation. Many 
stories came in smart, pretty, durable 
home-made folders or simulated book 
jackets. Many more were larded with 
bright, apt drawings. This did not, as I 
at first assumed it might, argue a 
greater concern with appearance than 
content. The stories enclosed tended 
to be of an equal standard with those 


Dulan Barber recently set and judged a 
competition for teenage writers. While spelling 
and punctuation were less than wonderful, he 
gave them A for imagination 


that came naked and unadorned. 

Recalling my own untidy school- 
work and looking now at die almost 


indecipherable scrawl that passes for 
my handwriting, 1 am amazed ui the 
exceptionally high standard of neat, 
legible ana attractively individual 


handwriting that emerges from our 
schools. Only one entry gave me a 
legibility problem and that wus due to n 
minuscule and idiosyncratic hand 
rather than anv slovenliness. All this 
suggested to .. a very real sense of 
pndc in and care for the work offered. 

The standard of grammar was excel- 
lent overall. I have only one com- 
plaint: the too frequent substitution of 
* , of” for “have” in phrases like “she 
must have" and “he ought to have”. 
This is obviously a reflection of poor 
speech. 1 remember heated arguments 
with my stepson about it in ihc embers 
of his schooldays. Naively, it never 
occurred to me that he or anyone else 
would write it down. That aside, the 
rules of English grammar were re- 
spected and wielded wilh skill. 

Spelling and punctuation, as in my 
day, were variable. It seems to me that 
the world is divisible into those who 
take to spelling and punctuation like 
ducks to water, almost unthinkingly. 


nnd those for whom both arc an 
irritating, mysterious chore. I know 
many excellent published authors 
whose spelling and grasp of (he semi- 
colon is positively cranky. Neither 
has ever proved a bar to literary 
excellence, nor should they. 


Vocabulary, though, is essential and 
here again I wus delighted by the 
breadth and accuracy of the words 


known and chosen by these young 
writers. Some, perhaps, tended to he a 
little bit in love with adverbs and 
adjectives, but what a healthy “fault” 
that is. Time and again one could see 
the mind straining fur synonyms, 
showing an awareness that repetition 
leads to boredom and an almost pro- 
fessional pleasure in finding the word 
that most richly conveyed an action, 
stance or tone of voice. 

Plots, however, were less striking. 
This, of course, did not surprise me. 
Every professional writer knows how 
difficult it is to come up with the 
original twist, the fresh chain of 
events. What 1 had not expected was 
that the Fnmous Five would still hold 
sway over so many young imagina- 
tions. The plethora of secret tunnels, 
unlikely caves and distinctly Thirties- 


Mylv vill.iinv islostiimeiil l*i the abiding 
if 'controversial influence of Enid Ulv- 
t«»ri. One thing is different, though, 
nnd a true sign of lhe limes. Today the 
cunlriihnrid lends to be drugs rat tier 
than diamonds or secret plans. Drug 
abuse, however, is universally con- 
demned and pushers shown no mercy. 

T.ilcnt and imagination there were in 
plenty. An acutely- observed pastiche 
of the country house mystery, peopled 
with marvellous, endlessly chattering 
middlc-ngcd ladies, rubbed paper 
shoulders wilh a sad, compassionate 
Nile of an old man hounded from a 
caravan site for the crimes of growing 
old and being imaginative. There was 
nn eloquent threnody for the cud of 
childhood (written by a 13-year-old!) 
that was genuinely moving, alongside u 
racy evocation of a world bounded by 
the Sun and the belting shop. Faust's 
timeless pact with the Devil appeared 
in several fresh, computerized dis- 
guises and one hoy entered, with 
chilling effect, the guilty mind of a 
murderer. And there was humour, 
both black and jolly, even a few shafts 
of real wit. 

No problem, then, in finding lb 
outright winners but a considerable 
one in deciding between the border- 
lines of good nnd almost good, second 
nnd third. Being n writer, imagination 
wus wlint tipped the balance every time 
for me. unu whatever else is happening 
in our schools, there is no stifling of 
original thought. Nor can any teacher 
in tne world give a child ihul quality of 
imnginntion which makes a piece of 
creative writing leap off the page and 
haunt the reader's own imagination. 
Those who have it certainly know how 
to express it. 

Perhaps this personally heartening 
and thoroughly enjoyable experience 
docs not make me competent to enter 
the debate after all. 1 know there is 
nothing hcTc that teachers won’t find 
obvious and self-evident, but does Sir 
Keith know it? While he is exercising 
his excellent brain to devise schemes 
for measuring the effectiveness of 
teachers (a task that would defy, 1 
reckon, the combined puzzle-making 
and unravelling talents of Agatha 
Christie. Ruth Rcndcli ct al) 1 hope he 
will take it from a professional writCT 
that English is being taught as well as it 
ever was at my grammar school and in 
many cases even belter.

The Northern counties of England 
have contributed richly to the Schools 
Proms over the years, and it is very 
proper, therefore. Mint there should be 
this year a Schools Prom North. Not 
that all the groups are local, indeed the 
opening items on the first night were 
played by the Kent Schools Symphonic 
Wind Band. They produced the au- 
thentic band sound - sonorous but with 
both a cutting edge and an overlying 
filigree of decoration. I particularly 
enjoyed their confident performance 
of Alan Street's atmospheric and diffi- 
cult "Nott'num Town . 

By contrast, we then had Flat Pavan 
from Glasgow who gave us the small 
scale sounds of the 16th century. Their 
demonstration of the blend of voices 
and recorders was especially ravishing. 

Huddersfield Technical College 
Brass Band was joined by Don Lusher 
for a performance of his own entertain- 
ing “Cameo for Trombone" - Ihc kind 
of partnership which is a welcome 
feature of the Schools Proms. The 
band finished their spot by demon- 
strating yet again that in the brass band 
world vulgarity is never far away. They 
played at us a very flashy arrangement 
of Bach’s D minor Toccatn, complete 
with tubular bells. Not that I am at all 
opposed to vulgarity. All I ask is that it 
be unashamed and comprehensive. I 
was not disappointed. 

The Frotlsnam Gamclan Orchestra 
-traditional Javanese music nnd dance 
in the heart of Cheshire - had lo be 
experienced for 1 cannot describe it 
except to say that it is worth travelling 
many miles to see and that 1 .find it 
intensely moving.

/, Bertolt Brecht is a bit like a grand 
tour of the sights and sounds of BB on 
jet-propelled roller skates. Nut that 
the lour performers (three men arid a 
woman) rush through any of their 
contributions to this latest of the 
Naiionarseducationprogramnics.il is 
just so packed with ideas, facts and 
examples of his work - poems, songs, 
snatches of plays - that one is left 
breathless. 

For the initiate, the pace doesn't 
matrer a bit. It is in tended, after all, for 
A level theatre studies students, a 
sell-out audience of whom were held 
for every second at the Bloomsbury 
Theatre last week. They were taken at 
a lick from Brecht's early life in 
Augsburg, through his journalistic ex- 
perience, the beginnings of profession- 
al recognition, lus flight from Hiller (as 
a cninniuni.Ni married to a Jew he had 
everything to fear for himself and his 
family), his life in America and the 
triumphant establishment, with his 
wife Helena Weigel, of the Berliner 
Ensemble after the war. Brecht's own 
words arc used as far ns possible as well 
as extracts from some or his best- 
known plays; Baal, The Threepenny 
Opera, The Resistible Rise of Arturo 
In, Mother Courage nnd The Cauca- 
sian Chalk Circle. On the whole, the 
extracts arc well chosen, the sequence 
in which Ui is instructed in public 
speaking for the purpose of swaying 
crowds and ends up like a caricature 
Hitler being as enjoyable as usual. A 
few moments from a play can, howev- 
er. give only a flavour and the sections 
from Chalk Circle and Courage, while 
showing dearly some of Brecht’s in- 
tentions (there were careful pointers as 
to what to look for), couldn't bu^bc 
frustrating for lhe audience. _ 
"Alienation”, so often misunder- 
stood, is explained, using Brecht's 
own words, as clearly as I've heard it 
done. Back projections show photo- 
graphs and label scenes in acknow- 
ledged Brccluian fashion. Proper 
attention is given throughout to 
Brecht’s Marxism and and dose con- 
nection between his political pliiloso- 
*■ and his work. But there isn’t room 


half. The Schools Proms and associ- 
ated events have thrown up a wealth of 
good youth inzz bands and this one .Is 
fairly typical - very instant In appeal, 
swinging like mad, nnd perhaps just a 
little unadvent urous ~ though the wild- 
ly enthusiastic audience would lynch 
me for saying so. 

Phoenix, a group af four young 
women from Barrow sixth form col- 
lege are something rather special. 
They perform modern folk and similar 
songs with nnd without guitar accom- 
paniment. Their repetoire is imagina- 
tive, the arrangements are musical and 
their technique is os near flawless as 
makes no difference. 

As is traditional, the Schools Prom 
finished with n county youth orchestra, 
in this instance from Cleveland. They 
gave an entirely professional rendering 
of Massanct’s Suite for Orchestra No 4 
before Peter Haughton surrendered 
his baton to Anthony Hopkins for the 
final “Land of Hope and Glory" 
junketting. A lovely evening - but 
where were the people of Manchester?

Ashby St Ledger, the widely- 
acclaimed novelist, died this week. 

Reviewers could not praise his 43 
novels too highly: indeed if Mr St 
Ledger perceived a note of criticism in 
their judgement, he wrote to correct it, 
building up over the years an immense 
(and meticulously catalogued) corres- 
pondence. No detail was too small to 
escape his censure: friends recall a 
correspondence lasting 12 years with 
the TLS over the unfortunate position- 
ing of a reviewer's parenthesis, a 
correspondence only ended by the 
premature demise of the reviewer. 

It was his proud boastthat he “drew 
from life", and that he “spared neither 
friend nor foe" in his pages.

The death of Lt General Boothby 
Jacks severs the last link with Chur- 
chill's "Halfwits", n term he affec- 
tionately bestowed on soldiers whose 
energy sometimes exceeded their 
strategic foresight. Commissioned in 
1915, ne was one of the few serving 
officers who retained their faith in the 
effectiveness of the cavalry charge in 
trench warfare. His book. The Somme: 
A Cavalry Action Lost, remains an 
interesting if individual view of that 
battle. 

A soldier with few pretensions io 
intellectualism, his understanding of 
the 1939-45 conflict was confused by 
the changed role of his former allies - 
the Italians. 

His subsequent position as Com- 
mander of the South-Eastern Home 
Guard was distinguished by bluff 
good humour and unrelenting atten- 
tion to the importance of bayonet drill. 
He was made a Freeman of East- 
bourne in 1952 and was never known 
to miss a regimental reunion.

On the march 

John Steers on the postive trends in art education 


Art, craft and design teachers (for 
convenience I will retcr lo them simply 
as art teachers), are not renowned for’ 
their optimism, and most believe their 
subject to be constantly under attack 
ana in decline. The result is often n 
retrenched stance that docs little to 
promote the curriculum area to which 
many of them have a deep personal 
commitment. 

Certainly there is much anecdotal 
evidence that the cutbacks throughout 
education are affecting art depart- 
ments first and foremost. No doubt we 
arc facing, or perhaps are in the middle 
of, a period of rapid change, but it is too 
easy to assume that all such change will 
necessarily be for the worse. The 
current staffroom gloom, justified in 
many ways, does obscure some very 
positive trends and developments in 
art education. 

First, it is a fact that art, craft and 
design is an increasingly popular area 
of study in secondary schools. In the 
fourth and fifth years where it is 
normally an optional study, the take- 
up has recently increased from some 33 
per cent of the age group to nearly 46 
per cent. Acordmg. to HMI, 300,000 
pupils take public examinations at 
16-plus each year. Entries arc equally 
buoyant to further and higher educa- 
tion - some 20,000 students entered 
non-advanced courses over the last 
two years. In the same period a roun d 

5.000 students have entered BTEC 
advanced level courses in Art and 
Design and over the last three years 

16.000 have entered degree courses. 
Furthermore, Peter Brooke, Minister 
of State at the DES and Chairman of 
the NAB Board, has publicly stated 
that art and design does not face cuts 
that are greater than in other areas of 
advanced further education. At the 
Association of Art 'Institutions confer- 
ence in November 1984 he said, . . 
had the NAB Art and Design Working 
Group's proposal for course closures 
been accepted by the board there 
would not nave been a loss of student 
places to the art and design sector. 
Numbers would have been used either 
to build up existing courses or to allow 
for new initiatives*. The Minister went 
on to say very confidently ‘‘Art and 
Design Is on the march” - a slogan art 
teachers would do well to adopt. 


oportunities for art and design to make 
a significant input and, in doing so, 
extend the influence of the subject by 
emphasizing vocationally relevant 
aspects of the subject to young people 
who might otherwise have ceased to 
have contact with it. Nevertheless, 1 do 
not believe that art teachers should 
over-emphasize the roles of “design” 
and “vocational studies”; there are 
vitally important aspects of the subject 
that have little to do with either. The 
new elements, however important, 
must not be allowed to distort the 
curriculum balance. The “design 
educalion/vocalional training” fledg- 
ling may become the cuckoo in the nest 
that crowds out the crucially important 
expressive elements. 

Perhaps it would help art teachers to 
promote their subject if they were 
aware of the support coming from the 
direction that many of them least 
expect. I recently hBd the opportunity 
to question Sir Keith Joseph about 
Government support for a concept of 
design across the curriculum in which it 
was recognized that the interrelated 


I would certainly support the con- 
cept of design across the curricu- 
lum, many subjects can and do 
contribute towards design aware- 
ness in general educations. But in 
so far as both art and design and 
CDT are directly concerned with 
the process and practice of design 
they clearly have a particularly 
significant role. I would also agree 
that it is important lo see design as 
an holistic experienced. There may 
be a bias iu terms of the visual/ 
tactile at one end of the design 
range and the ergonomic/lechnoto- 
gjcal at the other but they are both 
part of the same continuum. The 
aim must be to avoid fragmentation 
of design between competing sub- 
ject interests, lt is important tor art 
and design and CDT staff in schools 
to work more closely together, to 
identify the core concepts, skills, 
knowledge and attitudes related to 
design capability and to devise 
approriate courses.

There is further cause for optimism 
in the implicit recognition by Govern- 
ment that art an design can make a 
contribution to the nation's economy, 
that is at least as important as that 
made by CDT, There are ar t teachers 
whh look atthetay,CDT fi£s pro£' 


pered by promoting the economic 
arguments for its existence and who 
then rush to jump on the same band- 
wagon. Fortunately, muny have a 
more balanced view and once again 
support comes from the same unlikely 
source. 

In July 1984, in a speech lo the 
British Academy, the Secretary of 
State had this to say about higher 
education, but surely it is equally valid 
for general education: 

The culturally important aspects of 
higher education equally provide a 

e ublic benefit. They contribute 
oth to the refinement and trans- 
mission of the grent moral, social 
and scientific ideas, and to the 
sharpening of the intellect; and 
they can thereby help significantly 
to maintain our liberal society by 
sustaining our Intellectual nnd mor- 
al standards. This is a benefit of 
inestimable worth. 

But it was not unqualified support; 
Sir Keith went on to offer a challenge. 
He said that the Government was 
justified in using public funds to sup- 
port these aspects of education “but 
only where the standards arc suffi- 
ciently high to make the cultural 
advantage real”. Art, craft and design 
in our classrooms really must contri- 
bute to “the sharpening of the intel- 
lect” if -it Is to justify its place in the 
cuTTiculum on cultural grounds. 

Art and design offers the vital 
educational value of direct experience. 
Opportunities for observation and re- 
cording are crucial to human develop- 
ment not only as a means of investigat- 
ing and understanding the world but as 
indispensable tools for use throughout 
the curriculum. The subject provides 
an essential introduction to the world 
or work and economic necessity by 
offering the opportunity to make 
things and so to create value where 
formerly there was none. Not least the 
subject provides a means of educating 
children to make judgements - judge- 
ments about degrees of quality or 
utility, for example, rather than the 
“right" or “wrong” emphasis that 
permeates much of school life and is so 
unlike adult life. 

In this country, we may or may not 
have the best art education system in 
the world but it is a fact that art, craft 
and design are more firmly established 
in the curriculum here than elsewhere. 
There is no need to be defensive. 
Standards can be improved but not 
because they are poor now or because 
they are in marked decline. It is 
necessary to grasp the initiative and 
make it quite clear, in rational and 
unemotional terms, what the subject 
has to offer. But aft teachers must, 
ensure that they really are delivering 
what they say, that they can provide a 
balanced, broad and relevant curricu- 
lum in art, craft and design.

An indispensable ingredient 

Andrew Fairbairn on the need for Art and Design in the primary classroom 


Reasons why art nnd design, music, 
dance and drama should be an integral 

C art of the citizen's education have 
een deduced and advocated since the 
Anqjenl Greeks. Indeed it has prob- 
ably been only since the beginning of 
compulsory school education in west- 
ern Europe and North America at the 
end of the 19th century, with the 
declared objective of making whole 
nation states lilernte and numerate, 
that the evolution of a curriculum 
suitably balanced to meet the develop- 
mental needs of the child and young 
person at the various stages orcompuf- 
sory education has become so intense - 
and at times unbalanced. Argument on 
the balanced curriculum continues in 
slightly more favourable circum- 
stances since the issue of the myopic 
Green Paper following Callaghan’s 
Ruskin College speech in 1976 - no 
mention of the arts, let alone nrt and 
design, was made in the Green Paper! 

Listen to this short Socratic dialogue 
in Plato's Republic - 
“Right spcecn then and rightness of 
harmony and form and rhythm minis- 
ter to goodness of nature?” 

“Most certainly" he said. 

“Must not these qualities then be 
everywhere pursued by the voung. . , 
if they arc to do their own business?" 
“Pursued certainly - Now painting is 1 
suppose full of them (those qualities 


suppose full of them (those qualities 
which are partly ethical, partly aesthe- 
tic) and all handicrafts. . . For in all 
these rightness or wrongness of form is 
inherent. And wrongness of form, and 
the lack of rhythm, the lack of har- 
mony are fraternal to faultiness of 
mind and character". 

One can trace this wisdom of the 
ages right through to the present day 
Earlier this century in The Natural 
Form of Education Herbert Read 
inveighed against the tendency (I 
would call it the cloven hoof!) 
amongst schools and educators to 
confuse the values of art and mecha- 
nical construction’'. There is a real 
danger now in the promotion of Craft, 
Design and Technology (CDT) by the 
government that as Herbert Read 
went on to say “the distinction merely 
reflects the ‘split* nature of ourciviliza- 
Uon, a civilization which can complete- 
ly tolerate that divorce between form 
and function, work and leisure, art and 
industry, which is basically the divorce 
between mind and matter, between 
the individual and the collective 
aspects of consciousness. But without 
entering into these wider speculations, 
it should be evident to any observer, 
that the child who is drawing or 
painting a free representation of its 
feelings or ideas is engaged in one form 
of mental activity, and that a child 
engaged in measuring and cutting 
lengths of wood qr pieces of cloth and 
joining them together may be engaged 
in a totally different mental activity. . . 
There must be instinctive realization of 
the fact that beauty and utility, each in 
its highest degree, cannot be conceived 
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physical, mental, aesthetic, aptitudinul 
and spiritual growth; his feelings, atti- 
tudes and relationships: his character 
and personality. Noonc, teacher or 

K irent, is likely to dispute this. 

owever, the ORACLE survey of 
1981 nnd the 1984 research of Joan 
Barker Limn for the NFER confirms 
that 70 ner cent of the primary sclioul 
day is devoted to language and num- 
ber, 10 per cent to art and craft mid 20 
per cent to “General Studies" - this is 
the effect the Green Paper of 1976 and 
subsequent statements by Secretaries 
of State for Education and Science nnd 
the DES have had on schools until 
recently. This calculated philistine 
approach of politicians seeking a con- 
venient scapegoat for national econo- 
mic and social decline since the nil 
crisis of the early 70s will have a lot to 
answer for in the young people whose 
education was emotionally nnd aesthe- 
tically starved let alone unbalanced. 
There are plenty of adolescents in our 
young offenders centres today who 
have never heard of Julius Caesar, 
Shakespeare or Churchill, who think 
art sissy, and who have been totally 
turned off by their educational experi- 
ence - bored out of their minds - 
because the curriculum has been too 
academic, too unbalanced, and there- 
fore irrelevant to them. 

Fortunately the nursery school and 
the primary school still do not, gener- 
ally, have “time-tables" in the secon- 
dary school sense. Primary schools 
organize the school day so as to be able 

“i?, J « e ^ onccrned with thc whole 
c ™j d ■ Thus teachers can observe a 
child s excitement in discovery and 
learning and his willingness to perse- 
vere with even an arduous task if he is 
personally involved. Natural creativity 
is released when allowed freedom of 
expression. Subjects and interests be- 
come quite naturally integrated when 
children work out their individual 
ideas. I have certainly noticed that 
schools who plan a challenging, in- 
teresting ana attractive classroom/ 
school environment greatly enhance 
the standard and output of the lan- 
guage and number (academic) work. 

Again my observation in primary 
classrooms over theyearsindicateslhat 
the academic child enhances his im- 
aginative work in language and num- 
ber if encouraged to illustrate it or 
solve problems requiring the measur- 
ing, cutting or shaping ofmatcrials like 
wood, day, sand or water. The same 
goes for the apparently non-academic 
who can often be encouraged to 
express his innate aptitudinal and 
manipulative abilities in word and 
number if encouraged so to do and 
given reasons why this is important. 

So the wider development of a 
child s aesthetic, emotional arid aptitu- 
dinal sensibilities and skills is essential 
if we are to help young people develop 
into more complete and responsible 
citizens. But we must also help them 
on the way by providing a school 
mrnnmeqL which is aesthetically 


improvement architecturally on mixi

ter Gropius schools in Cam- 
bridgeshire. But their decoration, 
embellishment , furnishing and interior 
design has left much to be desired. Itfe 
important for a county education 
department to work closely with (lit 
County Architect, not just on ne* 
schools but also in working out a plan 
fur schools to take an active part it 
choosing room/hnll colour schema 
when the lime for redccoration ar- 
rives. Many u good school is spoilt by 
hideous, scratched and soiled dcsksm 
tables, inappropriate lighting or ll* 
loading of (lie hull walls with n plcthon 
of knobs, extrusions, apparatus hinges 
ami thc like, without any concern Tor 



anti me line, without any concern iot 
thc look and aesthetic of thc place, lei 
alone leaving space for a large original 
painting. Children's work nnd l heir ait 
should be on display constantly anil 
frequently changed. Original works of 
nrl such as paintings, limited edition 
prints, textiles nnd embroideries, cera- 
mics and so on should be distributed 
widely throughout schools - almosi a* 
a mutter of course. Appreciation of the 
work of living artists will be more 
widespread ir their work circulates 
through, or is purchased, via a county 
collection of works of art or via an 
annual sale initiated by the educaitoe 
authority. Decoration and embellish- 
ment help to create an ambience in 
which creativity and imagination can 
be stimulated m the primary school 
child. Thc daily assembly provides a 
marvellous opportunity for combining 
all the arts, or groups of them, with a 
time for reflection and things of the 
spirit. 1 As Bryan Robertson said suc- 
cinctly in his 1968 introduction m 
“Growing up with Art”, 
Whitechapel Gallery’s exhibition oi. 
the Leicestershire Collection of works 

of art for schools and colleges -"Art id 
reality is the most direct and pot# 1 
expression of the human spirit: not to 
recognize its force, let alone Its charac- 
ter, through inability to speak or 
understand its language, is national 
suicide”. And the pre-school and prim- 
ary school ages arc the best limes to 
introduce our young citizens to con- 
temporary art - in tnclr schools, and 
not stored away in galleries for pawn* 
contemplation. Art in the pnmw 
school is not jiist icing on the basics 
cake, it is an indispensable ingredient 
in thc recipe for the development oi 
civilized man and woman.

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L ooking at the art work of a 
number nf primary schools it 
is possible to say that nearly 
all arc attractive places with 
much visual material on show, thc 
majority of which is produced by the 
children, either individually or col- 
laboralivcly. Many schools also have 
objects on display: vases, bottles, 
natural objects, typewriters, musical 
instruments, museum loans and so on, 
attractively exhibited either as re- 
sources for drawings or because they 
are intrinsically of visual interest. 
However, when summarizing such 
primary school art three main features 
emerge. 

First, how much of the children's 
work is two-dimensional? Almost all 
the pictures arc cither painted and/or 
drawn. It is rare to encounter pottery, 
plasticine is not in evidence after the 
age of six. there are few mobiles and 
models are notnhlc only because of 
their “special project” status rather 
than for their common relevance and 
utility. Second, drawing is predomi- 
nantly based on direct observation, 
although sometimes children attempt 
or arc required to draw "out of their 
heads”. Third, the displays of visual 
mutcrial which are not produced by 



quitous Argus posters with captions, to 
isolated, lonely and fading prints of 
pictures by a famous-name-artist, to 
rather out-dated scenes of British 
culture (where British means white, 
Anglo Saxon), to quality selections of 
photographs, prints, and realia. 

This situation perhaps developed 
out of the issues focusecf on at the end 
of the 1970s. The HMI Primary Survey 
(1978) said that more observational 
work should be attempted. The 
Schools Council Occasional Bulletins 
(Art 7-11 and Resources for Visual 
Education 7-13; 1978 and 1981 respec- 
tively) provided useful and timely 
insights for developing observational 
drawing and this was further supported 
by some l.e.a. initiatives (as in Somer- 
set, Suffolk and Lancashire). As a 
result of these contributions it is possi- 
ble to speculate that observational 
drawing and related display have been 
emphasized while other aspects of 
drawing have been given less consid- 
eration. 

Of course, observational drawing is 
an appropriate activity and a necessary 
ingredient to primary school art and 
learning. The kinds of processes and 
products children are involved in are 
worthwhile and valuable. It is also 
encouraging to see so much observa- 
tional work now taking place demon- 
strating how responsive teachers have 
been to the comments of HMI and 
others. But is observational drawing 
sufficient? Neither HMI nor the 
School Council documents thought so. 
Perhaps schools can now build on this 
to develop other related and challeng- 
ing activities. Observational drawingls 
just one item on the agenda of primary 
school art. Of the many other Items 
that could be listed the following are 
suggested as extensions of existing 
practice. 

First, there is the preoccupation 
With two-dimensional representation. 
Having established the skill of translat-

ing three-dimensional objects into 
two-dimensional terms, there is a place 
for taking this further. It is. of course, 
the ever present challenge for painters 
to represent their environments in 
two-dimensional ways. It is also a 
challenge for designers to realize their 
sketches, plans and ideas in three- 
dimensional models, mock-ups or pro- 
ducts. We may be approaching the 
moment when the complementary 
skills of analysing, expressing and 
communicating with pencil, market 
and brush are further utilized so thal 


children not only represent their en- 
vironments, but begin to redesign, and 
reorganize them. Children could be 


encouraged to “think with their pen- 
cils”, to solve problems through draw- 
ings and then take these drawings n< 
the plans for three-dimensional pro- 
jects and products. In such a waj 
primary schools would be working in 
ways similar to CDT activities, and if 
teachers think this is too daunting they 
need only look at such things as Lego 
and construction kits to accept that 
children (alas, mostly boys!) are able 
to work in this way. 

Second, there is the need for more 
three-dimensional work in general. 
Opportunities to handle material tend 
to halt after paint, brushes, pencils, 
markers and paper. If Lowenfeld's 
notion of two creative types of express- 
ion is valid, one being the visual type, 


the other the haptic type, then possibly 
schools are currently catering only for 
the visuals and thc haplics, who are 
aware of kinesthetic and tactile qual- 
ities, may be disadvantaged. 

Third, children today experience a 
tremendous range of sophisticated and 
powerful images. Our contemporary 
technological culture bombards us 
with images both exciting, and banal. 
Advertisements, television, _ video, 
magazines, computers, comics and 
books are not only the medium of the 
image, but the message as well. Do 
schools reflect this? Are schools edu- 
cating children to critically preceive 
this imagery? Implicit to such ques- 
tions is the belief that schools should. 
Schools do need to help children to 
come to know that there are many 
ways of seeing - from Rembrandt to 
Saatcbi and Saatchi. That there are 
differences between primary percep- 
tion, what thc individual sees when 
they look at a natural landscape, and 
secondary perception, what the specta- 
tor sees when they look at a landscape 
painted by Van Gogh, or videoed to 
accompany a Culture Club hit record, 
or a landscape which is juxtaposed to a 
Marlboro cigarette packet. The skills 


this context. Children could design 
their own adverts to learn metaphor 
and symbolism. And should not chil- 
dren be exploring Polaroid images. 
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cameras, and video equipment to 
understand the tunnel vision of thc 
lens? . 

Fourth, the nature of displays in 
schools needs to be reconsidered. 
Drapes and dried flowers are only one 
tactic. The availability of posters, 
reproductions, and magazines which 
contain valuable stimuli could be more 
readily utilized so thal children could 
examine, criticize and replicate them. 
As for those schools which fail to 
exhibit a sense of the aesthetic, the 
visual, and the tactile then they are not 
only creating a mismatch between the 
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and that of the child, but are also 
institutionalizing visual sterility at the 
very time when society’s imagery is at a 
new level of enrichment and pervasive- 
ness. 

Drawing in all its forms, Is an 
important concern yet this Is true only 
if we recognize what its purpose is. As 
John Berger wrote: “For the nrtist 
drawing is discovery ... A line, an 
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because it records what you have seen, 
but because if what it will lead you on 
to see”. Using the drawing which is 
now taking place in schools, teachers 
could help children lo see many things;

Craft teaching in schools is compli- 
cated by being taught under three 
different subject headings - Art and 
Design. Home Economics and CDT- 
and within these subjects by teachers 
who have very different views about 
the teaching of craft, even where the 
subjects are grouped together to form 
n Design Faculty. 

In many design departments there 
has been too much emplmsis on trying 
to establish what the crafts have in 
common in relation to some general- 
ized notion of design and to which the 
constituent subjects have to conform. 
It might be more profitable for 
teachers of art, home economics, craft 
and design to focus more on the 
content and context of their leaching 
of the different crafts to establish what 
is taught, through what process and 
what different skills are acquired bv 
using different materials. 

The present emphasis on the classi- 
fication of the crafts by material areas 
undoubtedly leads to much repetition 
both of process and concept in the 
teaching of the crafts. 

Something of the dilemma of class- 
ifying the crafts by their materials can 
be seen when we consider the different 
context within which ceramics may be 
taught, You can teach ceramics on the 
basis of acquiring the skills necessary 
to make such things as thumb pots, coil 
pote, slabbed ware, pressed mould 
dishes etc. It can also be taught as an 
extension of drawing and where chil- 
dren are encouraged to use clay as an 
‘expressive medium, to make three- 
dimensional Images that have personal 
meaning. Clay can be used to explore 
such formal qualities as surface, form, 
pattern and structure, and ceramics 
can also be used in three-dimensional 
problem-solving as In the designing 
and making of clay forms to satisfy 
given functions or requirements. 

■ A similar variety of context can be 
described for any of the familiar ma- 
te™ 1 ® we use in the leaching of the 
crafts in schools. The three dominant 
processes could be described as fol- 
lows: 

Visual Inquiry: where the work in craft 
grows out of an exploration of the 
visual world, either objectively 
through observation of things seen and 
translated Into media, or analytically 
through the visual elements that con- 
tribute to our perception of the world-

Acquisition or skills; where the student 
is taught a number of basic skills or 
processes - which once learnt can be 
applied to the mnking of things. 
Problem solving: where the work in 
craft is determined by problems set or 
defined. These can range across such 
diverse activities as experimenting 
with materials to explore general prin- 
ciples, to work where clear cut prob- 
lems of function arc presented. 

Teachers of craft - whether working 
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content of their work and the context 
within which they leach their craft in 
order to ensure that the best possible 
use is made of that time available, and 
that there is no unnecessary repetition 
of concept and process as the children 
move from one material area to 
another. This careful monitoring is 
even more important in those schools 
where the crafts are timetabled and 
taught through rotational or "circus" 
systems and where during the first two 
years the children may move at half- 
termly intervals from wood to clay to 
metal to fabric etc. 

Just as it is important to recognize 
the different kinds of process that may 
support or generate work in different 
craft areas, it is also necessary to seek 
out what elements are common to 
good craft teaching whatever materials 
are being used. 

E? ‘P cri , e,lce has shown us that the 
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children in secondary schools. 'Hie 
syllabuses of many design departments 
refer to the need for children to 
acquire a basic visual vocabulary which 
may be applied to a variety of materials 
. . . the content of such programmes is 
usually a run through the standard 
visual elements of form, surface, pat- 
tern etc. It has been rather assumed 
that visual concepts such as these can 
be acquired in much the same way as 
basic manual skills, and the rotation 


making in inntcrinis. Children enn use 
and apply these basic visunl skills, but 
only if the acquisition of the visuul 
skins is immediately related to a real 
task. 

Whnt is common to the crafts is n 
concern for the way that craft-making 
grows out of the following process: 

0 Through drawing, an examination 
of that range of visual information 
offered by the natural and man 
made world. 

ii) Through analysis and selection, a 
focusing on those aspects of the 
real world which motivate Hnd 
inspire the individual crafts-person. 
ill) Through the exploration of ma- 
terials, some understanding of how 
they may be used to support the 
making of artefacts (hat have both 
quality and personal meaning. 

What teachers involved in the busi- 
ness of craftsmanship need to explore 
is not what elementary visual and 
making skills the children need to 
acouire before they are allowed to 
make things - but rather those com- 
mon elements of observing, analysing, 
and material manipulation that are 
present in the work of all good 
craftsmen. & 

In theory there should be a better 
working relationship between the 
different craft subjects where they are 
grouped together within a design de- 
partment. In practice it Is as common 
to find good teaching of the crafts and 
reasonable liaison and consultation 
between autonomous departments as 
it is within the more formal srouDinas. 


with the same size groups for the same 
length of time. Tile common pattern of 
the lialf-termly shift from art to pottery 
to wood lo metal to textiles assumes a 
unanimity of working methods across 
materials that simply doesn’t exist: it 
also assumes that all ureas have the 
same value and that the crafts can be 
taught without reference to each other 
as separate pockets of skills. 

This ‘‘democracy'’ of skills has been 
forced upon schools for a variety of 
reasons; the assumption that all tnese 
subjects are practical and creative in 
the same generalized way, as an admi- 
nistrative convenience, as a way of 
meeting the requirements of the S a 
Discrimination Act etc. In many j 
schools it has resulted in teachers 
struggling to pack too much teaching 
into too Tittle time. 

Whatever system a group of craft 
teachers adopt, and with what degree 
of success, tne crucial factor is now 
well these teachers have resolved that 
conflict between the need for children 1 
to have on the one hand a general 
understanding of the principles of 
making and designing, and on tha 
other sufficient time to develop skills 
and confidence to craft with some 
authority. There seems little point In 
children being required to learn low 
level skills in a variety of materials in 
their first two or three years of secon- 
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system used in many departments has 
led to their being taught as discrete 
areas of visual knowledge. Eleven and 


twelve-year-olds are not a particularly 
suitable audience for this kind of work. 
The abstract nature of basic design 
teaching and the assumption that chil- 
dren of this age can make that imellee- 


Much will depend upon whether the 
teachers have moved beyond the sim- 
ple classification of their craft bv 
material labels. 

Similarly, in theory, the block time- 
tabling of the '‘practical" subjects 
together should lead towards a better 
management of the teaching of craft, h 
Is romparatively rare to find those 
subjects concerned using that flexibil- 
>ly that block time-tabling allows: 
establishing lead sessions and team 
teaching, alternating or changing the 
subject emphasis as a programme or 
theme develops, linking areas of work 
alternating groups between teachers as 
new skills and concepts need to be fed 
into a project etc.

range of craft activities. It would seem 
more sensible to accept the fact that 
experience of every material is not 
essential and that more might be 
gained by giving them experiences oi 
some quality in fewer areas. 

If the balance is right - between 
making which is determined by pro - 
cess, visual inquire or problem-solving 
- between materials which are either 
resistant or plastic, then craftsmanship 
is more likely to flourish where the 
children have been given the skills ana 
confidence to operate well within some 
craft areas rather than inadequately 
across a wide range.

A thorough going reappraisal was 
made necessary because of the Munn 
and Dunning programme's require- 
ment to identity key aspects of the 
subject and their concomitant skills 
and areas of knowledge thought to be 
worth assessing and reporting on. This 
was to he done within a Criterion 
Referenced System allied to descrip- 
tive profiles of pupil performance. 
Grade Descriptions, as with the GCSE 
National Criteriii. were to be de- 
veloped, in order to provide a guide for 
exuminers, teachers, pupils and certifi- 
cate users. The Scottish system of j 
Grade Descriptions or Grade Related 1 
Criteria goes further lhan the GCSE | 
examples because two types of Grade j 
Description are provided; summary, ! 
like those for GCSE and extended j 
which set out in greater detail the arens ' 
of skill and knowledge within each of 
the key areas or “elements" of the 
subject consistent with profiling. The 
new course had also to provide for the 
entire ability range and accommodate 
internal and external assessment proc- 
edures. 

These developments have led to 
several conspicuous shifts of emphasis 
now embodied in a new course for 
I4-J6s to be offered by the Scottish 
Examination Board 1 . This new "Stan- 
dard Grade" course which will replace 
the existing O Grade (equivalent to 
GCE O level) requires that the "ele- 
ments" of Expressive Design and Cri- 
tical Activity be essential experiences 
in all courses for all youngsters. These 
“elements", the central experience of 
An and Design are described sum- 
marily in these ways: Expressive 
Activity is the expression ol personal 
ideas and feelings in visual terms; 
Design Activity should give nupil$ 
practical involvement in developing 
skill with materials and in testing their 
ideas on design problems and the

On the surface this may 
appear to be not dissimilar to the 
GCSE list of Assessment Objectives 
(GCSE National Criteria parn 3). 
However, on closer inspection the 
Scottish proposals arc striking in that 
they advocate a "marriage of the 
Productive (Design nnd Expressive 
Activity) and the Critical whereas the 
GCSE proposals have been criticized 
for underptaying the role of criticism in 
terms of Art History nnd Apprecia- 
tion. Also the three “elements" or 
activities are to he given equal weight 
and ench activity will be profiled on tne 
new Standard Certificate. Grade Re- 
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this ihc primary assessable purpose 
of design activity was seen id lie the 
solving of problems of function and 
communication using the Design Pro- 
cess, while expressing personal feel- 
ings ami ideas was thought to he the 
primary assessable purpose of Ex- 
pressive Activity. Apart from being 
characterized by their distinctive pur- 
poses these activities shape themselves 
through the combination of medio, 
technique ami approach appropriate 
to each and the ways in which they arc 
einnloycd. This is' in contrast to the 
GCSE's definition of content (para 4). 
The primary assessable purpose of 
Critical Activity was seen to be hand- 
ling of information and making judge- 
ments about the work of artists and 
designers. Critical Activity is to be 
done in context with the other two 
activities. (Giving priority to the pur- 
poses of the activities in this way was 
not found to harm any essential rela- 
tionship between activities indeed 
teachers have found this to be helpful.) 

The Process Model in turn greatly 
influenced the complexion of assess- 
ment and certification. Arising from 
experiments in the pilot study a unit 
based approach to course design was 
agreed, there being three units in the 
two years: three in the third year and 
two in fourth, leaving an approriate 
amount of time during and at the end 
of the two year course for assessment 
and examination. The units could be 
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being unfairly and narrowly assessed. 
Therefore Eisner's belief that those 
who emphasize process lend to formu- 
late learning opportunities that stimu- 
late children to active inquiry and that 
the outcomes of the process are what 
children learn from the experience, 
brought about the view within the pilot 
study that a syllabus Is more than a 
statement of alms and objectives back- 
ed up by a list of content. Rather a 
syllabus consists of every deliberate 
action taken in order to support nnd 
encourage [earning. Similarly assess- 
ment was not to be seen solely ns a 
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Inted Criteria, which will be used to 
assess student performance have been 
described for each activity or “assess- 
able element" for each of the six grade 
levels to be used in the system. 

It is against this background then 
that in 1983 a number of ideas in the 
form of experimental guidelines pre- 
pared by a working party of subject 
specialists were put to Ihc pilot schools 
selected nationwide for tne develop- 
ment task. 

The curricular model proposed for 
the pilot study was a "Process Model". 
This particular model is intended to 
involve pupils at all levels of ability 
operating on a common syllabus with 
differentiation being achieved through 
assessment of performance. The focus 
is on process allowing for content 
variation between and within schools. 
This model implies considerable varie- 
ty in terms of the experiehces of 
different pupils but dentes rigid 
separation into prescribed courses Tor 
different levels-., (The Du nuimr Report 





based on either Expressive themes for 
inquiry or Design Topics in the form of 
problem briefs to be solved, with 
Critical Activity an essential compo- 


nent of each. 

In a similnr way to the GCSE 
National Criteria, assessment will 
combine internal and external proce- 
dures. Critical Activity for example is 
to be based on course work and takes 
the form of a 200 word minimum 
illustrated investigation.

Brenda Brin Booker on computer art 



When I was a little girl in the early 
1940s we lived near an air-base on the 
outskirts of London, and most even- 
ings our house would be filled with 
WA AFs and airmen who billeted with 
us. I would listen in wonderment tc 
their stories nl the blitz when men. and 
women too, who were gunners, navi- 
gators or truck drivers built legend? 
with their bravery. Yet as a youngster I 
was puzzled, for although the fate of 
adults had. it seemed, a “natural'' 
equality, working class children (like 
myself) were steered very positively at 
home and school into sex-stercatyped 

-activities, wliidi pn-Uudtd- fcmaJcr 
ajmost totally from cricket, darts, ten 
pin bowling and building your own 
canoe. If you enjoyed takingyour bike 
to pieces at weekends it was fine if you 
were male, but if you weren't neigh- 
bours would lean over the fence and 
commiserate with your parents since 
“nice" girls didn't mess around with 
machines. Certainly limes have 
changed. We have a few lady airline 
pilots around. Boys are not made to 
Feel so bad about being ballet dancers, 
and girls in our schoolsnave descended 
on that machine of all machines, the 
2mh century computer, the way 
women took to typing after the Amer- 
ican Civil War. 

Our micro room sits high up In the 
building overlooking the rooftops of 
Islington, and houses around 20 
pupils. We work with a network of 
480Zs (Research Machines Ltd.), and 
these 9 stations - four have colour, 
five black and white - share the disk 
facilities of a 380Z and its "server". 
This is the black box of the outfit 
which, with its double density 8" disk 
drives, takes inforamtion from disks to 
I ) operate (or “boot”) the network, 2) 
carry the particular software chosen, 
and 3) send instructions to the printer. 

Although all this may sound very 
technical, in practice it’s pretty 
straightforward for the teacher to load 
discs and “boot" the selected program 
to the cable-linked micros around the 
room before the class arrives. ‘.‘Boot- 
ing" can take 15 mins or so. depending 
on the complexity of the data, and 
although children usually prefer im- 
mediacy, every once in a while I gat my 
students to join in with these prelimi- 
naries since time factors, in my view 
can tell us much of the organization 
that underlies information processing. 
But long “intervals” during a session 
can be problematic. If you use, for 
example, the ILEA package called 
Microscan with first years on a 
general studies project, its meticulous 
'search file” facility could leave groups 
stranded while the program ’ goes 
through 5,000 Schmidts to get to 
Henry Shnook. 

But computer art also has its pitfalls 
and I've seen many a budding Picasso 
sent ofF the monitor in a flash when 
some domestic dispute has turned to 
that most formidably of weapons, the 
"wipe" procedure. But for the most 
part pupils are far too engrossed in 
defining moves to stoop to such vil- 
lainy. Certainly with the ILEA 
graphics trial package Paint, explored 
by our art department this term, visual 
changes take place with such rapidity 
on the monitor that few opportunities 
are left for extra mural diversion. This 
program lists procedures such as 
square, circle, flood, spray, colour and 
tone; and by also using directional 
keys,, the chosen image can be drawn 
on the monitor in any position at the 


required size. Colour cun be flooded 
into any enclosed area of the design, or 
changed at the touch of a key; angled 
motifs, such as squares and triangles 
can be repeated to form exciiing 
polygons by using the rotate proce- 
dure. Paint can also save work in the 
computer memory, but the "save" 
procedure does depend for its success 
on the amount of storage left on a 
floppy disc. We find that three or four 
pieces can be filed and these are later 
transferred to "storage" by our compu- 
ter studies tutor. We also have n dot 
Matrix printer (Epson FX80J, which 
J-roproduces images on A*ishpf*te Duly 


fulsome decorative forms touch ingly 
reflective of their cultural origins. 

In fact, almost without exception, 
children appear to totally enjoy creat- 
ing their very own computer graphics. 
Even those inclined to be unruly, even 
aggressive in class, soon settle down in 
the micro room in their efforts to at 
least make something appear before 
their eyes on that small screen, so 
familiar in its likeness to the beloved 
television. 

But as would be expected those 
pupils who find difficulty in applying 
themselves, and who suffer from poor

the latest ILEA version of Paint 
(renamed Carol) has tins “dump” 
facility. . 

But 1 suppose it has to be admitted 
that for all the seductive qualities of 
this instant art, there are those in 
education who appear horrified at the 
notion of traditional skills forsaken for 
a •‘game’’ that anyone can play. I can 
sec the validity of this argument, but if 
art, that most precious of history’s 
disciplines is glimpsed by pupils 
through computer usage, and further 
explored in the learning of traditional 
skills, I can see no reason for unease. 
Earlier this year 1 introduced a 
group oF third-year girls to Paint, many 
of them entrenched in the selfcon- 
scious “I can’t draw" stage. So I 
wondered if they were going to be also 
hypercritical about their own perform- 
ance at the computers. Instead without- 
exception all were patiently Indust- 
rious and prepared even after many 
"fouled up ’ procedures (errors on the 
keyboard) to persevere and finally 

□ duce quite complex images that 
involved decision making, using 
line, special balance, colour, texture 
and so on. A particularly rewarding 
aspect of the micro session emerged 
when a small group of Asian girls, who 
had been particularly diffident in the 
artroom (in part due to certain lan- 
guage difficulties) worked together for 
an hour at a micro becoming in- 
creasingly animated and expressive as 
they filled the monitor with rich and 


in school and home experiences, find 
themselves, at the computer, faced 
even more with their own cognitive 
frustrations. Yet. with time and sym- 
pathetic teaching, even those most 
totally reluctant in a conventional 
classroom setting, have been for the 
most part, in my experience, lured on 
by the machine to programme either a 
lop-eared rabbit filed under "Billy” or 
a half-breed chihuahua coded “Haw- 
keye". 

A while back, like many of my 
painter colleagues, I was veiy uneasy 
about the mechanical innovations that 
seemed sure to herald a devastating 
automatization in the production of art 
when computers hit the gallery scene. 

At the Tate and the Hayward galler- 
ies crowds were even more confused 


faced with the avante garde digital 
constructions than they had been with 
the action painting of the 60s, when 
bicycles were ridden through wet paint 
and sawdust; and chimpanzees wield- 
ing a paint brush were acknowledged 
on a par with Matisse. 

Yet new, often extraordinary ways 
of producing tactile and graphic art 
have emerged step by step with dis- 
coveries in science throughout history. 
Niepce, in the early 19th century with 
his first camera, brought new concepts 
in composition to artists with his 
machine s strange ability to “freeze” 
images. While Canaletto had already 
in the early 18th century taken to 
mechanization with his use of Camera

y computer print-outs where years of 
tradition give way to mass production, 
For the human touch in art, that 
special mark, the chalk on paper, the 
brush on canvas, the watercolour 
staining the landscape; these are the 
criteria on which we will always base 
our judgements making the threat of 
machine art surely, in the end, a 
groundless source of fear. Yet, 
although I doubt the digital computer 
will ever process cues gained from 
experience, reaching perceptual levels 
comparable to the human brain, it is 
as an aid ro those who have found 
certain knowledge unobtainable 
hitherto, n formidable tool. 

Professor Douglas Lennat writing in 
Artificial Intelligence, (Vol.9) de- 
scribes his own computer program 
which has a set of heurisites (rules) to 
guide students who, in his own words, 
"may be naive and don’t know arith- 
metic”, through n microworld of math- 
matics, And he goes on to prophesy a 
new “Democracy” where High-Tech 
teaching will demystify whole fields of 
knowledge. Certainly, fine art with its 
world of form and colour; its language 
of line and texture; its calculated 
journeys through volume and space, 
has always 1 have believed as a teacher, 
been somehow, in some way potential- j 
ly available to all. Yet in practice I j 
have known many pupils fail to realize 1 
their own personal creativity, ham - 1 
pered by an irrational fear of ridicule i 
and comparison with expertise. 

But perhaps Professor Lcnnal is 
right. Computers might well provide 
future educational support where con- 
vention has failed. Science, for exam- 
ple, medicine, law, engineering and 
computer technology itself - all disci- 
plines hitherto encaged in by the 
chosen, cither by virtue of class, sex, 
race, and in some instnnees outstand- 
ing “innate" nbility, might well in time 
come within reach of a tar wider range 
of students than ever before. 1 hope so. 
For surely a society that could conceive 
of such "caring" machines would never 
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I end with what 1 saw recently as a 
sign for much optimism when two 
twelve-year-old girls arrived at my 
desk. One was fair-skinned, the other 
dark, and they each had football boots 
slung around their shoulders. "Please 
Miss announced the black child, “Can 
we go early ’cause we’re both in the 
school match then she’s got steel 
drums and I’ve got saxaphone practice 
- then we’re meeting up at Computer 
Club ...”

Coffee mates 

Not many people know that coffee is 
the second largest industry in the world 
after oil. Now it is the subject of new 
teaching materials and a City and 
Guilds certificate, both of which were 
announced this week by the London 
Coffee Information Centre at a launch 
which discussed the integrity of com- 
mercial education programmes. 

The City and Guilds course is de- 
signed to bring the needs of the trade 
and the catering industry together with 
those of students in general studies, 
catering and home economics, but the 
materials are intended for use through- 
out the cirriculum. 

Slide packs, leaflets, posters, videos 
and an expansive teachers's handbook 
offer ideas for primary and secondary 
classes in a number of subjects from 
history to maths, and examples of how 
they might be implemented are de- 
, monstrated in video sequences of class- 
. room activities. 

Their purpose, said Robert Pearce, 
the co-ordinator of the project, was “to 
educate through coffee, not about it". 
Yes, of course, he admitted, they 
wanted to make people more aware of 
coffee, but in doing so they hoped to 
provide a valuable set of materials that 
could be applied to any subject.

This includes 
group work, introduction uml practice 
of new grammatical items, extra exam- 
ples and activities and games of many 
types. Unlike some courses where the 
Teacher's Book is something of an 
empty gesture, this is the indispensable 
key to the successful use of the Trico- 
lore materials. , 

Although no two language depart- 
ments will ever agree entirely on the 
relative importance of the various 
skills to be acquired in the foreign 
language, Tricolore offers so much 
that each can tailor the materials to 
his/her own needs and perceptions.

Sir, - Benchmarks, like statistics, must 
be treated with extreme caution. For 
example, those that appeared in Janu- 
ary’s issue of Educational Computing 
give a very favourable impression of 
Open Logo, whereas those in your 
review of March I would seem to 
contradict this. It must be emphasized 
that a naive approach to benchmark- 
ing, just like a naive approach to 
statistics, may very easily give a dis- 
torted view.

to the problems raised by teaching 
French to mixed-ability classes, but for 
departments which have come to terms 
with this style of teaching, Tricolore 
offers a most welcome ana stimulating 
variety of materials anil exercises.

Anoihcr possible weakness is the 
length of the units in Stage 3.

Ironically, the very richness and 
variety of the materials generally and 
the suggestions in the accompanying 
Teachers Books, also contain the only 
major danger of the course: so much is 
done for the teacher that lesson prepa- 
ration can be reduced to picking one's 
way through the exercises to oe co- 
I vered next day, rather than knowing 
what one wishes to teach and then 
selecting the best materials for achiev- 
ing that aim. However, that is not a 
criticism of this splendid course, it is 
just a reminder, that one must always 
manipulate it for one's own ends and 
nothc used by it.

Geography has been at the forefront of 
recent developments in computer- 
assisted learning in schools, ns lias the 
BBC with its recent ventures in soft- 
ware developments. Advanced Studies 
Geography, published in I9R4 by the 
Council for Educational Technology 
and the BBC in association with the 
Microelectronics Education Program- 
me. continues this trend. 

The pack consists of four programs 
complementing the radiovision series 
of the same nume. which whs first 
broadcast for schools in the Summer 
term of 1984. The four programs 
concern drainage basins (‘‘Derwent’*); 
industrial location (‘‘Salford''); traffic 
Analysis (“Leicester*'); ami settlements 
and shopping (“Swindon"). A disk 
copy can he made for the BBC Micro 
from the cassette provided. 

The programs arc supported by h 
ncatly-produccd, concise hut not over- 
brief, 70-page booklet and were de- 
veloped by h group of geographers at 
Loughborough University, now much 
experienced in authoring software. No 
explicit links are made with the related 
radio programmes and radiovision 
filmstrips, presumably since the pack 
of four programs is seen ns potentially 
self-standing. 

The intended market is clcarlv A- 
level geography but some selected use 
could be made at the 14-16 level. The 
themes considered reflect modem A 
level courses, in that industrial loca- 
tion, retailing, hydrology and trans- 
port are popular systematic elements, 
with a continued emphasis on local 
cssnys/individual studies in A-lcvel 
geography, there is rcnl potential here 
since (except for ‘'Salford 1 *) students 
enn input their own data. 

Each program relies on a particular 
model and encourages a critical under- 
standing of each model via challenging 
questions. The authors have consulted 
the relevant experts and given suffi- 
cient follow-up reading for students. 
Helpfully, the accompanying booklet 
adopts a standard format tor introduc- 
ing each program: Introduction, Run- 
ning the Program, Background Notes

"Snlford" is an industrial decision- 
nuiking exercise in the context of 
enterprise zones and their relative com 
advantages.

For a part of Salford, players have first 
to choose a type of firm and then to 
decide on a site inside or outside the 
designated enterprise zone. Running 
costs are displayed after two-year 
periods and the map upon which sites 
arc chosen is excellent. Also the notes 
give h sound background to modem 
industrial locations and enterprise 
zones. 

However, many of the benefits oi 
enterprise zone location ennnot be 
quantified in this rather simplistic way 
and the graphics, though gand, take a 
tedious amount of time.

Such arc the dyna- 
mics of historical methodology, but 
alas until recently most traditional 
A-level syllabuses, supposedly the 
breeding ground fur future historians, 
stuck to the second-hunt! textbook 
approach, scarcely caring to encourage 
students beyond the classroom in their 
quest for information. 

Never fear, the cavalry of "radical'' 
change has arrived and history A-level 
exams will now include u compulsory 
quest inn on documental ion in addi- 
tion to regurgitating one-off essays 
from tried uno trusted texthnuks. stu- 
dents will now have to square up the 
skills nf the real historian, namely the 
□nulysis and interpretation of source 
material. 

The BBC are. therefore, to he 
congratulated for defending and rein- 
forcing this innovative bridgehead 
wiili n new thrcc-parl scries. History 
Age J6-I9. The aim of the series as 
described in the accompanying litera- 
ture is to “help students to gain 
experience of historical methodology, 
as well as introduce them to some 
problems of analysis and interpreta- 
tion," and indeed it can. providing 
they and their teachers switch on with 
open minds and closed notebooks. 

Each programme in the scries deals 
with a popular A-levcl tonic, the 
Pilgrimage of Grace in the 1530s. the 
Industrial Revolution as it affected 
Birmingham and Manchester in the 


1831K and finally, controversial even 
■hy traditional standards, the question 
of Appeasement in the 193th. Apart 
from their evident popularity, the 
topics have in common a wealth of 
documentary evidence, provocatively 
portrayed in the scries through expert 
commentary and dramatic readings. 

Take The Pilgrimage of Grace, 
which occurred in 1336 and was a 
protest against Henry VII I's draconian 
use of his new authority as self-styled 
head uf the Church nf England. “The 
strife wav about the future of the 
country." alleges Professor G R Elton 
in the first programme. 

It tailed, and Robert Askc with 
other leaders was executed, but as the 
evidence Hnd hindsight shows, religion 
as one political vehicle through which 
to further the case for Royal accounta- 
bility wus by in< means put to death, in 
the second programme on the Indust- 
rial Revolution. Richard Howard. 
Manchester doctor, reports death and 
disease everywhere, despite the out- 
ward prosperity of Britain: “That the 
filthy and disgraceful state nf many of 
the streets in those densely-populated 
and neglected parts of town where the 
indigene nt poor reside, cannot fail to 
exercise a most baneful influence on 
their health . . he writes.

He tells 
you precisely how to gut a rabhit or a 
pigeon and now to break into a house 
silently. He also writes “accurate de- 
scriptions of people", being particular- 
ly observant about the headmaster’s 
less savoury mnnnerisms.

His 
attention wandered after 3(1 lines and 
he began spitting on some poor souls in 
the stalls below. He. was escorted 
somewhat noisily from the theatre and 
spent the rest of the afternoon doing 
some Christmas shoplifting in North- 
umberland Street. 

So Jason Prong has met many, of the 
HMl’s demanding objectives. Unfor- 
tunately lie is leaving school at Easter 
and refuses to have anything to do with 
profiles.

Dictionary Two has lar fewer pic- 
tures, all in half-tone and efficiently 
executed. The list of words has grown, 
of course, and the definitions only 
occasionally irriimc: “tiger a danger- 
ous wild animal Like a very large cat” 
could surely he lightened up. 

Dicimnarv Three continues the 
trend: smaller prim, more words, 
fewer pictures. The pictures arc unim- 
aginatively neat and I should have 
thought giraffe, gorilla and panda 
could have been rested; hut perhaps 
their familiarity helps to nuke the 
book friendly.

One execution to the maxim “never 
judge a book hy its cover” is the 
attractively produced Choices, an ex- 
citing volume for English, Media or 
Communications areas of the curricu- 
lum. Aimed at 14 to Ifi-year-olds it is 
divided into three main parts: “View- 
points”, “Time Off and “Chal- 
lenges”. each of which house some 10 
self-contained units of work with an 
admirable range of questions and dis- 
cussion points; a brief concluding sec- 
tion, “Study Skills", offers suggestions 
an presentation of materials, punctua- 
tion, letter-writing and research 
among other keys to successful com- 
munication. 

The first section covers a broad 
theme of the reader's perception, (he 
opening exercise setting the tone for 
subsequent work: how to extract in- 
formation and present opinions from 
evidence (in this instance forming 
impressions based on expressions, ac- 
tions and differing accounts about 
people) Some units examine sex- 
rflles, advertising, job applications, 
identity after being uprooted, and 
piecing together someone's life from 
fragments found in a wallet. Emphasis 
is on investigative approaches to 
assignments thus precluding simple yes 
or no responses. Instead, pupils are 
invited to study a diversity of materials 
7 P h0!f K, documents, case studies 
letters, maps, newspapers - to encour- 
age much written work and group 
activity. Prose and poetry are used 
extensively to explore technique re- 
garding form, plor and character and 
to appreciate the value of one's own 
writing; one task of particular interest 
involves detailed study of opening 
pages from famous but contrasting 
books, examples being drawn from 
many wnters. Ideas concentrate on 
personal involvement with a problem 
to distinguish advantages and dis-

room when Ltttiuuage ami Com- 
munication Rook One appeared a few 
years ngo. A couple of years later they 
were even longer as teachers cla- 
moured to get their hands on sets of 
Book Two. With such a pedigree. 
Language and Communication Book 
Three hardly needs further recom- 
mendation. 

Analysis then: rounding off the 
imaginative study of language begun in 
Books One and Two, it concentrates 
on English as we use it today. There 
arc sections on accent, dialect nnd 
regional variation, nnd then a consid- 
eration of language as a transactional 
medium. Jargon, euphemism nnd reg- 
ister also feature ns the hook leads 
students, hy implication rather than 
direct instruction, to an awareness of 
their own value as individual com- 
municniors and language- users. 

It is this oblique approach - there 
arc no exercises, and relatively few 
specific work suggestions - which 
, makes it so useful. Individual extracts 
! or pictures feed into the overall theme 
of each section , but are also suitable 
for wider classroom investigation. 
Making the most or the whole book , in 
foci, is very much up in the teacher. 
There are detailed suggestions about 
how this might he done in the accom- 
panying (and over-priced) teacher's 
book, bin many teachers will prefer to 
piek and choose, fitting individual 
pages or passages into their own 
schemes 01 work for lower-school 
classes. Which isprobuhly the best wav 
to use the hook; like its predecessors ft 
is too good to be wasted anil most 
effective when kept for “special occa- 
sions ruthenium systematically work- 
ed through. 

That, however, seems to lie what is 
intended with Secondary English 2. A 
weighty, 250-page paperback of Au- 
sirulinn origin, it is divided into 16 
units, each of which commas seven 
strands . Focusing on comprehen- 
sion, language, punctuation, creative 
writing, poetry, spelling and vocabul- 
ary work ( 0 strand called "Try Think- 
mg ), they are meant to provide "a 
solid coverage of the areas of impori- 
ance m any junior English course”.

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Responding to writing 


In my last article "The Second R 
Regenerated?" ( TES 2. 1 1 .84), 1 dis- 
cussed several significant develop- 
ments and publications related tn chil- 
dren’s writing which have evolved 
since the Bullock Report ten years 
ago. This regeneration nf interest has 
centred on a numher nf areas of 
primary school children's writing: its 
early beginnings, protocol for use in 
composing writing, drafting proce- 
dures and dimensions of lung term 
development. 

Ycl one aspect nf young children's 
writing in sclinols remains relatively 
under-explored: how we respond to it. 
True, there arc n number of valuable 
insights available, drawn^ for example, 
from various sources on the different 
types of writing or its components. But 
we still lack a broad professional 
framework to bring these insights 
together and lo provide a basis Tor 
diagnosis. 

In my recent book, I have tried to 

H lhis particular nettle and prop- 
11 tentative framework, set out in 
a simple diagram which attempts to 
bring together several different pers- 
pectives on writing. 

In fact, there are remarkably few 
publications on ways of responding to 
children’s writing, and these tend to 
focus on the secondary school years, 
containing assumptions and examples 
which are not so appropriate for the 
primary teacher. At the same time, the 
teacher of young children can find 


teacher ot young children can rina 
much of help in Tony Dunsbec and 
Terry Ford's Mark My Words (Ward 
Lock Educational, 1980) and their 


arguments against a “continual inspec- 
tion for flaws” in children's writing. 
Similarly, Andrew Stibbs' Assessing 
Children's Language (Ward Lock 
Educational, in association with 
NATE, 1979) provides some provoca- 
tive case studies of teachers who mark 
very conscientiously but provide no 
apparent diagnosis or suggestions for 
improvement. The controversial HMl 
document English from 5 to 16 docs 
provide some positive and .sensitive 
thoughts on this, although it draws 
heavily on the main assessment cate- 
gories of the Assessment of Perform- 
ance Unit, set up for national monitor- 
ing purposes rather than for the more 
“finely-tuned” contexts of classroom 
marking. 

What is needed, then, is a 
framework for responding to chil- 
dren's writing which is ooth well 
' informed from current knowledge ab- 
out young children's writing develop- 
ment andflcxlblc enough to be able to 
be adapted to individual circumst- 
ances. With the primary classroom in 
mind, it also needs to reflect the 
organic nature of the primary curricu- 
lum In which nearly all the children’s 
learning experiences, perhaps includ- 
ing several types of wnting In different 
subject areas, are considered and plan- 
nee! by one teacher. What is more, the

framework can make realistic curu.es 
sinus lu the close, understanding rela- 
tionships between teacher and chil- 
dren which can evolve quite naturally 
in the extended "family” atmosphere 
of the primary classroom. 

It seems to me that this kind of 
framework needs to embrace a strati- 
fied response of perhaps three levels. 
Using 11 little bit ol crude alliteration, 
these levels can be summarized as 
“parameters” . "process" and “prac- 
tices", with the two key factors of 
teacher planning and pupil action 
running vertically through them. 

The parameters of the writing will 
come from its busic context, for inst- 
ance its aim, its audience, the content 

Ml 

which is available and used and how 
the writing is organized within u par- 
ticular “inode” or style. Of course, it is 
all loo easy to underestimate the 
complexity or these kinds of factors 
and of the relationships between them 
and the evolving cumculm. Neverthe- 
less, as several longitudinal studies 
have shown (for example, those of 
Harpin, Wilkinson et al. and Bcreiter) 
such parameters have to be carefully 
borne in mind before anything 
approaching a valid response can be 
made to how children use the process 
of writing itself. For example, person- 
al, expressive writing, pernaps rooted 
in the traditional infant classroom 
“news", in which experiences are 
shaped and shared through language, 
will cany with it different implications 
for a teacher's response compared with 
writing of a deliberately more literary 
kind, or with the writing involved in 
informing and persuading. This lust 

f ioint may appear obvious, but the 
indings ot extensive surveys like those 
of HMI, Bennet et al and ORACLE 
suggest that Ihe subtleties of these 
linKS are often not exploited in schools 
where there is an over anxious and 
insensitive "back to basics" atmos- 
phere. 

However well the response to chil- 
dren's writing is informed by some 
consideration of the parameters, it is 
likely to be further enriched by draw- 
ing heavily upon another, com- 
plementary range of sources on the 
process of writing Itself and its various 
components. These sources can pro- 
vide a particularly informative basis 
for diagnosis. “Newer” thoughts on 
the composing and reviewing aspects 
of writing and the possibilities for 
drafting and redrafting can he|p place ■ 
“older thoughts on syntax, punctua- 
tion, vocabulary a nef -spelling in a 
fresher and more realistic perspective 


which is closer In how writers, includ- 
ing professional ones, really do write. 
Furthermore, any response in "basics" 
such as spelling can he related to a 
professional appraisal which hears in 
mind the findings from research into 
such topics us successful spelling and 
the dimensions of spelling errors, re- 
poncil in Margaret l’eters' seminal 
work. 

It is all tint easy 10 end the response 
here, hut the major contribution or the 
professional stratified framework has 
now to follow on - linking In the 
practices, wliich will reflect the im- 
plications of what has gone before and 
perhaps include related recommenda- 
tions. These practices will obviously 
draw upon the aspects of the 
framework mentioned above. They 
might include sonic ideas for fostering 
other types of writing, including more 
technical types nf poetry nr more 
scientific kinds uf fnciuul writing with 
older juniors. Many teachers will have 
been struck hy the effects on writing 
performance of asking older children 
to write for u specific audience, for 
example, stories for younger children 
in another cluss. The teacher's relative 
autonomy in the primary school pro- 
vides unlimited opportunities for en- 
couraging children to tackle descrip- 
tive, narrative and more discursive 
modes. 

Two final points need to be consi- 
dered. The teacher's comments on the 
children's writing can benefit from 
being structured by what has been 
noted above about parameters and 
process. Bullock gave a dear lead on 
this whicli deserves greater recogni- 
tion: teachers should concern them- 
selves with the “what” of the writing 



before ihe "how". (To add a blunt 
ru minder of ihe need for thou gills 
alum 1 n third kind of response related 
to future practices, ihcrc might also be 
a greater concern for what wc might 
call the "whiii now?” factor.) 

Second, any such stratified 
framework for responding 10 chil- 
dren's writing in the primary school 
cun turn to greater advantage the 
honds of time and relationships men- 
tioned earlier. Parameters, process 
and practices cun be continually linked 
with teacher plunningand pupil action. 
Is there a notation system for “errors” 
which can be exploited in both the 
teacher's marking and the pupil's 
drafting? Are collections made of 
memorable pieces of individual chil- 
dren's writing to which everyone can 
return to enjoy, in weeks and months 


afterwards? Is the teacher looking for 
ways in wliich to translate the insights 
from diagnosis uf writing into future 
teaching nnd learning, including some 
kind of leachcr-nupil conference? 
Even the familiar ‘‘Look , cover, write, 
check" routine is still not part of the 
learning of the spelling of difficult 
words in many schools. 

A more informed way of responding 
to children’s writing may help 10 
ensure that the regeneration of the 
"second R" will begin to bear the fruits 
of which it is so abundantly capable.

talking, listening and reading just as 
much as writing? Very good. Hands 
down. Now, handB up those who 
formally assess only written work?" 

For any who fear that they might 
have to answer yes to that second 
question and certainly for any who 
tnlnk that “marking" means simply 
“correcting", Pauline Chater’s new 
book is not only Valuable but obliga- 
tory. Published in Peter King's sensi- 
ble series, Teaching Secondary En- 
glish, it addresses itself to those con- 
cerned with the 11-16 age range but 
also offers many useful insights to 
those teachingiust outside that range. 

While Ms Chater admits that any 
book which focuses on assessment 
must appear to suggest that the topic 
can be considered in isolation from 
other aspects of English, she neverthe- 
less constantly stresses that assessment 
ipust be an integral part of any 
teaSutag IriSf^demonstrably part of 


the learning process for the pupil, and 
not simply a fate-night chore or punish- 
ment for the teacher. After an objec- 
tive description of one department's 
strategy and practice, she takes the 
reader (or user of the book) through 
the processes of assessing oral and 
written work, and of aural and written 
comprehension. With the help of ex- 
amples of uncorrccted and corrected 
work and transcripts of discussions, 
she shows both tne difficulties and 
usefulness of constructive assessment, 
always stressing the importance of 
pupil involvement. 

Just occasionally a slightly pompous 
note intrudes, inducing guilt over your 
unscientific use of the red fibre tip - 
until you realize that you have been 
implementing either an idiographic or 
nomothetic assessment scheme all 
along. Even so, the book Is full of 
useful (if time-consuming) ideas. Just 
as it is unlikely to please those who 
believe that “proper marking” means 
crossing every dip and error, it is 
certainty no charter for those who 
think it enough to write "Most im- 
aginative” at the end of a tatty bit of 
free verse.

I dialogues n-uh authors and shared 
| interactions with a wide variety of 
le.\lx. Teachers, promoting and" en- 
couraging these encminiers. discover 
how "any unified meaning the reader 
achieves comes from the patterns the 
reader projects". Thus literature 
teaching moves a ivav from criticism as 
received wisdom about a canon of 
selected works and becomes instead 
the adventures of literary experience 
for both teachers and pupils. 

The necessary enndi i ions for read- 
ing development, in terms of what 
there is to read and how and where to 
do it. arc clearly set out in the second 
section. They include encouragement 
for children to discover their own 
reading tastes and for teachers to 
undertake serious study of books for 
children. The case for children’s litera- 
ture is argued in terms of narrative, 
without literary miniaturization or spe- 
cial pleading. {There is an appreciation 
of Urxujo Le Gain's Earthseu trilogy 
that Critical Enquiry could not im- 
prove upon.) The authors show a rare 
skill in tulking about hooks in a way 
that invites adults to rend them on the 
grounds that they arc both interesting 
and good for the young.

lolugy. Teachers arc assumed to pos- 
sess the critical resnureefulness to 
make the most of what is available and 
to decide for themselves what is an 
appropriate choice of honks for a 
specific group of readers. Those whose 
reading is characterized us "naive and 
inexperienced" are to he given the 
right kind of encouragement and sup- 
port to grow in the same way as the 
more speedy and skilful. 

The teacher- reader extends his/her 
experience in response to the teacher- 
author's explorations of narrative epi- 
sodes and teaching ideas. There is a 
section on the short story which pro- 
vides teachers with more than a term's 
group work and allows for the ex- 
amination of narrative structure and 
the nature of narrative imagination. At 
each stage as the authors encourage 
their readers to consider what they 
propose for their pupils, they offer 
templing examples from stories and 
poems which then clamour to be read. 
Thus the pedagogy of the book makes 
its own ense for ways of building up a 
methodology in the classroom, and 
still leaves the readers free to do as 
suits them best. 

Experienced and insightful teachers 
of literature that they are, the authors 
know the difficulties of what they 

S se. Yet, in the third section, "a 
idnlogy for teaching", they re- 


fuse to give way to apathy or to 
repetitious practices and retrenchment 
in the face of current attrition. Instead, 
they count on literature as delight and 
desire the active engagement of pupils 
and the skill of authors looking for 
young readers. Poetry is seen as lan- 
guage drawing intention to itself in the 
interplay of thought and emotion on 
the space of i\ page. This is stated, but 
not before the reader has joined in the 
reading of the poem. Benton and Fox 
do not believe that poetrv is n minority 


art. except in so far as had teaching 
makes it so. In their view, poetry 
exemplifies the element of risk, of 
hesitancy, of intimacy in reading, 
things that are best tolerated in small 
group discussions. 

Each section of this book displays 
the authors' unmatched knowledge of 
what is available now in the world of 
books for children and of how to talk 
about it. especially when they deal 
with fiction for adolescents. They do 
not repeat the psychological cliches 
about “problems", nor do they Toler- 
ate the intolerable “peer group con- 
formism exploited by commercial in- 
terests”. They deal with issues of class, 
race and gender as pari of their total 
approach. Discussing photo-stories 
and comic-book strips they say:

Standing upright against the window 
with the afternoon ught catching her 
hair, she was declaiming words she had 
learned and thought about. Clearly she 
was proud of the experience and 
patently it was poetry off the page. 

This is what spoken verse examina- 
tions are all about, according to Alan 
Brownjohn, Chairman of the Poetry 
Society. 

One of the Society's first ventures, 
dating back to its initiation in 1909. 
they remain tied up with the old image 
of elocution and performance. Today, 
a good dear reading that gives nn 
understanding is what is wanted. Nev- 
er mind about standard English, n 
Geordic accent is fine for a 
Shakespeare sonnet, says Alan 
Brownjohn. 

Ever since McLuhan proclaimed the 
audio-visual age had arrived, and the 
Liverpool poets loosened their flat 
vowels across the inner wastes of their 
city to vast responsive audiences, peo- 
ple have begun to push beyond the 
academic tradition that poetry is only 
something to be pored over. 

The idea that children could create 
for themselves came later in poetry 
than in art. Alan Brownjohn fears that 
It may run counter to Government 
ideas an what is and is not useful in a 
technological society. Yet teachers 
notice that the concentration on lan- 
guage and thinking in images involved 
in writing poetry seem to affect a 
child’s performance across the curri- 
culum. . 

Poetry itself has moved to a new 

E rommence since the 1960s. Far more 
being written and read, more is 
broadcast and more telcvizcd. The 
number of entries for competitions has 
risen substantially, mini-presses have 
been set up expressly to publish poet- 
ry, and some traditional publishers 
have re-opened hitherto dwindling 
poetry lists. Poets arc bombarding 

g roups with their poems the length and 
readth of the country, even on rail- 
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way promotion sprees. 

No body has been more affected 
than the Poetry Society, which liaises 
with education at every level through 
its lectures, examinations and a W. H. 
Smith sponsored scheme for getting 
poets into schools. Where possible, 
regional poets are used. TTie poet 
makes three visits to establish links, 
stimulate children’s writing and pre- 
sent his or her own poems. Sometimes 
an anthology of the best ones produced 
by the children is compiled.

It is 
predictable that the Forthrightness, 
celebration and complusive vigour of 
his poems will appeal to school child- 
ren.

Children from other cultures often do 
not realize that t heir lives are full of the 
valid raw material of poetry. A unique 
complication for Caribbean people is 
that they inherit two languages.

At Ravenscroft Infant School in 
pinning Town, Bernadette Hadron 
has made a concerted effort to bring 
poetry into the lives of her pupils

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lary - tearing reactions Into party 
lions,, to listen to the poems and even 
ciueue up for results, not to feel that 
they are “foreign affairs". 

She likes the huge range of material 
offered and the emphasis on self- 
motivation and integration. In the 
group presentations, dance and drama 
are involved, and children choose the 
themes and write their own stories. 
The arts must be part of the cumcu- 
lum, she feels. *Tf we put on a 
programme we don’t suddenly start 
rehearsing madly, we show what is in 
the pipe-fine". 

In June the Poetry Society hold a 
six-week course on poets laureate with 
Ted Hughes making the final contribu- 
tion. In late summer there will be 0 
one-day course on teaching poetry u* 
middle and secondary schools and at 
the end of September, London Uni- 
versity Extra-Mural department » 
seven-week course on American pot®

Roger Knight considers 
“English from 5 to 16" 


The inspectorate's document English 
fromS to 16 is "principally addressed" 
to “teachers who have direct responsi- 
bility for their pupils’ competence in 
English". That it ought, however, to 
demand the nttemion of a far larger 
group follows from the formulation of 
aims with which it begins. Pupils, say 
the inspectors, should be able 
□to see that reading is necessary for 
their learning throughout the curricu- 
lum, nnd for the requirements of living 
and working in society. 

“For their learning throughout the 
curriculum" - the hreudth of reference 
seems generous. And yet. it is “the 
aims oT English leaching" that tire 
being formulated. Where, specifically, 
is English to be located in formulations 
us generalized and ambitious as those 
concerning the teaching of writing? 

□As to writing, the aims should be to 
enable pupils: 

to write for a range of purposes; 
to organize the content of what is 
written in ways appropriate to the 
purposes; 

to use styles of writing appropriate to 
the purposes and the intended read- 
ership; 

to use spelling, punctuation and syntax 
accurately and with confidence. 

The responsibilities that the inspec- 
tors here ascribe to teachers of English 
which includes Jthc other three “mod-

tovember, 1984) 


have a particular (but far from exclu- 
sive) responsibility for spelling and 
punctuation; for the rest of those aims 
their responsibility is no more and no 
less than that of teachers of, for 
instance, history, chemistry or home 
economics. 

This is a vital point. Unless it is given 
loud and clear public recognition, 
English teachers will continue to bear 
the opprobrium of failures that are not 
of their making. The portents are not 
No- 

arid Technical Communicators is con- 
vinced that “poor English" has “de- 
layed scientific advance” and that 
“industry and commerce arc being 
jeopardized by the low standard of 
employees* written work". Sir Keith 
Joseph, the report continues, is suffi- 
ciently sympathetic to their view to 
□pledge support for plans by the 
institute to forge links between tech- 
nical writers and English teachers, so 
that the latter can tailor their teaching 
to suit the requirements of industry, 
and has provided written assurance 
that the Government Is giving high 
priority to improving standards of 
literacy in schools and that English 
teaching is to receive special attention. 

Of one thing we can be sure: 
attempts to tailor the leaching of 
English to the requirements of indus- 
try (whatever that would in practice 
mean) will fail. However inadequate 
employees may be to the language 
demands of a particular job, it is folly 
to assume that the solution to their 
problem lies in the hands of their 
English teachers alone. “Mr Mike 
Austin of the ISTt, a writer on 


aircraft hydraulic test equipment, has 
welcomed the report . . . English 
teachers should lay greater emphasis 


on factual as against imaginative writ- 
ing, he argues" {TES). We may doubt 
very much whether any amount of 
“factual writing" that Mr Austin’s 
English teacher might have asked of 
him would have made him a better 
writer on aircraft hydraulic test equip- 
ment. 

English from 5 to 16 is likely to be 
helpful only if one sees it as extending 
to ail subjects; if the alms are accepted 
by physics teachers, future writers on 
“hydraulic test equipment" may be 
somewhat better prepared for their 
task. The inspetors could have made 
Mr Austin a happier man and saved 
needless misunderstandings if they had 
acknowledged as much. To have done 
so would have enabled them to insist 
'upon English Vrribhf (Ifni ted and ‘dis- 
tinctive responsibilities. This they have 


not done. They define good English 
teaching as “an education of the intel- 
lect and sensibility" but -sensibility’' is 
not a word that sits easily in the context 
of the language witli which ilic inspec- 
tors Mien proceed to define the princi- 
ples of such an education: 

□ The most effective way of developing 
lunguage competence is hy applying it 
to an increasing range and variety of 
real needs and purposes, in which 
something of u genuine interest is 
communicated. The teacher’s respon- 
sibility is to devise programmes of 
work appropriate to the age and stage 
of the pupils in which such needs and 
purposes arise. 

It is a clumsily and darkly expressed 
“principle”, whose relevance to En- 
glish teachers is certainly no greater 
than it is to other subjects of the 
curriculum. The quality of expression 
in this document is itself a portent. 
“Any use of language”, we arc told, 
“involves the complex interplay of 
many variables.- and its success as a 
piece of definition and communication 
depends upon that interplay”. What- 
ever variables are playing within the 
above comment on “developing lan- 
guage competence” they certainly do 
not include a sensitivity to its own 
resonance. What English teachers, 
conscious of the best traditions in the 
teaching of the English language and 
its literature, could accept that voice as 
speaking for them? 

Such statements are a dispiriting 
Irony in a document “principally 
addressed” to teachers of English. As 
one reads through it, the ironies multi- 
ply. English is a simultaneously asked 
to bear the responsibility for language 
development in all its aspects and 
deprived of that particular focus which' 
is its justification as a separate 
academic subject: its special attention 
to work of the imagination. Granted 
that literature and drama feature with- 
in the catalogue of objectives, they do 
not receive tne kind of emphasis which 
would endorse their claim to represent 
what is truly distinctive about English 
us n subject. The characteristic note of 
English from 5 to 16 is this: 

□Eventually, then, the objectives can 
best be attained by setting tasks which 
require communication for real or 
realistic purposes and in which particu- 
lar skills need to be used. 

"Communication” and “real” are 
key words in the document: key words, 
not simply In the degree of emphasis 
and repetition one notices, but in the 
scheme of values to which English 
from 5 to J6 gives body. The reality of 
the inner life is not included in the 
scope of “real" as it is used in this 
document. Had It been included it 
would necessarily have. brought in its 
wake the word “express". For it Is 
through expression that the inner life 
makes itself known, whether in a 
child's imaginative writing or in an 
adult novel or poem. Communication 
of course is part of successful express- 
ion: it is tlie public dimension of 
private expression. One of the troubl- 
ing shortcomings of English from 5 to 
lo is that it accords so little value to 
that private dimension. 

What we are left with as distinctively 
the province of the English teacher 
appears to be little more than gramma- 
tical terminology and knowledge “ab- 
out language". The “fourth aim which 
applies over all the modes of language” 
Is 

□to teach pupils about language, so 
that they achieve a working knowledge 
of its structure and of the variety of 
ways in which meaning is made, so that 
they have a vocabulary for discussing 
it. so that they can use it with greater 
awareness, and because it is in- 
teresting. 

By "structure of the language” the 
inspectors do not mean grammar. 
What they do mean is not sufficiently 
intelligible to inhibit those who equate 
the two and look to the inspectors as 

the newspaper headlines immediately 



exploited the simple, perennial equa- 
tion of “good English 1 ' nnd a mastery 
of grammar, punctuation and spelling. 

To be fair, the inspectors do state 
that “formal exercises in the analysis 
and classification of language contri- 
bute little or nothing lo the ability to 
use it”. However, the objectives under 
the heading “About language” (clearly 
the source of those newspaper head- 
lines) leave much the stronger impress- 
ion. What is more, knowing about 
language scents to be pretty well all 
that is left to the teacher of English as a 
specific subject; and what that will 
apparently mean in practice is often 
too reminiscent of Ronald Ridout to 
invite any response other than a weary 


feeling ihut wc have, imavailingly.

□ the difference between statements, 
questions, cnmmnnds und exclama- 
tions. 

They should 

□ be aware of differences between 
tenses, and recognize when the past, 
present or future tense is being used. 

Well, perhaps they should, but to 
present such desiderata as “objec- 
tives" (whatever the disclaimers) is to 
give power to those who cannot dis- 
tinguish an objective from a leaching 
method. If “good teaching of English 


... an education of the intellect and 
sensibility” its principles and conse- 
quent activities deserve articulation in 
a language of corresponding slibtlety 
and sensitivity. Without "such a lan- 
guage to support them, English 
teueners will become what they nave 
too often been in the past: mcchanics- 
and. most dispiritingly, mechanics 
working with tools that are useless for 
the job society wants them to do.

Language is human utterance, and 
because it is inan-madc, not indepen- 
dently created, it is both informed 
throughout by the mind's characteris- 
tics and inseparable from man's indi- 
vidual and collective behaviour. The 
provenance of language is controver- 
sial, as is its epistemological reliability, 
whicli is liable to be located at any 
point between the naive realism of 
everyday assumptions and the uncom- 
promising finality of Nietzsche’s 
“What is truth? A mobile army of 
metaphors, metonymies, anthropo- 
morphisms. . . Truths are illusions of 
which It has been forgotten that that is 
what they really are”. Nevertheless, 
where man is, there is language also, 
and the study of language is eo ipso an 
important means of studying homo 
sapiens and his not inevitably sapient 
ways. Consequently, when a new A 
level syllabus, the declared aim of 
which is “empirical investigation and 
description of English in use, both 
written and spoken”, is approved by 
the SEC, it is a matter of some 
moment. 

The syllabus in question is the 
London Board's English Language 
Studies (1741. Copies, together with 
specimen Questions, are already avail- 
able from Stewart House, and the. first 
examination is scheduled for June, 
1987. Two three-hour written papers 
will be required, together with a 3.000 
word project on spoken language that 
Is to be submitted shortly beforehand. 
The first of the written papers, 
“Varieties of English", will consist of 


“texts and transcripts for analysis and 
description”. It is already a component 
of two other London Board A level 


syllabuses, 175 and 176 respectively, 
thereby creating a welcome opportun- 
ity for flexibility and experiment. The 
-second paper, “Aspects of English”, 
invites candidates 1 to write more re- 
flectively on aspects of language 
observation and analysis and on atti- 
tudes to English in use, in the terms of 
the concepts and categories indicated 
In the syllabus content". The syllabus 
content itself is lengthy and detailed, 
and it is worth emphasizing that it- 
expects skills that English teachers 
trained in traditional ways will not 


necessarily have- Such skills can be 
acquired, but they cannot, as yet, be 
presupposed. And if staff preparation 
is dengueur. so is that of pupils. Heads 
of Department intending to use this 
syllabus in whole or in pari should luy 
the foundations as far down the school 
as is practicable. The attention to 
language involved is in any case invalu- 
able. 

“English in use” has become some- 


thing of a fashionable term. Broadly 
speaking, it connotes conceptions of 
practice across a range of performance 
possibilities that is open-ended in 
theory but prone to limitation in fact.

nothing wrong with the best; and in 
! any case, English Language Studies is- 
more a complement than a competitor 
of established literary studies, ns the 
Board itself evidently recognizes. But 
whereas "the best” in a literature 
syllabus means what is held to be such 
from within a particular kind of linguis- 
tic practice, English Language Studies 
construes "English in use" in a more 
catholic way and thereby aspires to a 
validity of its own. First, it extends the 
category of what is worth studying ut A 
level beyond literature. Second, it 
attends to the potential significance of 
a given utterance. 

This last point repays further consid- 
eration. The syllabus represents some- 
thing of a novelty in A level English, 
and is all too likely to be dismissed as 
English-without-Snakespcarc. Even if 
it were allowed that it is possible to 
take a serious interest in the written 
and spoken use of English without 
necessarily being drawn to great litera- 
ture, the syllabus’s technical require- 
ments, as well as its expectations of 
sensitivity, finesse, and disciplined 
thought, would still set standards that 
would stretch any A level candidate. 
However, since it is inherently inclu- 
sive, not exclusive, in design, it scents 
to me to take into consideration liter- 
ary as well as language skills. Properly 
implemented, English Language Stu- 


rffes implies critical demands anri *

The extract meets two important 
criteria for the use of documents with 
younger children in the secondary 
school, in that it is interesting and not 
too long. As part of the preparation for 
an in-service course, Christine Horton 
and I used it with a group of 16 
second-year pupils with reading diffi- 
culties, whu were working on the Mary 
Rose. Our aim was to see how far they 
would be able to cope with a text which 
was difficult but valuable in its own 
right, and at the same time to make 
some points about the development of 
grammar and spelling which might 
help them with their own problems in 
these areas. We could then consider 
how the rules might work in practice, 
and the pupils could compose their 
own in tne school's computer room, 
using the simple word-processing 
program Tele- Book f4mation soft- 
ware). 

The document was presented in 
sections, written out on cards. Pupils 
worked in pairs, dealing with one 
section at a time and then exchanging it 
for another. Apart from the sections 
on absconding and the use of the ship's 
boat, they read quickly and with 
understanding. On the other hand, 
the idea of writing their own rules was 
initially much less popular. Some 
made an effort - “no smoking on deck" 
was one offering - but others reacted 
by ignoring the task Bnd beginning 
what they considered to be more 
interesting inter-action with their 
friends. We had, we felt, been there 
before. 

However, when we moved into the 
computer room and the pupils began 
to put their work on to the screen, 
there was an immediate change. They 
were happy to write and began to ask 
for advice on points of detail which 
previously could not have been forced 
on them. I had previously reviewed 
Tele-Book the The TES (October 5, 
1984), but had only used it with 
individual pupils. Its effect on this 
group was remarkable, and they now 
nave a weekly session of reading and 
writing in the computer room, using 
•.Developing Tray (MEP) ana 
Readamattcs (Longman) as well as 
Tele-Book. We were admittedly lucky 
to have enough machines for the pupils 
to be able to work in pairs, but an 
increasing number of schools now have 
such facilities and on the basis of this 
■experience access to them Is worth 
fighting for. 

In this case, however, reading the 
text was more Important than writing. 
Primary source material, especially 
where there is any hint of difficulty in 
its language, is still not often used with 
weak readers, although given adequ- 
ate time and support they may earn 
more from It than from simplified 
books which are easier to read. This 
depends, however on acceptance of 
reading with understanding as a suc- 
cessfor outcome to a lesson, as most 
children with reading difficulties do 
not benefit from having to work quick- 
ly or in short bursts between other 
activities. A carefully chosen text can 
allow historical thinking and reading 
ability to be developed together, and it 
would be useful if we could put 
together a selection. 


Rules of the imagination

For years it never occurred to me that 
it was possible to write - well and 
imaginatively - about the familiar and 
near at hand. Imagination was some- 
thing that began only at a certain 
distance from actual experience; the 
surrounding envelope ol habit, fami- 
liarity, common air, had nothing to do 
with the stuff of Imoks. Other child- 
hoods, families, homes might fuel 
other imaginations; mine would not. 

It's an assumption common enough 
to be (rite and. in any case, autobiogra- 
phy is an unhappy substitute for logic 
and argument. But there is a psycholo- 
gical algebra in such feelings that gives 
them ti wider stretch: let *i" equal x 
“my” equal y and you have the very 
common feeling that imagination is the 
sole property of other people and 
distant places. 

I - this particular x - grew up in a 
small Scottish town, the kind of place 
apparently built specifically to induce 
boredom, quash imagination, hope, 
ambition, instil guilt. The local library 
confirmed that Anywhere Else was the 
place lo be; Anywhere Else was get- 
ting the hulk of the action. In response, 
x poured out terse little dramas of the 
bullfight a la Hemingway - well larded 
with corridas, faenas, cstocadas - or 
accounts of phenomenally complex 
and exotic civilizations in the vicinity 
of Sirius, or dour allegories of Good 
and Evil ( which conveniently ignored - 
if they didn't actually reflect - the 
nearby presence of evilat the local , our 
very own Polaris base). 

Then along came a real writer, to the 
school to teach English. It seemed a 
highly improbable setting for such a 
man and x suspected an impostor. But 
Robin Jenkins is now recognized to be 
one of the most important living 
Scottish novelists. I had been sourly 
pleased to find that it wasn't possible to 
make literature out of “all this”; his 
books were set in SpBin, Afghanistan, 
Borneo, in strange allegorical dimen- 
sions. but never closer than Glasgow 
(which was all the distance in the 
world). 

Until the day he published a book 
that was, demonstrably, set In Our 
Town. Everything gave a tilt. 

Two tricks have been foisted on 
schoolchildren, even on university stu- 
dents, for years. They are linked and 
one lends to follow the other but they 
are readily separable. The product of 
our literature teaching and training 
seems to be the tacit conviction that 
literature is largely irrelevant, a de- 
corative frill round the serious business 
of living. Teaching (mostly) modern 
and contemporary literature to uni- 
versity students, I encountered most 
often an attitude best described as 
worshipful indifference. While it’s 
clear that attachment to a writer, to 
any imaginative spectacle, doesn't re- 
ulre the kind of commitment deman- 
ed by religion or politics, it seemed 
strange that books and poems quite 
deliberately and consciously set In our 
time and place should evoke so little 
echo of familiarity pr recognition. 

And it took me time to recognize 
that what I was seeing was a reaction to 
- if not yet consciously dgainst - an 
attitude that had dominated English 
for the generation that encompassed 
both me and my students, an obsession 
with relevance. Literature, It was 
argued, should quite precisely reflect 
the experience and needs of the people 
who consume it. That kind of populism 
very quickly leads to the conviction 
that ultimately the consumers have to 
produce their own literature. The 
contemporaqr publishing world is the 
outcome, flabby and overblown, 
geared to hiding the divide between 
good and lasting work and the merely 
meretricious. Tne blame has to He with 
an educational principle that lost its 
grip on "relevance” and turned litera- 
ture into an increasingly subjective 
formula, a sugar coating to ‘problems" 
or “issues"; Tn other words, the im- 
agination became a means not an end. 

It was only ever a short step from 
asking Glasgow children to imagine 
Montagues and Capulets as Protestant 
or Catholic, Rangers and Celtic sup- 

E Driers, or inner city children to see 
lesdemona as a girl with a very 
“contemporary” boyfriend problem, 
to the belief that Romeo and Juliet or 

Othello is redundant. In the same way, 

-charoe Readtaaand l.itj* dapgeroirt to assume Utat ljjera-, 
‘Sure offered ‘to ' children - either tar 


muilcl nr more innocently for enjoy- 
ment - should rest us close ns possilbe 
to the familiar and rccognizahlc: D H 
Lawrence for those in Nottingham, 
Lewis Gnssic Gibbon for Aberdeen- 
shire, Walter dc la Mare for Pcngc and 
Surrey? 

Any such attempt progressively 
shortens the lines of imaginative com- 
munication. at the very point in history 
where they have been si retched almost 
to breaking by television and film. 
More seriously, it erodes the distinc- 
tion between the great and the trivial 
(we have to hitc the bullet and uphold 
such unpopular distinctions) ana, ulti- 
mately. between wriicrs and readers. 

Children are being taught to write 
before they are taught lu reud, or at 
least to create “literature" before they 
arc taught what it is. The instinct, x’s, 
back in Argyll, to invent strange and 
immaculate worlds ami societies 
wasn't a reaction against the thin 
surrounding nlr. 

It was n reflex leurnt from books, 
which was iinportunt in so fnr hs it whs 
irrelevant to the immediate surround- 
ings. The imagination works according 
to its own rules and principles nnd its 
attachments to what we like to call the 
“real” world are perhaps its most 
mysterious and complicated moves, 
not, emphatically not, its starting 
point. Given the limits of our experi- 
ence and language, it will seem to 
borrow heavily from its environment; 
the connexion is functional, not vital. 

It would be the greatest impoverish- 
ment for Glasgow children only to read 
about Glasgow, or, more seriously, to 
reduce all writing to Glasgow terms. 
(How, incidentally, would you reduce 
The Tempest , Shakespeare s “purest” 
play, to such terms? Prospero a drug 
pusher? Miranda a comic book shel- 
tered daughter? Caliban an inmate of 
the sheltered workshop down the 
road?) 

The stress on writing rather than 
reading runs the risk of turning the 
imagination inward. Writing is actually 
a very poor way of working through 
the personal problems and contradic- 
tions of childhood and adolescence; 
talking, work, physical improvization 
are for more successful. Equally, the 
imagination does not record amotion; 


nor docs it "express” it, like milk. It re- 
cords and expresses its own processes 
which, by anu large, arc universal and 
all too readily swamped in trivia. Much 
so-called “expressive” writing is either 
journalism or pathology. There is 
room for hoth but it's Inc room next 
door. 

There is a long critical argument 
around whether art estranges or fami- 
liarizes us to our surroundings. To suy 
that the answer is both is to suggest 
that the question is irrelevant. The 
lesson of Robin Jenkins's book was. in 
retrospect, an obvious one. For lie 
conspicuously failed to provide an 
imaginative map to "our town”. There 
was, in reality , no .street from this 
house tn that pub. there never Iiml 
been a flamed -haired lady doctor, or a 
nnc-cycd provost. And so on. Every- 
thing had undergone the kind of 
slippage or occlusion the American 
novelist, Joan Didinn describes when 
the imagined appears to meet the real.

None of which is intended lo suggest 
that the imagination has no place in 
real life, and shouldn't find its ma- 
terials there. The real danger is in 
parcelling the imaginative off into a 
special aesthetic realm and then, 
almost in guilt, hastily labelling some 
of its products “relevant, therefore 
good". 

The imagination does begin at some 
distance from self and locality because 
the imagination is nbout communica- 
tion ana imaginative grasp requires a 
certain effort outwards from the self 
and its immediate environs. That 
effort is best taught by reading, not 
writing, and by tne widest ana most 
catholic reading. 

The sense or place is vital to great 


literature. James Joyce believed that 
by finding the heart of Dublin be could 
find the ncari of life, but the journey 
he look was not merely inwards. 
“Place", as opposed to “places", is the 
stillness that every great work of art 
achieves, mirrored in the the render 
achieves when she or he understands 
what is going on. Place is not merely 
descriptive or geographical; it is the 
opposite of “expressive” busyness, il 
you like, the opposite of sell. . 

There is nothing parochial or 
nationalistic or even introspective ab- 
out Ulysses. Those arc the vices that 
follow from any attempt to make 
literature conform to the model that 
suggests literature is, first, a matter of 
individual feeling and, then, a reflec- 
tion of local concerns. Ulysses is Joyce 
tanking outward at the world from 
Dublin, hnving first secured ancient 
Greece and the Mediterranean fnr his 
story. If it is possible, ns they say it is, 
to follow the Dublin streets through 
the novel’s pages, that is incidental to 
Joyce's purpose. If thut were oil, a 
Michclin or tourist board guide would 
do just us well. 

1 here isn’t a novel in all of us, or, at 
best, a couple of short stories. Litera- 
ture, literary expression, is an excep- 
tional quality. It may emerge in unpre- 
possessing circumstances and may 
even take the dullest surroundings for 
its surroundings. Philip Sidney said: 
"Poetry is superior to history"; the 
imagination is superior to the materials 
it is forced to work with; it must never 
be a slave to its raw materials, und that 
is what is happening to children today: 
they are becoming slaves to their 
environments -fine if those arc agree- 
able, a mockery otherwise to think 
writing about them sets them free - 
and, worse, to their emotions. 

Everyone should write, attempt to 
make things with words, but we should 
first learn to understand how it has 
been done by those who have already 
managed to communicate the smallest 
and most local intimacies to the 
greatest and widest audience. Only by 
learning that the imagination, like 
everything else, has rules does writing 
teach. Anything less teaches us no- 
thing. Anything less is playing tennis 
with the net down.

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cynical, one can often identify English 
teachers by what was in vogue when 
they lost gave serious thought to the 
nims of incir teaching. They range 




from English teacher as garage mecha- 
nic (or computer programmer}, for- 
ever tinkering with children's language 
to get it right; the expressive therapist 
after “feeling" and “truth"; the 
sociologist with grand themes (Con- 
flict, The Family, Old Age) and 
“meaningful" discussions; the scien- 
tific linguist talking of “analysing sur- 
face features" (as opposed to correct- 
ing mistakes) and making great play 
with the tape recorder; the athletics 
coach striving to improve his protegfis' 
performance for the big exam occa- 
sion. Such stereotypes are unfair of 
course. Most of us struggle along with 
a synthesis of these and many more, 
(perhaps lion tamer or cabaret enter- 
tainer are more fitting analogies for the 
English teacher's activities). My paint 
is that such vague formulations are no 
longer adequate to meet the challenges 
currently facing the teaching of En- 
glish. 

For a start, the nature of the subject 
at university level is in ferment. In 
many English departments it is no 
longer enough to bring together the 
sensitive reader and the words » on 
the page. The Leavisite orthodoxy 
is cracking. In a Times Higher 
Education Supplement article for ex- 
ample, academics were invited to give 
an account of their subject as currently 
taught in their institutions. The piece 
was headlined "Complete Diversity or 
Disairay” ( THES FeWurary 11, 1983) 
and many contributors stressed the 
need for a theory of the subject. 
“Lcavis was wrong to refuse to openly 
discuss a possible philosophy fpr En- 
glish. That certainly wc want and it is a 
mark of our present confusion that wc 
have not achieved ill" (David Hol- 
brook.) (1 find Catherine Betsey's 
Critical Practice (Methuen New Ac- 
cents) a goad introduction to current 
critical thought). 

Of more immediate concern to 
schools is the avalancc of “guidance" 
on the curriculum which has been 
pouring from local and central govem- 
ment agencies since James Callaghan's 
Ruskm College speech in 1976. Gone 
are the days when any teacher, includ- 
<tng. Uvu. icachct ,o£ .English, .can .go, 
about his or her classroom business 


A defence of English by Bill Deller 


I don't like interviews, (either giving or 
receiving them). The candidate is 
often harassed, uncomfortable, and 
increasingly nowadays, desperate fora 
iob. The questions arc sometimes 
haphazard or ill considered, and the 
whole process enn leave one with a 
vague feeling of uncase. Nevertheless 
over the past few years, as a regular on 
both sides of the desk, one point has 
struck me with increasing force: many 
teachers of English are incapable of 
giving n clear and jargon-free account 
of what “English'* as a school subject is 
and of justifying its central place in the 
curriculum. The old familiar cliches 
are trotted out: “importance of basic 
skills*' (what are incy?), "love of 
literature" (what literature, or more 
radically what is “literature"'^), “impro- 
ving their language" (what constitutes 
improvement and how can it be 
brought about?), "developing sensitiv- 
ity" or “the imagination 1, (what pre- 
cisely do these vague terms mean and 
how nre they related to everyday 
classroom practice?). The inability 
seems to apply at every level of 
applicant from probationer to head of 
department. 

So what? One may well ask. After 
all, many teachers of English have 
produced consistently good lessons 
without pondering too deeply about 
“theory". Indeed, the ‘Subject itself 
both in school and in universities has 
traditionally shied away from too ab- 
stract a questioning of its own 
rationale. The wide boundaries of 
"English” and its assured place on the 
timetable have encouraged spontanei- 
ty and the personal approach both 
from teachers and pupils. In some 
schools the English lessons can still be 
an island of individuality in an ocean of 
I note-taking and fact-gathering. And 
yet there's something worrying about a 
subject that seems to develop by a 
series of lurches in fashion (cf Geraint 
Lloyd-Evans's witty account of the Inst 
20 years of English teaching in The 
TES April 79, 1983). Indeed, to lie 



undisturbed by the outside world. It 
seems everybody has something to say 
about what schools should teach and 
how they should leach it. Here is not 
the place to discuss in detail this 
national movement: from HMI’s three 
RedBooks(l977, 1981, 1983), A View 
of the Curriculum (1980), the major 
surveys Primary Education in England 
(1978), Aspects of Secondary Educa- 
tion (1979), and the latest, English 
from 5 to 16, to the DES’s own A 
Framework for the School Curriculum 
(1980) and The School Curriculum 
(1981) not counting national initiatives 
like TVEI, the CP vE and the 16-pius. 
Several points arc, however, particu- 
larly relevant for English teachers. 

Most important, all these docu- 
ments place great emphasis on the 
need for central agreement, If not 
control of, the curriculum. A 
Framework for the School Curriculum 
goes as far as pronouncing on the 
percentage oF the timetable which 
should be devoted to each subject 
(English got \2Vi per cent.) The idea 
seems to be that it agreement can be 
readied on what should be taught, 
then schools can get on with working 
out how to do it and their success can 
be “evaluated", thereby raising stan- 
dards in some way. Of course, the tone 

! varies according to the government 
institution producing the ^guidance". 
(HMI is professional, balanced, pa- 
tient nnd participatory - the Manpow- 
er Services Commission simply refuses 
to Rive you money if you don’t agree 
with it. But the pressure is always 
there. 

Linked with this centralizing zeal is 
an implied model curriculum which 
teachers of English will find difficult to 
work with. It suggests that you start 
with “aims", or least high level curricu- 
lar generalizations: from these you 
derive more predse "objectives" from 
which in turn ‘•means'' or "methods" 
follow. Unfortunately, for many areas 
of the curriculum, including English, 
this neat procedure [s inappropriate. 
First, from even a cursory reading of 
the documents it is obvious that there 
is no consistent way of formulating 
educational aims. (HMI, for example, 
come up with eight “areas of experi- 
ence whereas the Further Education 
Unit at the DES favours 12 “generic 
transferable skills".) In addition, the 
aims and objectives model denies the 
exploratory, even unpredictable, na- 
ture of much learning. How many of us 
have started a sequence of lessons with 
a general purpose in mind only to be 
surprised by the direction in which the 
lessons have gone? Reading fiction or 
writing poetry seem to escape the 
Wand generalizations of bureaucrats. 
Third, the objectives model seems to 
work best when the outcome is trivial 
or easily measured. It's all right if you 
want to teach the spelling of “super- 

■sedo— bui-nof^o-useRH-i^ymr ^ m 

studying Wordsworth. The trouble is 


that such a model will distort the very 
nature of whole areas of the curricu- 
lum - drama, art, music, as well as 
English. 

The view of English in many recent 
documents seems to be shifting too. 
All of them concur that English is a 
“basic subject”, but what sort of 
English is being put forward? In the 
excellent ILEA report Improving 
Secondary Schools by David Har- 
greaves, a compulsory curriculum for 
fourth and fifth years which includes 
English is suggested. This is justified in 
the following sentence: “In our society 
no individual can claim to be eduented 
even in u quite minimal sense without 
literacy and numeracy skills". What, 1 
wonder, is mennt by equaling English 
with "literacy skills”? There is no 
doubt in the minds of the writers of 
Basic, Skills (FEU 1982) and the CPVE 
consultative document (1984). Here 
English as we know it is nbondoned 
altogether in favour of “Communica- 
tion Skills". Tliis is broken down into 
long lists of subskills such us writing 
letters, memos and short reports, filing 
or sorting things, and conducting for- 
mal interviews. The thrust of much 
recent curricular thinking is therefore 
to reduce English to a utilitarian 
skills-based grind supposedly linked to 
vocational needs. Tlie Idea of the 
liberal education of the whole person is 
quietly pushed aside. 

As if all this wasn’t enough, develop- 
ments in schools are further changing 
the position of English. (It is worth 


mentioning at this point the thought- 
provoking study Versions of English by 
Douglas and Dorothy Barnes (Heine- 
mnnn Educational Books 1984) which 
seeks to link the sort of English IS to 
17-year-olds are offered in schools and 
colleges with such institutional factors 
as streaming, examination patterns 
and the expectations of students and 
teachers.) Perhaps the most immedi- 
ate of these developments, however, 
arc railing rolls nnd the cutback in 
resources. In the lutest HMI report on 
The Effects of L.E.A. Expenditure 
Policies on Education Provision in 
England, /SW (DES, 1984) not all is 
gloom, here are just three examples 
which hear directly on English 
teaching: 

1 . “Only one-fifth of l.e.n.s are 
considered to he milking satisfactory, 
or better, provision for library assis- 
tants” 

2. The “inadequate” supply of books 
“was the factor most commonly associ- 
ated with work of poorer quality” 

3. The "mismatch between the ini- 
tial qualifications and experience of 
the teachers and the subject they were 
being asked to teach" was a problem 
“particularly for remedial work, En- , 
wish, mathematics, CDT, science and 
Business studies”. Scarce resources 
and an increasing number of non- 
specialists teaching English as rdils fall 
make it even more necessary for 
English departments to formulate 
clear ideas of what they are trying to do 
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Meeting the 

challenge continued 

and how they arc trying to do it. In 
some schools, indeed, whole chunks of 
what was the traditional content of 
English have moved into other areas 
with different titles like “active tutorial 
work", “personal and social develop- 
ment" or "life skills". The result can 
often be a curricular mess. (As one 
plaintive English teacher asked me 
once, “Is War RE or English?".) 

How then should English depart- 
ments go about clarifying the role of 
the subject? The first thing to stress is 
that the activity should be a corporate 
one. All the teachers of English, both 
specialist and non-specialist, must he 
drawn into the process. The aim 
should not be to reach complete uni- 
formity of practice, even if that were 
possible, but to establish broad areas 
of agreement in which everybody’s 

S oint of view is recognized and valued, 
ccand. curriculum appraisal is a deli- 
cate and complex matter and it works 
best if the starting point is what should 
we teach the third years, or how can 
we encourage the rending of fiction, 
rather (hun lo try to plunge straight 
into issues of principle or theory. As 
discussion proceeds, these issues will, 
of necessity, arise, hut they will be 
rooted in classroom concerns that

where appropriate). An alternative is 
for the English teachers to make a list 
of what they consider to be the essential 
ingredients of English, in terms of 
practical classroom activities for subse- 
quent departmental discussion. Many 
l.e.a.s produce guidelines which can be 
helpful in this process. Three other 

R ublieaiions i have found useful arc 
'hut English Teachers really try to du 
(obtainable from the English Depart- 
ment. Institute of Education. Bedford 
Way, London. WC1 ), Evaluating the 
English Department by David Allen 
(obtainable from Evaluation in Educa- 
tion, 7 Ledwurd Lane, Bnwdon, 
Cheshire, WAI4 3 AD), and The En- 

f lish Department Book (obtainable 
ram the ILEA English Centre, 
Sutherland Street, London SWI). 

Finally, it must be emphasized that 
there is no room for complacency. 
English may well be retained as a slot 
oil the timetable, purl of the common 
curriculum for all, but the nature of 
this "basic subject" may be trans- 
formed by forces over which the 
classroom tencher has little control. 
And if wc are not clear about what we 
arc doing, how can wc influence 
others?

Study notes survey

Study notes are big business: the dump 
bins, display racks and revolving 
stands which clutter every bookshop at 
around this time of the year attest to 
that. So do a number of new arrivals on 
the scene: the Penguin A level Master- 
studies (sixth-form follow-ups to the 
company’s O level Passnotes) , the first 
titles in the exemplary new Macmillan 
Master Guide series, the latest batch of 
York Notes which brings to more than 
230 the number of titles available in 
just that series. 

Time to pause then and consider the 
whole field. Leaving aside the fraught 
question of whether or not they should 
be used in the first place- a question to 
which individual teachers will long 
since have come to their own conclu- 
sions - it is perhaps appropriate now to 
try to assess what study notes should be 
doing and how they can best help 
students - who will after all continue to 
use them regardless of the opinions of 
their teachers. 

Undoubedly at present the overall 
standard is higher thaqit was a few years 
ago. Authors and series editors now 
have a much deeper awareness of the 
demands of particular examinations 
and write accordingly; there are far 
fewer notes apparently intended for 
students working at anything from 
CS,E to A level. The authors them- 
selves are almost invariably teachers or 
university lecturers, ana commonly 
have a particular interest in the text on 
which they are writing. Indeed, with 
the new Macmillan Master Guides this 
is an absolute necessity. “The authors 
of these Guides . . . nave chosen to 
write about books they admire and 
know well in the belief that they can 
communicate their admiration to 
you", the series' general editor James 
Oibson writes in his preface to each 
book. 

That said, it is still unfortunately 
possible to find one or two hack-works 



on the Selected Poems ofW. H. Auden 
(0 582 79253 3) has a vague, prissy and 
rather misleading biographical intro- 
duction which hardly mentions the last 
25 years of the poet’s life, finds space 
for detailed discussion of just nine of 
the 100 poems in the Faber paperback 
collection it is designed to accompany, 
and in its bibliography inexplicably 
manages to ignore Humphrey Carpen- 
ter’s definitive life of the poet. Rather 
better on content, the guide to the 
Selected Poems of Byron in the same 
series (0 582 .79250 9) nevertheless 
Introduces us to Ludwig von Beeth- 
oven and a Mrs Malaprop “who habi- 
tually mis-spells long words". 

But if overall the academic standard 


respects - and with two significant 
exceptions - the various series of notes 
and guides have remained virtually 
unchanged. There is still a great simi- 
larity in both treatment and range of 
titles on offer; inevitably perhaps, 
since all are aimed at readers of the 
same books at the same level. Thus the 
new Macmillan Master Guide to Jane 
Austen’s Emma (0 333 38005 3) is 
competing, not just with existing 
guides to the same novel in the Bro- 
die's and York Notes series, but alsu 
with the equally-ncw Penguin Master- 
studies volume on Emma and Persua 
sion (0 14 977109 3). 

The field is equally crowded when It 
comes to Chaucer, Shakespeare, 
George Eliot. Thomas Hardy and the 
other regularly set authors. Roger 
Ebbatson’s splendid Penquin Master- 
guide to The Mill on the Floss (0 14 
077114 X) is up against equivalent 
volumes from both Brodie and York. 
And. although the Macmillan Master 
Guides have not got round to it yet, 
Middlemarch is among their forthcom- 
ing titles and The Mill on the Floss itself 
has just appeared in Macmillan's para- 
llel Students’ Novels series (0 333 
37696 X), all of which have the full text 
buttressed by extended introductions 
and some useful chapter notes. 

It would be churlish nnd unrealistic 
to expect publishers to ignore The Mill 
on the Fioss and other such commonly- 
set novels, least of ail when launching a 
first batch of titles (and in this context 
one must be grateful for the York 
Notes backlist which covers unex- 
pected works as Faulkner's The Sound 
and the Fury, Nathaniel Hawthorne’s 
The Scarlet Letter, Mourning Becomes 
Electro and Patrick White's Yoh). 

But little new thought seems to have 
been given - at least until very recently 
- to the method by which texts are 
examined. With the exception of the 
Macmillan Master Guides and Pen- 
guin’s Masterstudies, all the senes 
continue to follow one rigid format. 
There is a general introduction (‘’77iir 
Book Is not a substitute for reading the 
play. . .7 the words - and the italics - 
are Penguin's; the sentiments univer- 
sal) and then a main introduction 
which briefly sketches the life (and 
sometimes something of the times) of 
the author in question. Next comes the 
main bulk ot the book: a shortish 
synopsis of the whole work and then 
detailed chapter or act summaries, 
usually with specific notes to unusual 
words or phrases. 

Foilwing these summaries comes a 


shorter section, usually called “Com- 
ry” or something similar, in 
which there are brief character studies

volume is a section specifically devoted 
to the examination: the York Notes go 
to town with this and call il "Hints for 
Study”. Other series content them- 
selves with specimen questions (some- 
times from actual papers) and model 
answers. 

The arrival of the Macmillan Master 
Guides and Penguin Musterstudies has 
filially called this established formal 
into question. Conscious perhaps that 
they are intended for the upper end of 
the market (the Master Guides are 
intentionally pitched midway hetween 
O and A level) both have ditched 
hitherto “necessary" elements. In Hil- 
da D Spear’s Master Guide to Wuther- 
ing Heights (0 333 372H6 7) the chapter 
notes occupy rather less than one third 
of the pages, and there are no glossa- 
rial notes at all. On occasions the 
Mastcrstudics take this approach even 
further. There aren't even chapter notes 
in Emma ami Persuasion , while the 
“detailed plot summary" in The Mill 
on the Floss fills just 1 1 of the book’s 75 
pages. This is a sensible arrangement, 
at feast for A level notes and a reader 
who can he assumed to huve read and 
understood the basic text. 

In many of the O level Bradic's, York 
Notes and Penguin Passnolcs, it still 
seems implicit that he hasn't and/or 
enn't. Although it has betlcr-than- 
average summaries and a "Commen- 
tary” section on each scene, the new 
Bradic’s Notes Julius Caesar (0 350 
50194 I) gives almost equal room to 
sccne-by-sccne glossaries which "ex- 
plain or paraphrase difficult words or 

E hrases”. Useful, even necessary, with 
) level Shakespeare perhaps. But with 
Lark Rise to Candlefordl The York 
Notes volume (0 582 79286 X) finds it 
so, and painstakingly defines 
Beecham's pills, hopscotch and the 
Methodist Church as well as (even less 
usefully) riving two-line biographies of 
every real person so much as men- 
tioned in the text. 

The implication here (and il is at the 
root of many teacher’s objections to 
the whole concept of student notes) is 
surely that students will not gather the \ 
information from any other source; 
thatitcachersIreadinglLarA A/stfwilllnot 
know (or bother to say) that the Prince 
Consort was “Prince Albert of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha (1819-61), the husband 
of Queen Victoria’’; and that pupils set 
to Shakespeare will be rending ft from 
a bare, bnsic text and not one of the 
annotated, educational editions. 
(Though wljy the Penguin Masterstu- 
dies of The Prologue to the Canterburv 
Tales (0 14 077110 7) and The Nun’s 
Priest's Tale (0 14 077119 0) should 
incorporate both the complete text, 
keyed to notes on the facing page, and 
extensive glossaries remains a mys- 
tery: no scholastic edition of Chaucer 
ever comes without cither). 

Both new series also do without the 
“Hints for Study". Happily, for these 
can somehow “cheapen’ 1 even the best 
student notes, Robert Welch’s other- 
wise excellent York Notes on The 
Faerie Qiteene, Book I (0 582 79235 5) 
concludes not just with some heavy 
hinting ("Almost every question on 
Book 1 of The Faerie Queene will give 
you an opportunity to write about one 
or more of the following. . .’’) but also 
with “useful quotations”; a limiting, 
cynical couple of pages which spoil an 
intelligent volume. That degree of 
"professionalism'', harking back to the 
days when student notes used to be 
printed on handily pocketable cards, is 
rare, however. Usually the hints are 
vaguer, two-page homilies on knowing 
ones text, revision techniques and 
"preparing for the examination”. 

The arrival of a scries of York 
Handbooks, more substantia] com- 
panions to the York Notes, may render 
even such hasty, last-minute notes 
unnecessary. Preparing for Examina- 
tions in English Literature (0 582 79223 
1) m particular says far more than the 
brief hints can even hint at; as much in 
fact as any teacher would. Diligent 
students will get even more from The 
English Novi! (0 582 79269 X) and 
Studying Shakespeare (0 582 79274 6) 
a stimulating introduction sensibly co- 


notes and teachers. Certainly, how- 
ever. the new scries arc to be wel- 
comed: there will be few teachers who 
have the time, inclination and skill to 
deal wilh Othello ns well as Gamini and 
Fcnclla Salgadu (Penguin Masterstu- 
dics. fi 14 077106 9) or to delve into the 
satirical and allegorical antccedanls of 
Animal Farm ns thoroughly as Jean 
Armstrong in the Muster Guide to that 
superficially straightforward text (0 
333 3K277 3). 

Equally, there will be few students 
who will not gnin something even from 
a cursory glance at cither book - far, 
far fewer than the number who have 
been put off the whole corpus of

thine to say”. The publicity material 
for Skills for Writing suggests however 
that “pupils often know what to write” 
and claims that this three part course 
will indeed “teach them how to write’’. 

On a first glance, that seems unlikely 
with exercises such as: “Draw up two 
columns . . . In the first column, list all 
the important things in the room, in 
the second column, jot down one or 
two adjectives . . . “description of 
your room”? One suspects tne results 
will range from the mundane to the 
contrived. 

On a closer examination however. 
Skills for Writing proves to be rather 
well structured. Book 1, a foundation 
course for the third year, covers such 
basics as “Using speech”, “Giving the 
details” and “Organising ideas”.

Books 2 and 3 form h two-part cx 
"initiation course and “develop the 
skills for the needs of 164-”. Iiiallthrw 
hooks, t he various skills are covered in 
five main .sections, devoted to narra- 
tive descriptive, character, personal 
and formal writing. For example, in 
Book 1 the personal writing chapter 
stresses the need to write about what 
you know. By Book 3, the same 
section is concerned with suggesting 
atmosphere and choosing a styleT^ 

A wide range of extracts from many 
different sources illustrate each genre. 
There is by now almost compulsory 
chunk of Adrian Mole's "personar 
writing, but nlso advertisements, auto- 
biography, newspaper articles arid 
much modern fiction. The books are 
also attractively produced with a 
variety of typefaces and many illustra- 
tions.

Even so, working through the books 
mny result in an overwhelming sense 
that it is all just a series of exercises, of 
activities existing in limbo. True, it will 
discipline the unthinking writer but I 
can also hear the student wondering 
exactly why lie must practice using 
bigger and brighter adjectives. Despite 
the orderly structure of the course 
therefore, it might be much better to 
consider il a first aid box and to use 
isolated sections, as required. As a first 
aid box, it’ll come in very handy. .

Nick Baker reports on word processing in 
secondary English 


A word processor is an electronic 
shunting yard for language. You can 
form strings of words, "shunt" them 
round the screen, changing, reforming 
and shaping the text as it emerges. 

As a tuol for the teaching of English, 
the word processor has an exciting 
future according to Peter Miles, head 
of English at Hope Valley College, a 
community comprehensive in rural 
Derbyshire. As representative for En- 
glish on ihc county's Computer 
Assisted Learning (CAL) project, it's 
been his tusk lo investigate, with the 



item ot colleagues from other Der- 
byshire schools, the potential of the 
micro us tin aid to English teaching. It’s 
his belief that the commercially pro- 
duced programs for English teaching 
are “too mcchanisitic" and that the 
versatility of (lie WP makes it rhe 
forcmosi electronic English aid. 

Two-tliirty pm at Hope Valley l.'ol- 
lege. A group of socund years are 
sitting two to a terminal. Each pair hns 
the tusk of creating a news storv to he 
oasted up luter into newspaper format. 
It’s a fairly typical exercise that many 
English teachers do without the uid of 
electronics. 

What’s immediately noticeable is 
the amount of talk go'ing on in pairs, 
about the language being used. For 
example, one pair is compiling a true 
story about some escaped cows, and 
their unpleasant reaction to their unex- 
pected freedom. Is “getting rid of their 
waste products” good journalese? Af- 
ter a while, the pair decide on the verb 
“to foul". There’s also an evident air of 
experiment, with pupils being much 
more willing to chnngc what ihcy’re 
writing as they go along. Self-correc- 
tion is another benefit the WP can 
offer, especially to the slower learner 
whose handwriting can cause problems 
in deciphering errors. As a motivator, 
the WP offers the prospect of a perfect 
printed copy, and pairs or groups of 
children arc much more willing to 
correct each others' work as it appears 
on the screen. What starts as a fairly 


exciting one, with the WP's ability tn 
“massage" texts into interesting 
shapes. 

There are. of course, pitfalls. Fur 
some, particularly the home cunipuier 
owners, the command keys and the 
qwerty keyboard are familiar territory. 
For others, the process nf findine (lie 
right button to press is more difficult, 
and a minority of the pupils I met 
conceded that they were (nippier work- 
ing with pen ami paper. Another 
problem is the tendency in overlook 
errors, knowing that they arc easily 
correctable at a luter stage. One lively 
trio of hoys were having a terrific lime 
writing out the cast list m a play. It was 
immediately iiotieeuhle that the list 
lucked any capital Idlers whatsoever, 
hut the trio's typisi cheerfully sprinted 
through the piece adding capital letters 
and punctuation with great dexterity. 
“You couldn't do that with pen mid 
paper” he said proudly.

Looking ill the potential offered by 


computers in secondary English, it’s 
tempting to speculate about their dis- 
tant future. A networked set of eluss- 


no more than one session per week per 
class. It’s nlso possible lo nave just one 
machine in a classroom, which pupils 


can lake turns to use us their handwrit- 
ten notes become ready for editing. In 
all cases, it's the process, rather than 
the end result, which is more impor- 
tant. Another problem is the lack of 
word processing software appropriate 
to this type of teaching. Having sur- 
veyed the field, CAL members have 
found VIEW most useful, but it’s still 
relatively "unfriendly” in the way it 
stores text . Large amounts of work can 
disappear into thin air at the touch of a 
wrong button. 

There seems to be a sad lack of 


creatively written programs for use in 
the English classroom, perhaps be- 
cause of the impenetrable nature of 


computer languages. Peter Miles and 
iiis colleagues have been investigating 
the use ofAcornsoft’s MICROTEXT,

Leaving 
aside arguments about authentication, 
it would be perfectly feasible for 
boards to allow a certain proportion or 
word processed texts, perhaps demon 
ding a higher standard of precision 
These texts could he "backed up” by 
drafts showing the process the student 
went through to arrive at the finished 
nrticle. The "anti” argument might be 
that schools without the hardware or 
teaching expertise may find them- 
selves at a disadvantage.

Priscian, Alias Pris- 
cianus Cacsariensis, was the author of 
Institutionis Crammaticae, an 18- 
volumc exposition of Latin grammar 
so widely used and so highly regarded 
during the Middle Ages that the phrase 
“to break Prisclan's head” came to 
signify the violation of the rules of 
grammar. This figure is not unapt In 
our turbulent society. 

English grammar was once a queen 


branches of book-learning”. This once 
revered queen has had a mighty fall 
and now lies prone in the ashes of the 
kitchen hearth and at the mercy of her 
ugly stepsisters Slovenliness and 
Mediocrity and her stepmother Vul- 
garity.

Let us heed the vatic words of Eric 
Partridge: “To degrade language is 
finally to degrade civilisation". The 
BBC and ITV have much to answer 
for. News readers and programme 
presenters, Inter alios , usually have 
mellifluous voices and good enuncia- 
tion, but their diction is frequently 
slovenly and not infrequently down- 
right catachrestic. What hope have we 
of preserving and improving our lan- 
guage and decorum when tnc ears of 
the public arc shamelessly defiled with 


tensive, more precise and apt than that 
of their present-day counterparts. 


They had had a reasonable grounding 
in the elements of their language and 
their syntax showed that they knew 


a wretched lingo that is, for the most 
part, slipshod or semi-literate? 

The English language improved 
steadily from the 16th century almost 


up to the outbreak of the Second 
World War. Since then it has declined 
and the rot continues. Some few 
decades ago, some educational 
wiseacres decreed that grammar 
should no longer be a subject of serious 
study in our schools, and our noble 
island is now reaping the reward of this 
calamitous decision.. To think of 111 
Many of our journalists confuse even 
the little words can and may. 

It is an indictment against our educa- 
tional system that the overwhelming 
majority of our professional classes 
have little knowledge of the elements 
of their native language. Very well 
educated they may be- except for their 
English language. A few decades ago, 
educated people spoke educated En- 
glish: their vocabulary wasjnore ex- 


how to put the bits and pieces together 
in a more graceful and structured way 
than thcirless literate offspring do. 

Tlic evidence of the rot is massive, 
but this is a large subject and I enunot 
deal with it in a short article. The rot is 
insidious and its magnitude Is not easy 
to see: if nil go down together in a lift, 
the going down may be scarcely dis- 
cernible. 

To the charge that the language is 
decaying, the universal retort is that 
the language is changing- as if change 
were r cntholicon. Change itself is 
neutral. Changes will always be neces- 
sary and there can be no objection to 
sound and sensible ones. 

There is, 1 believe, a strong connec- 
tion between the decay of ourlanguagc 
and the rise of aggression and violence. 
The forces nt work are, so to speak, 
insidiously insidious and involve 
adverse reciprocal Factors: indiscipline 
in general engenders indiscipline in 
language, and vice versa. 

Who can deny that science and 
technology arc doing very well, are 
making great strides and arc adding 
greatly lo our creature comforts7 Who 
can deny that discipline is declining, 
the law wilting, aggression and vio- 
lence are Increasing? And who can 
deny that in general our feelings ore so 
secred 'and indurated . that we are

. Edited by Michael Scott, who is 
principal lecturer in English studies at 
Sunderland Polytechnic, these brief 
paperbacks are designed to help sixth 
form and undergraduate students to 
approach major dramatic works 
through their thealriculii y and contem- 
porary relevance. In practice, Mr Scott 
believes in a middle way (“Dramatic 
texts belong ... to theatre and to 
literature”) and consequently part one 
of each book uses the techniques of the 
literary critic while part two considers 
selected modern productions of the 
play in question. 

If some volumes are more satisfying 
than others, then that is perhaps due ro 
the nature of the play under considera- 
tion as much ns to anything else. There 
really is so much that could be said 


ohnut both text and performance of 
Othello and King Lear that any 90- 
page analysis must seem incompkMc. 
By the same token, the most im- 
mediately valuable books arc those on 
the more theatrical Texts. William 
Tydeninn is honest about the weaker 
enu nks of Doctor Faustus and assessed 
both the 1968 RSC production and the 
more recent all-male Lyric Hammers- 
mith one to gaud effect. David Hirst 
writes perceptively about Derek Jar- 
man's idiosyncratic film of The Tem- 
pest (which would probably have been 
ignored by literary critics of the old 
school) ana also properly directs atten- 
tion to the central role of magic in the 
piay. 

Lois Potter begins by interpreting 
the title of Twelfth Night (something 
few producers or critics ever think 
about J; and if not all sixth formers will 
he closely following Gordon Williams 
when he argues that Macbeth is 
Machiavellian rather than Niclz- 
schean. they will be helped by his 
recollections of Ian McKellen and Judi 
Dench in their 1976 interpretation of 
rhe murderous coup It; and also by his 
view of the Polanski film version. The 
width of the series can be noted by the 
fact that he also finds space to mention 
the unforgettable Zulu re-working, 
Umabatha . seen at the Aldwych in 
1972. J 

Each volume includes bibliography 
and production photographs, though it 
would have been nice to nave had even 
more of the latter. While all the 
contributors to the series pay attention 
to what the various directors have had 
to say about their productions (and 
appreciate that newspaper reviewers 
also have valid opinions), it would be 
good to see theatrical practitioners 
contributing volumes to the series on 
an equal fooling with the academics, 
and to sec the series extend itself to 
cover modern texts - especially the 
more Spectacular ones (such as Royal 
Hunt of the Sun or Jumpers) which can 
seem so alien in class or lecture room.

becoming inifrcd to the daily list of 
horrid deeds? The noise, stridency and 
unnatural pressures of modern life 
have, over the last few decades, made 
the public in general less able to 
appreciate the more delicate and sensi- 
tive things oF life. In March 1894, 
Andrew Lang in his review of Scott’s 
Bride of Laminermoor said that the 
catastrophe of the Bride, though 
founded on fact, was too horrible for 
fiction! By the standards of today this 
is mild stuff likely to cause many a 
ynwn. 

Since the War there has arisen what 
Eric Partridge called a Do-It-Yourself 
culture which has resulted in an under- 
mining of music, the arts, literature 
and drama. We have had a revolt 
against order and discipline in lan- 
guage, but there has been no such 
revolt in scientific resenrcli and de- 
velopment for the simple reason that it 
is impossible for man to alter the 
physical laws of the universe. 

Grammar is the order and discipline 
in language. Order is Heaven’s first 
aw: without order there can be no 
liberty no peace, no art, no happiness 
and, of course, no language. If the 
rales and conventions arc poor the 
language is poor. There is an indefin- 
able connection between logic, reason 
and language. When language decays 
reason tends to decay with it. People 
argue less rationally and the way is 
easier for the intrusion of irrational 
prejudices. What is needed to stop the 
progress of our standard language 
towards the status of an uneoutn, 
demotic, one destitute of precision and 
® raCC ’! s 8 sound prescriptive gram- 
mar. There is no fear that grammatical 
grundyism would ensue. 

One cogent reason why the elements 
of grammar must be taught in schools. 


ridden with puerile cliches mid 
vacuous vogue words. 

Good prescriptive English leaching 
allows any word or collocation of 
words to be used provided that it can 
be properly justified. Indeed, the 
breaking of the rules is sometimes 
laudable. If the rules are generally 
adhered to, the breaking of them far 
legitimate reasons will be the more 
effective. 

A caveat: the i general introduction of 
suen things as Transformational Gen- 
erative Grammar (TG) into our 
schools - even the upper forms - would 
be a retrograde step. Large claims are 
made for TG by its practitioners and

to the ability of the pupils, is to provide 
the country with literati able to exer- 
cise some control over the language 
\ so establish a wholesome dialcclic- 

ike movement between the men of 
letters and the rest of society. 

From a strictly rational pointofview 
English is far from perfect. Yet it is, or 
was, a great language able to carry 
delicate shades of meaning. Now. 
some of its most valuable elements and 
constructions are being destroyed: its 
words are being treated in ignorant 
and outrageous ways, in ways that 
undo the progress of centuries and 
shamefully prostitute the best of our 
linguistic heritage. 

A good prescriptive grammar does 
not cramp a writer’s style or lead to 
monotonous stereotyping. The reverse 
is true: good syntax makes for clarity 
grace and ease of reading. A good 
vocabulary and syntactical ingenuity 
arc antidotes to modish deadpan writ- 
ing. Never before was so much written 
with so much insipidity and so much 
dreary sameness. A proper study of 
grammar and composition will prevent 
the language from becoming exces- 




yet when it is examined closely it will 
be found to contain much pretentious 
and ingenious uselessness. Its volnrics 
seem to go through an illusionist act 
that blinds them to its absurdities. The 
TG-inns often write poorly nnd some- 
times illogically, as when one of their 
professorial teachers, in spite of his 
having just made great chums for the 
accuracy of TG, wrote, “We need not 
be too concerned nbout this”. 

Of what practical use could it he? 
iG has a strong tendency to follow 

S ular speech and so to accept low 
aquiahsms rather than to adopt 
more rational, cultured and efficient 
constructions. Its scientific aura may 
appeal to the less discerning. Its influ- 
ence is more likely to be baleful than 
beneficial. 

That traditional grammarians are 
preoccupied with trivialities and 
fetishes is a myth. The great gramma- 
nans and teachers of English were 
mainly concerned with improving the 
language: refining it, making it clearer 
and more aesthetic - in a word, making 
it more efficient. Generally speaking, 
those who heed the advice of such 
eminent teachers as Bain. Nesficid, 
Fowler, Canby, Krapp. Gowers. Par- 
tridge and, most recently, Sir Bruce 
Fraser, will write vastly better English 
than those who do not. 

I am appalled by the lamentably low 
standards of the writing of some of our 
well-known novelists. What a contrast 
there is, especially in point of diction, 
between the works of these writers and 
those of writers of a generation or so 
earlier. 

We need a species of English Lan- 

B Renaissance to improve our 
ure and culture. Thiswould help 
to strengthen our reasoning and intel- 
lectual discipline and to establish a 
sound and sensible culture that would 
resist and combat the rising tide of 
trumpery culture that no one should be 
proud of and to scout that ineffable 
rubbish which disgraces our society 
and which is more simian than human. 

Uur traditional culture is good and 
much of it superb, but that high 
standard has not been maintained. On 
the contrary it has been greatly lo- 
wered by the modern practice of 
aggrandizing the mediocre and even

to recover our hold on the truth that 
grammar matters; the next is to take
